We, Your Majesty’s Civil Service Commissioners, humbly 
offer to Your Majesty this our Twenty-first Report. 
The statistical tables appended to the Report present in detail 
an account of the examinations held during the year 1876. 
The total number of cases dealt with was 14,362,* which may 
be thus distributed :—

It will be seen that during the year 1876 only one competition 
was held “under Regulations I.” for Clerkships of the Higher 
Division in the Civil Service, being the fourth since the date at 
which the Regulations were framed, viz., December 1870. In 
the spring of 1877, however, a fifth competition took place, 
of which it may be desirable here to give some particulars. 


Early in the month of February it was announced that on the 
20th of March an examination would be held, at which there 
would be offered for competition, armong other appointments, two 
clerkships in the Colonial Office, exceeding in value any which 
up to that time had been competed for under this scheme. The 
announcement attracted a large number of candidates, especially 
from the Universities. For the preliminary examination in 
handwriting, spelling, arithmetic, and English composition, 78 
presented themselves, out of whom 31 were rejected; the re- 
maining 47, together with 14 others who had already on some 
previous occasion satisfied the preliminary test, were submitted

It may not be out of place to remark that as this examina- 
tion was almost exactly similar to those which are annually held 
for the Civil Service of India, the results of it, as above set forth, 
throw some light on the question how far it is true, as has some- 
times been alleged, that these examinations are not calculated to 
do justice to those kinds of knowledge and ability which are 
fostered at the great public schools and universities, 


Under the Order of Your Majesty in Council, dated 12th 
February 1876, by which a “Lower Division” of the Civil 


f 
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Service was constituted, two open competitions were held during 
the year 1876, at which 125 men clerks were selected.* One 
of the main objects apparent in the Order was to provide that 
clerks should be selected in anticipation of expected vacancies, so 
as to be ready to fill them as soon as they-occurred. At first this 
object was very imperfectly realized, owing to the impossibility 
of ascertaining prospectively, with any approach to accuracy, the 
probable number of vacancies, ata time when many departments 
were undergoing reorganization. This difficulty, however, has 
now been surmounted, and in the absence of any similar dis- 
turbing cause we hope to be able henceforth to supply clerks of 
this class immediately on receiving demands for them. 


Difficulties of another kind presented themselves in the appli- 
cation of the rules laid down, in clause 9 of the Order, respecting 
the assignment of clerks of this class to the departments in ~ 
which their services were required. On this subject we beg 
leave to refer to a letter addressed by us to the Lords Commis- 
sioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury on the 27th January 1877, a 
copy of which will be found in the Appendix.t 


In pursuance of the provisions of clause 12 of the same Order 
82 appointments were made exceptionally to the Lower Division 
of clerks from the body of writers serving before 4th June 1870, 
and 75 from those subsequently placed on our register; while 
13 writers of the latter class, who were proposed for appoint- 
ment, failed in the “supplementary examination” by which all 
such candidates were required to prove their fitness. 


It might, perhaps, have been expected that, owing partly to 
the operation of this clause, and partly to changes made in pur- 
suance of the policy recommended by the Civil Service Enquiry 
Commission, and adopted by the Lords of Your Majesty’s 
Treasury,{ a sensible diminution would have taken place in the 
number of writers employed in the service. It appears, how- 
ever, that whereas the total number on the register at the end of 
1875 was 1,915 (1,688 men and 227 boys), and the number in 
actual employment was 1,326 (1,197 men and 129 boys), the total

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number on the register on the 30th June 1877 was 2,160 
(1,786 men and 374 boys), and the number in actual employment 
was as nearly as can be stated, 1,441 (1,175 men, 266 boys) : 
the residue in both years consisting almost entirely of persons 
who were not at the time desirous of employment in this 
capacity. 

On the other hand, it will be seen from the following com- 
parative statement of the numbers of candidates examined for 
registration in the years 1875 and 1876 respectively, that the 
additions to the list were, fewer in 1876 than in 1875, owing, 
probably, to a diminution in the number of removals from it by 
resignation or otherwise.

It will be seen also from the same statement that, though there 
has been some falling off in the demand for such employment, as 
measured by the proportion of applicants to persons registered, 
this proportion is still somewhat greater than 3 to 1. 


INDIAN SERVICES. 


At the annual competition for the Civil Service of India, held 
at Easter 1876, 202 candidates: presented themselves to compete 
for 30 vacancies ; the number of vacancies in the previous year 
having been 37, and the number of candidates 198. 

Of the 38 gentlemen who were selected in 1874, only 34 ap- 
peared for their Final Examination in May and June 1876, two 
having died in the interval, a third having voluntarily with- 
drawn, and the fourth having been permitted by the Secretary 
of State, on our recommendation, to put off his examination for 
a year, owing to illhealth. All those who were examined proved 
to be duly qualified, and obtained appointments accordingly. 

Since the date of our last Report a correspondence has passed 
between Your Majesty’s Secretary of State for India and our- 
selves on the subject of the modifications required in the rules 
respecting the selection and training of Indian civilians, in order 
to suit the altered conditions introduced by the Marquis of 
Salisbury’s Despatch, addressed on 24th February 1876 to the 
Governor General of India.*

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From this Despatch it appeared that, with the view of securing 
for the Civil Service of India an increased number of persons 
educated at the great Universities, it had been determined to 
lower the superior Jimit of age from 21 to 19, and to offer a 
pecuniary inducement to selected candidates to pass the period 
of their probation at some university at which moral respon- 
sibility for the conduct of the students is undertaken, and rules 
of discipline are enforced. 

The reduction of the limit of age to 19 made it obviously 
necessary to revise the scheme of the entrance examination, which 
having been originally drawn up in 1854 with a view tocandidates 
of the age of 23, had remained in force with hardly any alteration 
ever since that time. Accordingly, new regulations are now 
being framed, under which a competition will be held at the end 
of June or beginning of July 1878, limited to candidates between 
the ages of 17 and 19.* At the same time, out of consideration 
for persons above 19 who may have been studying with a view 
to these competitions, it has been arranged that, besides the 
examination above mentioned, an examination on the present 
footing is to take place in the earlier part of the year, com- 
mencing on April 9th, 1878 ; one half of the disposable appoint- 
ments being allotted to the first examination, and the other half 
to the second. 

The rules for the training of the selected candidates have also 
undergone some revision. The amount of time to be spent by 
students in reporting legal cases will henceforth be somewhat 
diminished ; they will be expected to acquire some knowledge 
of one at least of the classical languages of India, Sanskrit, 
Arabic, or Persian ;,and they will be encouraged, but not re- 
quired, to study one branch of Natural Science, Botany, Geology, 
or Zoology. We were of opinion that as they are to be selected at 
an early age, with the express design that they should acquire - 
afterwards some academical culture, it would be well to extend 
the period of their training to three years, not with the view of 
increasing the number or severity of their examinations before 
this Board, but in order that they might have time to obtain the 
desired culture, so far as it is to be derived from mixing in 
University life, and time also to pursue the studies necessary for a 
University degree, without infringing on those which are necessary 
to fit them for the Service. It was: decided, however,’ that the 
probationaryterm should continue to be limited to two years, it 
being understood that the standard of qualification, which has 
always been based on the assumption of two full years’ study, is 
to remain unaltered, and that in future, as heretofore, at the 
several examinations which the probationers have to pass here, 
the requirements of Universities or Colleges will not be regarded 
as affording any excuse for imperfect preparation.

We have been in correspondence with the Director-General of 
Military Education with the view of altering in one particular 
the method of examination of candidates for admission to the 
Royal Military College. It has been the practice to treat the 
“ preliminary ” examinations, which aJl such candidates are re- 
quired to pass, as inseparable from the “further ” examinations, 
and always to hold the former on the days immediately preceding 
the latter. Thinking it very desirable, for many reasons, that 
they should be separated, we obtained the consent of the military 
authorities to our holding, as a tentative measure, before the 
competition of July 1877, two extra preliminary examinations, 
one in April, the other in May. The experiment proved per- 
fectly successful ; a large number of candidates gladly availed 
themselves of these opportunities of qualifying for admission to 
the competition, and the pressure of the July examination was 
considerably diminished. It is now proposed that, after a certain 
date, all preliminary examinations for this branch of the service 
shall be held at times distinct from the “ further ” examinations ; 
and we only await a final communication from the War Office 
in order to make an announcement on the subject.t+

Services, we desire to call attention to the “Regulations 
“ respecting Examinations for First Appointments to the Royal 
“ Marines,” a copy of which is printed in the Appendix,* from 
which it appears that first appointments to the Royal Marine 
Artillery and to the Royal Marine Light Infantry will henceforth 
be disposed of at the half-yearly competitions for admission to 
the Royal Military Academy and the Royal Military College 
respectively.

ORDER IN WHEREAS it is expedient to make provision for testing, accord- 
Ou a. ing to fixed rules, the qualifications of the young men who may 
—— from time to time be proposed to be appointed to the junior 


situations in any of Her Majesty’s Civil Establishments. 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of Her Privy Council, doth order, and it is hereby ordered, 
that the Right Honourable Sir Edward Ryan, Assistant Comp- 
troller General of the Exchequer, John George Shaw Lefevre, 
Esquire, Companion of the Bath, Clerk Assistant to the House. 
of Lords, and Edward Romilly, Esquire, Chairman of the Board 
of Audit, or such other persons as Her Majesty may from time 
to time approve in the stead of them or any of them, shall be 
Commissioners for conducting the examination of the young men 
so proposed to be appointed to any of the junior situations in the 
civil establishments as aforesaid, and shall hold their offices during 
the pleasure of Her Majesty, and shall have power, subject to 
the approval of the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, to 
appoint from time to time such assistant examiners and others as 
may be required to assist them in the performance of the duties 

: herein-after assigned to them. 5 

And it is hereby ordered, that the Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury do prepare and submit to Parliament an 
estimate for the remuneration of a secretary to the said Commis- 
sioners, and of such examiners and others as may be required to 
assist in the performance of their duties. 

And it is hereby ordered, that all such young men as may be 
proposed to be appointed to any junior situation in any depart- 
ment of the Civil Service shall, before they are admitted to 

.. probation, be examined by or under the directions of the said 
Commissioners, and shall receive from them a certificate of 
qualification for such situation. 

And it shall be the duty of the Commissioners in respect of every 
such candidate, before granting any such certificate as aforesaid, 

Ist. To ascertain that the candidate is within the limits of 
age prescribed in the department to which he desires 
to be admitted ; 

2d. To ascertain that the candidate is free from any physical 
defect or disease which would be likely to interfere 
with the proper discharge of his duties ; 

3d. To ascertain that the character of the candidate is such 
as to qualify him for public employment; and,

4th. To ascertain that the candidate possesses the requisite 
knowledge and ability for the proper discharge of his 
official duties. 

The rules applicable to each department under each of the 
above heads should be settled, with the assistance of the Com- 
missioners, according to the discretion of the chief authorities of 
the department; but, except that candidates for admission to 
any of the junior situations in any branch of the Civil Service 
will be required to obtain certificates of qualification as aforesaid, 
such Examining Board shall not make any alteration in respect 
to the nomination or appointment of candidates by those who are 
or may be charged with the duty of nomination and appointment. 

After the candidate has passed his examination and received 
his certificate of qualification from the Commissioners, he shall 
enter on a period of probation, during which his conduct and capa- 
city in the transaction of business shall be subjected to such tests 
as may be determined by the chief of the department for which he 
is intended, and he shall not be finally appointed to the public 
service unless upon satisfactory proofs of his fitness being furnished 
to the chief of the department after six months’ probation. 

_ And it is lastly hereby ordered, that in case the chief of any 
department considers it desirable to appoint to any situation for 
which there are no prescribed limits of age a person of mature 
age having acquired special qualifications for the appointment in 
other pursuits, such person shall not in virtue of this Order be 
required to obtain any certificate from the said Commissioners in 
order to obtain such appointment, but the chief of the depart- 
ment shall cause the appointment of any person not previously 
examined to be formally recorded as having been made on account 
of special qualifications.

And whereas, in consideration of the premisses, various in- 


quiries have been undertaken; and various measures have been - 


founded upon them, both for the selection and for the classifi- 
cation of the said» permanent officers; of which measures the 
latest is Her Majesty’s Order in Council of 4 June 1870, 
whereby, or by orders and’regulations supplementary thereto, the 
selection of persons for Her Majesty’s Civil Service is directed. to 
be made principally by literary competition according to two 
standards of examination, and the persons so respectively selected 
are attached either to different offices, or to Higher ox Lower 

Divisions of the same office, according to the examinations passed 
-by them and the duties to be performed: 

And whereas it appears from certain recent reports made by 
the Right: Honourable Lyon Playfair and others appointed by the 
Commissioners of the Treasury to be a Commission for inquiring 
into various questions connected with the organisation of Civil 
Departments of the State, that further regulations are required 
for the division of duties in Her Majesty’s: civil establishments, 
and for the selection, pay, and promotion of the officers entrusted 
with such duties ; ;

3. Such situations in Her Majesty’s Civil Service as are not 
suitable to be filled up by members of the Lower Division are 
excluded from this present Order, and shall, until Her Majesty’s 
further pleasure is declared, be regulated, as now, by the heads of 
the departments to which they belong, subject to approval by the 
Commissioners of the Treasury, and conformably to Her Majesty’s 
Orders applicable to them. 

4. Promotions shall continue to be made, and salaries to be 
paid, in the case of all clerks now serving, in like manner as if 
this Order had neyer been issued. But no vacancies shall be filled 
up, nor any new appointments made in any department, except 
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by appointing clerks of the Lower Division, until the *Commis-_ 
sioners of the Treasury have been satisfied that the number of 

clerks serving in such department with higher salaries than those 

of the Lower Division is not in excess of the number sufficient to 

perform superior duties. 

5. The Civil Service Commissioners shall at fixed intervals or 
whenever they may, with the previous approval of the Treasury, 
declare it to be necessary, hold competitive examinations for men ~ 
clerks of the Lower Division, in the subjects included in. the 
scheme of examination* known as “ Regulation II. ;” and for boy 
clerks of the Lower Division, in a more limited number of 
subjects. ; 

Candidates for men clerkships must be over 17 and under 20 
years of age. Candidates for boy clerkships must be over 15 and 
under 17 years of age. . 

6. Before any such examination is held, the number of per- 
manent clerkships likely to fall vacant within the next six months 
shall be estimated by the Civil Service Commissioners, This 
number shall be increased by 10 per cent., and submitted to the 
Treasury for approval. When it has been approved, the Civil 
Service Commissioners shall deduct from it the number of un- 
appointed persons (if any) qualified for appointments by previous 
examinations of the same kind, including examinations under 
Clause 11 of this Order ; and the remainder shall be the number 
of persons to be selected at the next ensuing examination. This 
number shall be published as part of the notice of every such 
examination. 

7. A list of the competitors shall be made out, in the order of 
merit, up to this published number, if so many are found by the 
examination to be qualified for appointments in the Civil Service. 

8. Each competitor named in a list shall remain thereon until 
he attains the age (if a man) of 25 years, and (if a boy) of 19 
years, unless in the meantime he has been appointed to a situation 
in some public office. 

Men on completing their 25th year, and boys on completing the 
19th year of their ages respectively, or on receiving appointments, 


shali be removed from the list.

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9. From these lists the Civil Service Commissioners, on the 
application of departments haying vacancies, may supply, on 
probation, the requisite clerks, whether for permanent or tem- 
porary duty. ‘Selections shall, as a general rule, be made by the 
Civil Service Commissioners according to the order of the names 
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on the lists; but the Civil Service Commissioners may select any . 


elerk who, in his examination, has shown special qualifications for 
any particular subject, among those included in “ Regulation II.,” 
if special application for such a clerk be made by any depart- 
ment. 

10. No clerk shall remain more than one year in any depart- 
ment unless at the end of that time the head of the department 
shall signify in writing to the Civil Service Commissioners that 
the clerk is accepted by the department. If he is not accepted, 
the department shall report to the said Commissioners the 
reasons for not accepting him; and such Commissioners shall 
thereon supply another clerk in his room, and shall decide 
whether the name of the rejected clerk shall be struck off the 
list, as unfit for the service generally, or whether he shall be 
allowed a trial in another department. 

11. Boy clerks shall not be retained as such in any department 
after completing thew 19th year; but they may, after two years 
(or, if admitted after 17 years of age, one year) of good service, 
to be certified in writing by the-head of their department to the 
Civil Service Commissioners, compete under “ Regulation IT.,” 
among themselves, for so many men clerkships of the lower 
division as shall not exceed one-fourth of the number of com- 
petitors. 

The number of men clerkships reserved for such limited com- 
petitions shall be reckoned as part of the total number to be 
published, pursuant to Clause 6 of this Order. 

Separate lists shall be made out of the competitors successful 
in the limited competitions, and selections for appointments to 
men clerkships shall (subject to Clause 9 of this Order) be made 
alternately from these lists and from the lists of competitors suc- 
cessful in the open competitions (Clause 5). 

12, Appointments may be made exceptionally to the lower 
division of clerks from the body of writers serving before 4th 
June 1870, if thoroughly qualified, and from those subsequently 
registered by the Civil Service? Commissioners; provided that 
the age of these latter did not exceed 30 years at the time of their 
being placed on the register: that at the date of this present 
Order in Council, they have served as registered writers for a 
period of not less than three years ; that they produce certificates 
from the head of the department in which they are serving that 
it is desirable, in the interest of the public service, to retain and 
employ them in that same Department; and that they prove 
their fitness by a supplementary examinations. 

13. The salaries of men clerks in the lower division shall com- 
mence at 80/., and shall rise by triennial increments of 152. to 
2007. Provided that in any office in which a regular attendance 


j 
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of seven hours a day is required, the commencing salary may be 
90, and the maximum salary may be 2507. 

14. The triennial increments of salary to men clerks shall not 
be allowed in full without a certificate from the immediate superior 
of each clerk, countersigned by the head of the department, or 
by such officer as he may designate for the purpose, to the effect 
that the clerk’s conduct has been in all respects satisfactory. In 
cases of demerit, a part, or the whole of the increment may be 
withheld or deferred, according to circumstances, 

15. The salaries of boy clerks shall begin at 14s. per week, 
and shall rise by 1s. per week per anyum as long as they are 
employed. . 

16. Extra pay, not exceeding 100/, per annum, may be attached 
to certain situations open to clerks of the lower division whose 
duties involve the superintendence of other clerks, or are others 
wise of a more. distinctly responsible character than such as the 
generality of their colleagues have to perform. The number of 
such situations in each department, and the amount of. extra pay, 
subject to the maximum of 1002., to be assigned to each such 
situation, shall be fixed by the head of the department, with the 
consent of the Commissioners of the Treasury, 

17. Situations carrying extra pay shall, be conferred strietly 
according to positive merit, and not according to seniority. 

18. Promotion from the lower to the higher division of the 
Service shall not be made without a special certificate from the 
Civil Service Commissioners, to be granted exceptionally, after 
not less than ten years service, upon a special recommendation 
from the head of the department, and with the assent of the 
Treasury; and every such promotion, including such recom- 
mendation, certificate, and assent, shall be published in the 
London Gazette, and shall take effect only from and after the 
date of such publication. 

19. Below the lower division of ordinary clerks (including boy 
clerks) men and boy copyists may be employed for mere copying, 
and for routine work under direct supervision, on the same con- 
ditions of service as those at present in force for Civil Service 
writers (men and boys), Whenever it is possible, they shall be 
paid by picce-work, at rates to be fixed by the Civil Service 
Commissioners, with the consent ‘of the head of the department, 
and of the Commissioners of the Treasury. 

20. All appointments, promotions, and transfers from one office 
to another shall be notified to the Civil Service Commissioners as 
they are made, and shall by them be published together in the 
number of the London Gazette first issued in each month.

Orders in Council have been issued :— 


_-Treasury, 27th June 1872. 
My Lords advert to an order of Her Majesty in Council, dated 19th 
August 1871, whereby it was ordered, among other things,— 
1. That no temporary writer should be attached thenceforth to any 
establishment of Her Majesty’s Civil Service, except in conformity with 
certain regulations to the order now in recital annexed, or with such 


further regulations as the said Civil Service Commissioners might, 


with the concurrence of the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, issue 
in execution of their powers in that behalf. . 

2. That a week’s notice which might, at the discretion of the chief of 
the department, be extended to a month’s notice, should be given to all 
acting writers (except such as fell within the terms of clause 3 of the 
order now in recital) who should not be willing to continue their service 
upon the terms of the regulations thereto appended. 

3. That temporary writers theretofore certificated by the Civil Service 
Commissioners for service in any particular department, and temporary 
writers at the date of the order now in recital borne upon the register of 
the Civil Service Commissioners, who had been respectively serving in 
the same department continuously from a date preceding 4th June 1870, 
should be excepted from clause 2, and be retained, but only so long as 
their services were required in .the same department at the salary or 
wages, and on the other terms, which they were actually receiving and 
were actually subject to on 4th June 1870, without any addition thereto 
or alteration therein on account of service following that date. 

My Lords take notice that many temporary writers were serving in 
Her Majesty’s civil establishments on 4th June 1870, upon terms which 
included certain annual increments of their wages up to a maximum 
according to their efficiency and good conduct, and also included certain 
provisions for terminating their service should it be no longer required. 

My Lords further advert to various communications showing that the 
said last-mentioned writers had, up to the date of the herein-before 
recited Order in Council of 19th August 1871, generally, although 
erroneously, construed the said terms to mean that (with the exception 
of misconduct) the same writers should be retained in employment on 
their then terms, as long as work of the kind which they had been 
engaged to do required to be done in the departments where they were 
employed. 

My Lords hold that in order to maintain clearly a distinction between 
temporary writers and persons serving in an established capacity in the 
permanent civil service of the state, it was absolutely necessary to sub- 
stitute such terms as those in the said Order in Council of the 19th 
August 1871, for the terms which included progressive wages, but, in 
order to compensate the existing «writers, as far as is reasonable, for any 
disappointment which this alteration in the terms of temporary service 
may have occasioned to them, my Lords are pleased to direct as 
follows :— she 
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Every temporary writer, under whatever name, who was on the 
4th June 1870 employed in any of Her Majesty’s civil establishments, 
aud was engaged upon terms which included progressive wages, shall 
(subject to the provision by Parliament of the necessary funds) be 
allowed his choice of the following alternatives :— 

(A.) Hither to continue in his employment upon the terms laid down 
in clause 8 of the Order in Council of 19th August 1871; or, 

(B.) To retire, receiving a gratuity upon the scale of a pension com- 
muted at five years’. purchase under section 7 of the Superannuation 
Act of 1859, as applied by the Treasury Minute of 14th June 1859.* 

Those writers who may elect to receive the gratuities will be eligible 
for re-employment as writers on the ordinary scale under the regulations 
contained in the schedule to the Order in Council of 19th August 1871.

20 CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION :—APPENDIX/ TO REPORT. [1876, 
House of Commons, on the 4th of August, relative to thes position of 
writers employed in public departments. 

Their Lordships learn from the Chancellor of the Exchequer that 
the statement alluded to in your report was of a much more limited 
character than the applicants’ reference to it assumes. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer was not speaking of any general 
system whereby temporary writers were, as vacancies occur, to be con- 
verted into members of the permanent Civil Service, but of a particular 
class of cases, incident to periods of transition, where the work assigned 
to writers is discovered to’ beisuch as ought to be given to established 
clerks, and where writers, who have been doing it for some time in a 
satisfactory manner, are recommended by the heads of departments — 
as fit for the clerkships which are to be created, and are able-and willing 
to pass for admission into them a suitable test examination. 

In all cases where either the department is included in Schedule A. 
of the Order in Council of 4th June 1870, or (as must generally be the 
case) the writer is over the age fixed for admission into the service, the 
Lords of the Treasury, supposing them to have consented to the increase 
of establishment, must further. be applied to for their consent to the 
application of Clause VII. of the same Order to such cases. 

Before giving such consent my Lords would look to see what reason 
any writer so recommended had had to expect any such advancement, and 
they would not be disposed to suspend the ordinary rules of admission 
into the department in favour of any writer who, besides satisfying the con- 
ditions stated above, had not also something to plead in the way of expec- 
tations either held out to him in express terms, or created and encouraged 
by the receipt. of progressive wages. It would obviously be out of 
the question for the-Government to withdraw from the public any portion 
of those offices which are now open to competition, to the great promo- 
tion of education and improvement of the Civil Service. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer was speaking of writers engaged on 
terms which are no longer continued, and of the means which occasional 
changes in the organization of departments offer of relieving such men. 

It is evident that such a statement as this does not warrant individual 
writers in making application for promotion to vacancies, but is only an 
intimation to the heads of departments that whenever a writership has 
to be converted into a clerkship, there is an opportunity of considering 
the writer who occupies the post if at the time when he began to serve 
in the department the then existing rules were more in his favour than 
now.

I am directed by the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury to call 
your attention to the 12th clause of the Order in Council of the 12th 
instant further regulating Her M Majesty’s Civil Service. 

My Lords think it advisable to give effect as soon as possible to the 
12th clause, in all departments where there is an opportunity for 
promoting to clerkships of the new lower division writers who are 
qualified for such promotion by their age and standing, and are judged 
to be deserving of it by the heads of the depactnenie § in which they are 
serving. - 
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~ It will be observed (clause 19) that “mere copying and routine work TReasury 

«“ done under direct supervision ” is to continue to be assigned to persons Sree 
engaged on the»same conditions: of service as have been heretofore in ae ‘esi c 
foree for Civil Service writers. Although, therefore, clerkships are not 

to be ereated for the sake simply of providing’ means of: promotion for 

writers who have:no higher work than this to perform, yet no writers 

should be allowed to continue to perform higher work than this, and 

elerkships of the new lower division should at once be created to the 

extent that is necessary for performing all such higher work as is now 

assigned to writers. 

To take an example. Suppose that at the present time 12 writers 
are employed in’ a department, and that besides: mere copying and 
routine work ythey are performing such a quantity of higher work as 
would, if separated from the rest, employ three clerks of the new lower 
division, in that case three such clerkships should at once be created, 
but before they are thrown open to competition the head of the depart- 
ment may, if he. sees fit, select’ for promotion to them any writers 
actually serving in the department who fulfil the conditions of clause 12 
and possess the necessary qualifications and merit. No writer can claim 
such promotion as of right. Clerkships not filled up by the promotion 
of writers will remain for the Civil Service Commissioners to fill up by 
open competition. 

My Lords think it important to fix a limit within which all claims 
of existing writers for promotion under clause 12 must.be settled, and 
with this view they have fixed 31st August next as the daté beyond 
which they will decline to give their consent (required under clause 7 
of the Order in Council of 4th June 1870) to the special admission of 
any such candidates. 

_ It will, of course, be understood that, as the,substitution of clerks of 
the lower division for writers involves an extension of the establishment, 
the first step to be taken is to submit a proposal to the Treasury stating 
Nag a how many of such clerkships it is proposed to create at once, 
and why. 

The more general substitution which Mr. Playfair’s Commission 
contemplates of clerks of the lower division for the existing establish- 
ments is a further’ question which will gradually come under review as 
clause 4 of the recent Order in Council begins to operate. But the 
cases to which clause 12 refers. constitute a special and temporary class, 
which, for its own sake, should-be disposed of without delay, at. the same 
time it affords an opportunity of beginning to put the Order in Council 
into force.

I am directed by the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury to Treasury 
_ call your attention to the following notice, which is published in the _ Cmcuran._ 
“ London Gazette” of 8rd November 1876 (p. 5858), viz. :-— aS Mercere 

“The Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury give notice, 
that transfers of clerks of the lower division, appointed in pursuance of 
the Order of Her Majesty in Council dated the 12th day of February 
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1876, from one department to another of the Public Service require to 
be notified to the Treasury for previous approval, and also to the Civil 
Service Commissioners, in like manner as if such clerks had been 
appointed under the earlier conditions of the service, with this exception, 
that they will not be required to pass any further examination provided 
the situations to which they are transferred have been recognised by the 
Treasury as proper to be included in the lower division.” 

The Civil Service Commissioners have called the attention of my 
Lords to a case in which a transfer of clerks from one department to 
another, after being sanctioned by the Treasury, was carried into effect 
before notice was given to the Civil Service Commissioners. The Civil 
Service Commissioners, when such transfers are reported to them, call 
for the certificates: of qualification held by the officers who are being 
transferred, in order to put upon them the proper endorsements. 

The endorsed certificate is necessary to qualify the transferred officer 
to receive his salary in his new situation, pursuant to clause 2 of the 
Order in Council of 4th June 1870, and hence it follows that notice of 
all such transfers should be given to the Civil Service Commissioners 
before they are actually carried into effect.

Wirn reference to the correspondence by which the subjects of 
examination for the situations of office keeper, messenger, &c. in your 
Department were settled ; . 

I am directed by the Civil Service Commissioners to acquaint you that 
the question having arisen in a recent case, it was agreed between the 
Commissioners and the Department concerned, with the approval of the 
Lords of the Treasury, that it was desirable that for situations of this 
nature sufficient arithmetic for the keeping of a petty cash book should 
be regarded as an essential qualification. 

Under these circumstances I am to request that you will oblige the

Of candidates who, after the ordinary competitions for clerkships of the 
lower division, have been placed on the list of successful competitors, 
but have not yet received appointments, provided they signify their wish 
to the Civil Service Commissioners to be provisionally registered as 
copyists. 

Men clerks can only be registered as men copyists and boy clerks as 
boy copyists. :

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The appointment to permanent situations of candidates’ thus provi- 
sionally placed on the register of copyists will continue to take effect 
according to clause 9 of the Order in Council of 12th February 1876. 

While they remain upon the register they will be subject to whatever 
regulations apply to other registered copyists. 

(b.) Of candidates who, not having competed for clerkships of the lower 
division, or not. being placed on the list of successful competitors, have 
satisfied the Civil Service Commissioners that they are of good health 
and character, and that they are duly qualified under the following 
regulations (3 and 4).

5, Examinations, for the purpose of testing the qualifications of candidates in the 
above-mentioned subjects, will be held by the Ciyil Service Commissioners from 
time to time as may be necessary, and a certain number, regulated by the probable 
demand from the Public Departments, of those who display the requisite amount of 
proficiency, will be placed upon the register kept by the Commissioners. 

6. The fee payable by persons attending these examinations will be 5s. for men 
and: 2s. 6d. for boys. 

7. Registered copyists will be summoned for employment in any of the public 
departments as they are wanted. When not wanted, they will have no claim to 
employment. Refusing to serve when called upon, except for reasons satisfactory 
to the Civil-Service Commissioners, they will be removed from the register. The 
order in which they may. be employed, the Departments to which they may be 
assigned, and their retention generally on the register, will be determined by the 
Civil Service Commissioners ; but they will be subject to the orders of the Depart- 
ments in which they are serving during the time of their actual employment, and 
will be liable to dismissal from them by the authorities thereof, without notice, for 
inefficiency or misconduct. 

8. Copyists may be engaged by the hour, day, or week, or by the piece. The 
engagement of all copyists, not engaged for a shorter period, will be by the week. 
Copyists engaged for a day or upwards will ordinarily be employed for the number 
of hours constituting the official day in the Department to which they are attached, 
but if they are required to give their services after official hours, they must do so, and 
they will be paid at the same rate, whether by the hour or by the piece, as in the 
official hours. A copyist refusing to work after official hours on these terms without 
an excuse satisfactory to the authorities of the Department will be liable to dismissal 
by them without notice. 

9. Men copyists will be paid either at the rate of 10d. per hour, or at the rate of 
13d, for every 100 words well and correctly copied, as the authorities of the Depart- 
ment for which they are required may determine. Other rates for special kinds of 
of work may be determined by the Civil Service Commissioners, with the previous 
approval of the Commissioners of the Treasury; but copyists, as a rule, are not 
meant to be employed upon any work except mere copying, or routine work under 
the direct supervision of established officers. 

10. No service, however much it may happen to be prolonged, will confer any 
claim to superannuation or compensation allowance. 

11. The pay of boy copyists will commence at the rate of 4d. per hour ; an addition 
of $d. per hour may be allowed by the Civil Service Commissioners at the end of 
each year of approved service. Should any boy copyists be engaged by the piece 


* Candidates should fully understand that only those who show themselves proficient in the 
obligatory subjects can be placed upon the register, and that those who do not pass in arithmetic 
will be excluded from employment where copyists are required for arithmetical work, 
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they will be paid at such rates as may be fixed by the Civil Service Commissioners, 
with the approval of the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury. Boy copyists will 
not be retained, as such, after they shall have reached the age of 19. 

12. If a public holiday, on which the office is closed, fall within the period of a 
copyist’s engagement, he may be paid in respect of it as fora working day. Copyists 
may, with the consent of the Department in which they are serving, or, if not at the 
time serving, with the consent of the Civil Service Commissioners, be allowed holi- 
days, with pay, at the rate for the official day, in the proportion of one day for every 
24 full days of actual and approved service previously rendered by them as registered 
copyists. No copyist shall he allowed to take more than 12 days’ leave under these 
conditions, between the Ist day of January and the 31st day of December, both days 
inclusive, in any one year. In calculating the leave to be allowed in any given year, 
no service shall be counted before the 1st day of January of the preceding year. 

13. Copyists who may fall ill while serving in any Department, and whose illness 
may be attested by medical certificate to the satisfaction of the authorities of such 
Department, may be allowed sick-leave, receiving three-fourths of the rate of pay for 

the official day ; provided such copyists have been borne on the register one year or 
upwards, and provided that no copyist shall be paid for holidays and sick-leave, 
taken together, for more than 28 days within any one year, exclusive of public 
holidays. 

14, Except in conformity with regulations 11 and 12, copyists will only receive pay 
for the hours, or parts of hours, during which they actually attend. 

15. No person who has been trained, either wholly or partially, at the public 
expense, for the occupation of a teacher in schools iu connexion with the Committee 
of Council for Education, or the Board of National Education, Ireland, is eligible for 
employment as a copyist, until the consent of those Departments, given in conformity 
with rules sanctioned by the Lords of the Treasury, has been notified to the Civil 
Service Commissioners. Persons employed in any branch of the public service, 
whether ‘civil, naval, or military, will not be eligible, unless they shall have produced 
to the Civil Service Commissioners at or before the time of examination the written 
consent of the authorities under whom they may be serving. 

16. Copyists are not intended to travel during an engagement, nor will they, as a 
rule, be required to accept engagements at a distance from their residence ; but any 
copyist whe may be ordered to travel will be allowed such reasonable and customary 
expenses as the Lords of the Treasury may in each case approve. 


REGULATIONS respecting the ApporintMENT of StupENT DRacomans. 


The Earl of Derby has decided, with a view to the reorganization of the Consular 
Service in Turkey, Persia, and Ngypt, to institute a corps of student dragomans, to 
be selected by open competition, and instructed in Oriental languages at the public 
expense. 

Tt is intended that the dragoman and consular services in those countries should 
eventually be amalgamated, and that admission to them should be obtained by 
passing through the grade of student dragoman. 

The following are the regulations under which candidates will be appointed : — 

1. The office of student dragoman has been instituted to supply Her Majesty’s 
missions and consulates in Turkey, Persia, and Egypt with persons versed in the 
languages of those countries, and competent to discharge the duties of interpreters 
and consular officers. Wee Gaswipie a2 
' 9, Student dragomans are selected by open competition, after examination by the 
Civil Service Commissioners, who will give public notice beforehand of the subjects 
of such examination, and of the time when it will be held. 

8. The student dragomans, as soon as possible after their appointment, will proceed 
to Constantinople, where they will be under the orders of Her Majesty’s Ambassador, 
and of a member of the Embassy specially appointed to superintend them. They 
will be provided, at the public expense, with lodgings in the neighbourhood of Con- 
stantinople, and also with instruction in languages. 

4, The salary of the student dragomans is fixed at the rate of 200/.a year, com- 
mencing ten days previously to the date of their departure from England. A passage 
to Constantinople is provided for them at the public expense. 

5. Student dragomans will be required, before leaving England, to execute a bend 
for the payment of 500/. to Her Majesty’s Government in the event of their leaving 
the service of their own free will, or being discharged from it for misconduct or in- 
competence within five years. 

6. The student dragomans are to devote themselves, in the first place, to the study 
of the Turkish, Persian, and Slav languages, and of Mussulman law ; and in the next 
place they are to qualify themselves for the public service,. They will, when qualified, 
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be eligible for employment as dragomans, and in the consular service in’ the Hast, as 
vacancies occur; but they must clearly understand that their retention and advance- 
ment in the service will depend entirely on the ability which they may show after 
their arrival in Turkey, and on their general steadiness and good conduct. 

7. Candidates must be natural-born subjects of Her Majesty, must not be under 18 
or over 24 years of age at the date of examination, and must be unmarried. They 
will be required to satisfy the Civil Service Commissioners that they are physically 
qualified for service in Eastern countries. 

8. The examination will be in the following subjects, viz. : — 

Obligatory.— Handwriting, orthography, and reading aloud ; arithmetic, including 
vulgar and decimal fractions; English composition; French; Latin. 

Optional.—Ancient Greek, Italian, German.

1, An open competitive examination for situations as assistant in the Secretary’s 
Office, General Post Office, London, will be held in London on the 6th of February 
1877. The situations to be filled by means of this competition will be those, not 
exceeding six, which it may be necessary to fill during the six months next after the 
announcement of the result of the examination. They will be offered to the qualified 
candidates in the order of their position on the list. 

2. The limits of age for these situations are 18 and 20, and candidates must be of 
the prescribed age on the day of examination. 

8. The examination will be in the following subjects, viz. :— 

1, Exercises designed to test Handwriting. 
2. Writing from Dictation. 
3. Arithmetic (elementary). 
Candidates failing in any of these subjects will not be eligible.

EXTRACT FROM THE REGULATIONS RESPECTING THE ENTRY OF ENGINDER 
E STUDENTS IN HER Magersry’s SERVICE. 


My Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty are pleased to direct that the follow- 
ing regulations for the entry of engineer students in Her Majesty’s dockyards shall 
be substituted for those now in force. 

2. Vacancies for appointments as engineer students in the dockyards are open to 
public competition. ‘The dockyard at which engineer students are entered each year 
will be fixed by their Lordships. 

3. The list of candidates for these appointments will be kept at the Admiralty 
in London. All applications for the forms to be filled up by persons who wish to 
compete must be addressed to the Secretary of the Admiralty before the 1st of 
March in each year. Such applications should state the place at which the candidate 
desires to be examined. 3 

4, Candidates must not be less than 14 nor more than 16 years of age on the first 
day of the examination. Proof of age will be required by the production of a certi- 
ficate of birth, or by declaration before a magistrate. Evidence of respectability 
and good character must also be produced. All candidates must be children of 
British subjects. i 

5. Candidates are to understand clearly that they will be first required to satisfy 
the Admiralty as regards their age, respectability, good character, and physical fit- 
ness, before they can be considered eligible for entry into the dockyard, and if these 
conditions are satisfactory, they will then be examined by the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners in educational subjects. 

6. Candidates in or near London will be medically examined by the Medical 
Director-General of the Navy at the Admiralty. ‘Those residing near one of Her 
Majesty’s dockyards, or one of the first reserve ships, will be examined by the 
medical officers attached thereto. Special arrangements will be made, if necessary, 
on application, with reference to candidates from more distant localities. All candi- 
dates must produce certificates to the satisfaction cf the examining. medical officers 
that they have been re-vaccinated, or they will be re-vaccinated before they can be 
considered eligible for entry into the dockyard. ae 

7. The examination will commence on the first Tuesday in May in each year, and 
will be held by the Civil Service Commissioners in London, Liverpool, Portsmouth, 
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Devonport, Bristol, Leeds, Newcastle-on-Tyne, Edinburgh, Glasgow, Aberdeen, RuguLaTIONS. 
Dublin, Belfast, and Cork. * 

8. The following will be the subjects of examination, and the maximum number Engineer

Candidates will also be tested as to their ability to read aloud with clearness, dis- 
tinetness, and accuracy, and without hesitation. Stammering, or any imperfection 
of utterance, will be regarded as a)disqualification. 

9. Candidates who fail to pass in the first three subjects (those marked with 
an asterisk), or in reading aloud, will be disqualified, and their other papers 
will not be examined. The candidates who display a competent knowledge of 
all those subjects, and who obtain not less than 750 marks in the aggregate, will 
be classed in one general list in order of merit, according to the number of marks 
gained, and will be eligible for appointment as engineer students in one of the 
dockyards, according to the number of appointments which it may be decided to 
make that year. 

10. The successful candidates will be entered as engineer students before the Ist 
July in each year, and must join with their parents or guardians in a bond for 3001. 
to enter, if required, into Her Majesty’s Naval Service as assistant engineers, if at 
the expiration of their training they should obtain certificates of good conduct and 
efficiency for entry in that capacity. 2 

11. The parents or guardians of all engineer students entered in future will be 
required to pay the sum of 25/. a year for each student during the first three years of 
his training. 

12. The first payment of 25/. is to be made before the student is entered in the 
yard, and the second and third payments of 25/. each are to be made on or before 
the 30th day of June in each of the two succeeding years. The payments are to be 
made to the cashier of the yard to which the student is appointed.- In case of failure 
of payment the student will be discharged. 

18. Board and lodging will be provided for engineer students, and they will be 
required to reside in one of the dockyards. 

14. The weekly pay of engineer students during their training will be as follows, 
provided they are well reported on by the officers : — ;

15. Engineer students will be under the supervision of the Captain of the Steam 
_ Reserve and a staff of competent officers, and subject to such rules and regulations 
as their Lordships may deem necessary. 9 

16. Special regulations will be made for engineer students in the dockyards, so as 
to make a distinction between them and the workmen. 

17. Engineer students will remain for six years at one of the dockyards for prac- 
tical trainmg in the workshops, and to receive instruction in iron shipbuilding. 
While the engineer students are being instructed in iron shipbuilding they are to be 
under the direction of the chief constructor. They will attend the dockyard schools 
for such periods, and to pursue such studies as may from time to time be determined 
on; they will alse pass a portion of their time in the drawing office. Means will be 
afforded them of acquiring the groundwork of the knowledge required by a naval 
engineer respecting the working of marine engines and boilers, including those 
repairs which can be carried out afloat, the practical use of the various instruments

acquainted with the duties of a naval engineer. 

18. Engineer students will be examined once a year under the direction of the 
President of the Royal Naval College. They will be examined by the engineer 
officers of fhe Admiralty at the end of the fourth, fifth, and sixth years of their 
service as to their practical acquirements and knowledge of steam machinery. Two 
prizes will be given annually at each dockyard to the engineer students most highly 
reported on as regards their skill as workmen. Practical engineering will be con- 
sidered an essential subject at examinations, and in the lists showing the results of 
examinations the numbers obtained in practical subjects will be shown distinct from 
those obtained in educational subjects. No engineer student will be granted a 
qualifying certificate for entry at the Royal Naval College unless he obtains at least 
50 per cent. of the total number of marks for practical engineering on his final 
examination. 

19. The examination of the sixth year students is to be held in time to allow the 
result to be known by the 1st July in each year, and it will include tests of their 
skill as workmen. Those found qualified will, on the completion of their term of 
service at the dockyards, proceed to the Royal Naval College at Greenwich as 
acting assistant engineers on probation on the 1st October succeeding the examina- 
tion, where they will pass through a course of higher instruction during one term. 

20. Those engineer students who fail to pass the examination at the end of their 
six years’ service will be allowed to remain one year longer at the dockyards, and 
will then be re-examined, when, if they are unable to pass, they will cease to be 
eligible for the rank of naval engineer. The pay of a student during such year of, 
probation will be the same as during the sixth year. 

21. Engineer students will not be entered as acting assistant engineers until they, 
have been pronounced fit for Her Majesty’s service by the medical officers, and have 
learned to swim. 

22. Acting assistant engineers will be provided with quarters while at Greenwich. 
During their first term they will be paid 6s. a day and ls. 6d. a day towards the mess 
expenses. Those selected for further study will receive their full pay and 1s. 6d. a 
day towards the mess. 

23. The term for study at Greenwich will be from the 1st October to the 30th 
June following. All will be examined under the direction of the President of the 
Royal Naval College on the completion of their term at Greenwich, and will receive 
certificates according to their merit, in three classes. Those who obtain first class 
certificates will receive commissions dated the same day as their acting appointments. 
Those who obtain second class certificates will receive commissions dated six 
months after the date of their acting appointments, and those who obtain third class 
certificates will receive commissions dated the day after their discharge from the 
Royal Naval College. The additional time given for first class certificates and 
second class certificates will reckon in all respects as time served as assistant 
engineer, 

24. Two assistant engineers will be selected annually from those who take the 
highest place at the examination on the completion of their term at Greenwich, to 
pass through a further course of scientific instruction if they desire it. These two 
will be allowed to remain two more terms at Greenwich, on the completion of which 
they will be sent to sea as assistant engineers, and after one year’s service at sea 
they will be considered eligible to fill positions in the dockyards and at the Admiralty. 

25. Those passing the second and third terms at Greenwich will be attached 
during the vacations between the 30th June and Ist October, to the dockyards or 
steam reserves, where they will attend triais of new and repaired engines, and obtain 
experience respecting the duties they will have to perform at sea. 

26. No assistant engineer who has passed three terms at Greenwich will be 
allowed to leave Her Majesty’s Service within seven years of the completion of his 
term at Greenwich, unless he shall pay the sum of 500/. to defray the charges of his 
education. Such resignation to be subject in each case to their Lordship’s approval. 

27. N.B.—The above regulations will be generally followed, but my Lords will 


modify them from time to time as they may consider desirable.

29. Engineer students whose time will be completed at the dockyards in January 
1878 may, if they desire it, come up for examination in June 1877, and if found 


_ qualified will join at Greenwich on the 1st October following; those not qualified

1. Competitive examinations of candidates for various situations or classes of situ- 
ations in the different public departments will be held from time to time at such places 
as may be deemed expedient. Before every such examination special regulations will 
be issued, in which the particular conditions of the competition will be specified. At 
each examination such a number of candidates will be selected as may be necessary to 
fill the situations which may have been reported to the Civil Service Commissioners 
as vacant up to the date at which the result of the examination is declared. 

2. These examinations will be open, with such exceptions and under such conditions 
as may be laid down, to all natural-born subjects of Her Majesty, being of good 
health and character. 

3. Persons actually serving in the army or. navy will not be admitted to compete 
for situations in the Civil Service. 

4. Engineer students in Her Majesty’s dockyards will not be eligible to compete 
unless they obtain the express consent of the Lords of the Admiralty to their pre- 
senting themselves as candidates. 

5. Members of the Royal Irish Constabulary of less than 12 years’ service will not 
be admitted to any open competition, until they have resigned their appointments in 
that force, unless the Inspector General of Constabulary shall otherwise recommend. 

6. Persons who have commuted, under the Act.32- & 33 Vict. c. 32., or the Act 
34 & 35 Vict. c. 36. (the Pensions Commutations Acts, 1869 and 1871), ‘any pension 
other than naval retired pay, either alone or in conjunction witha pension for wounds, 
or a pension for wounds alone, either in the naval or military service, will not be 
admitted to compete for situations in the Civil Service. 

7. Any person who after succeeding in any examination held under these regula- 
tions may have declined to accept the situation offered him in accordance with their 
provisions, or who may have accepted such a situation and passed into actual em- 
ployment in the Civil Service, will be disqualified for admission to any subsequent com- 
petition for the same situation or class of situations. 

. 8. Persons already in the Public Service will not be eligible unless they shall have 

produced to the Civil Service Commissioners at least one week before the competitive 

examination the written permission of the authorities of the department in which 
they are serving to attend the examination. 

9. Candidates who have served as pupil-teachers or schoolmasters in ‘schools under 
inspection by the Committee of Council on Education, England, or by the Commis- 
sioners of National Education, Ireland, will be reported specially to those Depart- 
ments; and such of them as have been trained in normal schools at the public expense 
will not be qualified to receive appointments in the Civil Service until the consent of 
those Departments, given in conformity with rules sanctioned by the Lords of the 
Treasury, has been notified to the Civil Service Commissioners. 

10. In reckoning age for competition the following allowances will be made, viz., (1) 
members of the military and naval services (whether commissioned or non-com- 
missioned) may deduct from their actual age any time during which they have served ; 
(2) persons who have served for two full consecutive years (a) in any civil situation 
to which they were admitted with the certificate of the Civil Service Commissioners, 
(6) in the Royal Irish Constabulary, or (c) as registered writers in connexion with 
the Civil Service, may deduct from their actual age any time not exceeding five years 
which they may have spent in such service. 

11. If at any examination two or more situations, whether in the same or in different 
departments, shall be offered for competition, the successful candidates will be per- 
mitted to choose in their order as determined by the competitive examination among 
the situations offered for competition ; provided that they be duly qualified according 
to the special rules prescribed, under clause IV. of Her Majesty’s Order in Council of 
4th June 1870, for the particular situations to which they may severally be assigned. 
If there be a vacant situation for which no one of the selected candidates is duly 
qualified, the Civil Service Commissioners may offer it to the candidate highest at 
the time on the list of selected candidates, subject to his passing a qualifying examina- 
tion within such period as they may determine ; or they may reserve it to be filled by 
means of a subsequent open competition, or otherwise, as they may see fit, in accord- 
ance with the Order in Council of 4th June 1870.

All situations in prisons and in criminal lunatic asylums in Great Britain and 
Ireland during a period not exceeding three months from the date at which 
the persons appointed to such situations shall have begun to be paid the 
salaries attached to them. ;

1. Dates of Examination. 


1. The examinations will be-conducted by the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners, and will take place twice a year, in the months of December 
and July. 

2. Notice will be given from time to time of the day and place of the 
examinations. 

3. The number of trials allowed will not exceed three. 


2. Medical Examination. 


4, All candidates will be inspected by a medical board; and no 
candidate will be allowed to proceed to examination hy the Civil Service 
Commissioners unless certified by the board to be free from any bodily 
defects or ailments, and in all respects as to height and physical qualities 
fit for Her Majesty’s service. Cases of exceptional shortness of stature 
will be referred to the War Office for special consideration. 


3. Age. 


5. The limits of age for candidates for admission by competition, 
Queen’s cadets, Queen’s honorary cadets, Indian cadets, and pages of 
honour, will be from 17 to 20; for students of the universities who 
shall have passed the interim examination as specified in paragraph 24, 
from 17 to 21; for graduates of the universities who shall have passed 
1 the examination for the degree of B.A. or M.A., from 17 to 22; and for 
lieutenants from the militia, from 19 to 22. Officers who entered the 
militia between 16th February and lst November 1871 inclusive, may be 
admitted up to the age of 23. 
6. Candidates who desire to compete for commissions in West India 
regiments may be admitted up to the age of 24.

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4. Examination of Candidates for Admission by open Competition. 


11. All candidates will be required to satisfy the Civil Service Com- 
missioners in the following subjects :— ~ 

(1.) Mathematies, viz., (a) arithmetic, including vulgar and decimal 
fractions, proportion, and simple interest; (6) geometry, not 
beyond the standard of the first book of Euclid. 

(2.) French, German, or some other modern language; the exami- 
nation being limited to a translation from the language, and 
grammatical questions. 

(3.) Writing English correctly, and in a good legible hand, from dic- 
tation. 

(4.) The elements of geometrical drawing ; including the construc- 
tion of scales ,and the use of simple mathematical instruments. 

(5.) Geography. 

12. No marks will be allotted for the above preliminary examination 
excepting for geometrical drawing, the maximum number for which 
will be 300. 

The preliminary examination will be dispensed with in all other 
subjects in the case of candidates who have passed it at previous 
examinations. 

13. The “ further examination” will be proceeded with immediately 
on the conciusion of the “ preliminary examination.” Candidates who 
fail in the preliminary examination will be informed of their failure as 
soon as possible, and they will then be released from further attendance. 

14, The subject of the further examination, and the maximum number 
of marks obtainable for each subject, will be as follows :—

.15. In order to secure a proper proficiency in all the subjects taken 
up by a candidate, a certain number will be deducted from the marks

' 16. The following will be the mode of selecting the successful candi- 
dates at the open competitive examination. After the proper deduction 
(in accordance with para. 15) has been made from the number of marks 
gained by each candidate in the several subjects in which he has been 
examined, the remainders will be summed up, and the marks gained by 
the candidate, in geometrical drawing, at the preliminary examination

the candidate in the competitive list ; the successful candidates being 
those who stand at the head of the list up to the number of vacancies 
competed for. 


5. Examination of Queen’s and Indian Cadets and Pages of Honour. 


22. In accordance with Article 1 of the Royal Warrant of 380th October 
1871, Queen’s cadets, honorary Queen’s cadets, Indian cadets, and pages 
of honour will be required to passa qualifying entrance examination 
only, z.e., after having passed the preliminary examination under para- 
graph 11 to obtain under paragraphs 14 and 15, such an aggregate of 
marks as may indicate in the judgment of the Civil ‘Service Commissioners 
a competent amount of general proficieney. 

23. A Queen’s cadet, honorary Queen’s cadet, Indian cadet, or page 
of honour, who can produce a university certificate, as prescribed in 
para. 24, will be exempted from the qualifying entrance examination 
described in the preceding paragraph. 


6. Examination of University Candidates. 


24. A graduate or student of one of the universities herein-after 
specified, who, having obtained his university qualification while within 
the maximum limit of age specified in paragraph 5, is desirous of be- 
coming a candidate for a commission in the army, must send an appli- 
cation to the Military Secretary in the month of May or October, with a 
view to his appointment under the provisions of paragraph 25; but no 
such application can be almitted before the candidate has actually 
attained the age of 17, nor later than the 3lst May or 3lst October 
next following the date of his attaining the maximum limits of age 
prescribed for graduates and students respectively in paragraph 5. 
The application must be accompanied by papers (a) and (4), described 
in paragraph 9, and by a certificate from the proper authority that he 
has taken his degree in arts, or has passed the university examination 
specified below :

Tisuilon University, the “first examination” for the degrees of 
B.A., LL.B., B. Sc., or M.B.’ 

25. Notice will be given, fe om time to time, of the number of vacancies 
which wili be allotted half yearly to university candidates. In case 
there should be more candidates than vacancies, the required number 
will be selected by competition among the said candidates at the ensuing 
July or December examination for first appointments, but without a 
preliminary examination. The successful candidates must then be, pre- 
pared to accept commissions in the course of the following six months ; 
otherwise their claims will lapse. 


7. Examination of Lieutenants of Militia. 


26. Notice will be given from time to time to officers commanding 
militia regiments whenever they will be permitted to recommend a 
lieutenant for a commission in the army; probably one in each year 
for a battalion of ten companies, and for other battalions in proportion.

28. Lieutenants of militia recommended under paragraph 26, whu 
are within the limits of age prescribed in paragraph 5, will be examined 
by the Civil Service Commissioners (paragraph 27) (6)* in October of 
each year. Notification of such examination will be made by the 
Military Secretary. 

Candidates who fail at this examination will be allowed two other 
trials at the next ensuing examinations for first appointments.

It is necessary that the selected candidates should at once commence 
their special preparation. They will remember that they have been 
selected on the ground of superior-proficiency in subjects which (with, 
perhaps, the exception of Arabic and Sanskrit) are included within the 
ordinary range of English education. The Civil Service Commissioners 
believe that no better presumptive evidence of fitness can be obtained ; 
but it must rest with the candidates themselves to give more conclusive 
evidence, by showing aptitude in acquiring the special knowledge neces- 
sary for them in the positions which they hope to gain. They will be 
expected and required to devote their whole time ‘to the pursuit of this 
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special knowledge. They must bear in mind that at the several exami- Candidates of 
nations which they have to pass, the requirements of universities or 1876. 
colleges will not be regarded as affording any excuse for imperfect bene 
preparation ; and further, that any one who should accept the position fee 
of a selected candidate ‘without the intention of using all diligence 
to qualify himself for the service, would be acting unfairly alike to 
the Government of India and to the candidate who might have been © 
selected in his place. 

The regulations relating to the periodical examinations to be under- 
gone during the period of probation have already been communicated to 
every candidate. ‘That there may be no misapprehension on the subject, 
a second copy of those regulations is herewith enclosed. After each 
examination, the half-yearly allowance* will be paid to those candidates 
who shall have passed to the satisfaction of the Commissioners. Deduc- 
tions may be made from this allowance in the case of candidates whose 
examination is unsatisfactory, in proportion to the degree of their defi- 
ciency. After each examination prizes will be awarded. 

The following instructions will suffice to indicate generally the course 
of study to be pursued in the several subjects, but special instructions 
with reference to the preparation required for each of the periodical 
examinations will be given at the proper time. 


I.—LANGUAGES. 


Every candidate will. be required to pass to the satisfaction of the 
Commissioners in the language prescribed for his presidency, viz., 
for,— 


BENGAL - phe - - - Hindustani. 
ManpRrAs - - - - - - Telugu. 
BomMBay - - - - = - Hindustani. 


The final test of qualification in each of these languages will be as 
nearly as possible that which was formerly imposed on civil servants in 
India before they were appointed to active duties: it will include a 
sound knowledge of the grammar, facility in translating from and into 
the language, familiarity with the written character, and some pro- 
ficiency in speaking the language.t 

In addition to the prescribed language, candidates may take up any 
"one or more of the following, viz.,—Sanskrit, Arabic, Persian, and 
(with the previous permission of the Commissioners{), one vernacular 
language, viz. :—

2.. Under the second head, Mr.. Pitt Taylor’s Treatise on the Law of 
Evidence is recommended for reading and reference, 

(A.) Proceedings in English Courts of Justice.—Hvery candidate 
is required to send in, at such times as may be named in the special 
instructions, reports of a specified number of cases heard by himself 
in courts of justice,* in accordance with the regulations set forth below. 
Should, however, the set of reports sent in by a candidate in any half 
year fall below a reasonable standard, either in the choice of subject- 
matter or in the manner of treating it, or should the viva voce examina- 
tion show that no sufficient knowledge of the meaning and conduct of 
the proceedings reported has been gained, the candidate may be re- 
quired to attend and report.a further number of cases from such courts 
as the Civil Service Commissioners may prescribe. 

The object aimed at in this course of reporting is, that the candidate 
should acquire clear ideas as to the conduct of a judicial inquiry into 
such facts as form the ordinary staple of business in the civil and 
criminal courts of this country, and some familiarity with the principles 
on which the rules’ of evidence and procedure enforced in: those courts 
are founded. “Candidates will, therefore, do well to ‘avoid (for the 
first year at least) cases involving rie legal questions: or difficult 
technicalities. 

Candidates are advised; before commencing their attendance { in court, 
to read either in Blackstone’ 8 Commentaries, or in some other elemen- 
tary work, an account of the proceedings in a civil action and a criminal 
trial ; and they are required to. attend to the following poinis in the 
preparation, &c. of the reports :— 

(a.) Each report should contain the title of the court, the names of 
the judge and the parties, the time and place of trial, and the 
matter of the charge, cause of action, &c._ ‘The reports. should 

"state, fully and methodically, the substance of the évidence 
given (reporting it in. the first. person, and marking whether 
it was elicited in chief, cross, or re-examination)—the objec- 

tions made to evidence, whether oral or documentary—the 
points, if any, on which a conflict of evidence has arisen—the 
arguments of counsel—the view taken by the judge—and the 
_.aultimate result.; besides noting the course of procedure, and 
any other details which may appear worthy of. observation,. -

It is probable that the classical acquirements of Addison were of as 
much use to him as if they had been more extensive. The world 
generally gives its admiration, not to the man who does what nobody 
else eyen attempts to do, but to the man who does best what multitudes 
do well. Bentley was so immeasurably superior to all the other scholars 
of his time that few among them could discover his superiority. But 
the accomplishment in which Addison excelled his contemporaries was 
then, as it is now, highly valued and assiduously cultivated at all 
English seats of learning. Everybody who had been at a public school 
had written verses; many had written such verses with ~ tolerable 
- success, and were quite able to appreciate, though by no means able to 
rival, the skill with which Addison imitated Virgil. Our favourite 
piece is the Battle of the Cranes and the Pygmies ; for in that piece we 
discern a gleam of fancy and humour which many years later enlivened 
thousands of breakfast tables.

9. Selected candidates before proceeding to India, will be on probation 
for two years, during which time they will be examined periodically,

In these examinations, as in the open competition, the merit of the 
candidates examined will be estimated by marks, and the number set 
opposite to each subject denotes the greatest number of marks that can 
be obtained in respect of it at any one examination. The examination 
will be conducted by means of printed questions and written answers, 
and by vivd voce examination, as may be deemed necessary. The last 
of these examinations will be held at the close of the second year of 
probation, and will be called the ‘final examination,” at which it will 
be decided whether. a selected candidate is qualified for the Civil Service 
of India. 


10. Any candidate who, at any of the periodical examinations, shall 
appear to have wilfully neglected his studies, or to be physically incapa- 
citated for pursuing the prescribed course of training, will be liable to

The Supreme God has only 
given abundance to kings in order that they may perform various good 
works. Think, now, in your lifetime, what fitting deeds have been 
accomplished by you? You. have not bestowed money on the poor. 
No tanks have been constructed by your means. Kindness to the 
afflicted you have nevershown. On the contrary, you have oppressed 
the ryot and the artisan. Your name is not celebrated, like that of your 
father, Baroda Kanto Rai.

Geology became possible as a 
science when its principal phenomena were explained by those laws of 
the action of water, visibly operating in every river, estuary, and bay. 
Except in the grandeur of its sweep, the mind pursues the same course 
in the interpretation of geological facts which record the annals of the 
universe, as in the interpretation of the ordinary incidents of daily life. 
To read the pages of the great Stone-book,and to perceive from the wet 
streets that rain has recently fallen, are the same intellectual processes. 
In the one case the mind traverses-immeasurable ‘spaces of time, and 
infers that the phenomena were produced by causes similar to those 
which have produced similar phenomena within recent experience ; in 
the other case, the mind similarly infers that the wet streets and swollen 
gutters have been produced by the same cause we have frequently ob- 
served to produce them. Let the inference span with its mighty arch a 
myriad of years, or span but a few minutes, in each case it rises from 
the ground of certain familiar indications, and reaches an antecedent 
known to be capable of producing these indications.

Although Iceland may excite the wonder and astonishment’ of those 
travellers who quit their own homes to view the wonders of nature in 
foreign lands, yet few strangers will be tempted to remain, for the 
aspect of the country, however sublime, is bleak and desolate, and it 
produces but scanty food for the supply of its inhabitants. No corn 
will grow in Iceland, so that bread of any sort is considered a great 
delicacy ; indeed, it is not from the island itself, but from the sea which 
surrounds it, that the Icelanders procure the principal food on which 
they subsist; even the sheep,and cows are frequently in winter sup- 
ported on fish ; and if the winter be more severe than usual, are some- 
times kept in life simply onthe refuse of the fish used by the poor 
islanders. Dried fish and different preparations of milk are the prin- 
cipal articles of food. The potato_has been introduced with difficulty, 
and few other vegetables flourish and come to perfection in this inhos- 
pitable region. Yet, notwithstanding the bleakness of the climate, and 
the barrenness of the soil, the natives of Iceland are passionately 
attached to their country. During the long winter nights they meet 
together, and while engaged in preparing wool, knitting articles of 
dress, or making nets, one of the company reads aloud, out of old 
chronicles, the ancient history of Iceland, which at one time was more » 
populous and flourishing than it now is. ‘This amusement makes the 
people feel a great interest and pride in their country, and inspires 
them with an earnest curiosity to know all that relates to their fore- 
fathers, so that they are generally well skilled in all the ancient stories 
and traditions both of themselves and the other modern nations with 
which their own history is connected.

Translate into Greek : 

Three different accounts have been given of the death of Zeno the 
Stoic. One is, that after enjoying, for ninety-eight years, the most 
perfect state of health, he happened, in going out of his school, to fall ; 
and though he suffered no other damage than that of breaking or dis- 
locating one of his fingers, he struck the ground with his hand, and in 
the words of the Niobe of Kuripides, said, I come, why doest thou call 
me? and immediately went home, and hanged himself. At that great 
age, one should think, he might have had a little more patience. 
Another account is, that, at the same age, and in consequence of a like 
accident, he starved himself to death. The third account is, that, at 
seventy-two years of age, he died in the natural way ; by far the most 
probable account of the three, and supported too by the authority of 
a cotemporary, who must have had every opportunity of being well- 
informed ; of Perseus, originally’ the slave, and afterwards the friend 
and disciple of Zeno.

“ mere smatterer. Hitherto we have thought it enough, in conformity with this 
* principle, to strike out all marks which indicated less than a competent knowledge 
* of the subject selected; leaving those whose knowledge exceeded, by ever so 
. * little, the minimum of competence, to count all the marks assigned to them. We 
‘¢ are of opinion, however, that superficial study may be more effectually discouraged 
“ by allowing no credit for slight knowledge even to those candidates who succeed 
‘in passing beyond it. We propose, therefore, that from the marks of all can- 
“ didates alike a number answering to this slight knowledge shall be deducted; 
but that it shall be possible, nevertheless, for any candidate who may show 
“ remarkable proficiency in any subject to obtain the full number of marks allotted 
“ to that subject.” 

On this occasion a deduction of 125 has been made from the marks assigned in 
each subject.

CORRESPONDENCE RESPECTING THE VARIOUS OTTOMAN LOANS. 
No. 1. 
Mr. FRANKLIN to the EARL oF DERBY. 


London Institution, Finsbury Cireus, 
My Lorp, September 7, 1875. 

UnpER date of 29th June, Lord Tenterden did me the honour to 
acknowledge receipt of the Memorandum transmitted by me on 26th of 
same month, wherein were indicated points in which a so-called Con- 
vention Hetween the Ottoman Government and its own bankers violate 
essential conditions for the original contract for this Loan. Among the 
papers then on the table of Parliament was not included one dated 27th 
of the preceding April, wherein the Bank had pretended ‘to justify its 
action in the matter. Since then currency has been given to that paper, 
and your Lordship’s justice is relied upon promptly: to afford like 
currency to the following refutation of the Bank’s injurious misrepre- 
sentations. 

The Bank pretends that :-— 

“In 1873 the Imperial Ottoman Bank concluded arrangements with 
“ the contractors of the Loan respecting its future service.’ 

This makes no disclosure of who were they that in capacity of “con- 
tractors” arrogated to themselves the power to surrender rights and 
securities which are the very essence of the original contract, set forth 
in bonds long ago passed out of their hands. 

Suppose among the first contractors had been managers of the Bank 
itself, who, to avoid, identification, had commissioned themselves, 7.¢:, the 

} Bank in its corporate capacity, to act as “agents of the contractors ” for 
’ disposal of the bonds at a notable advance upon the true contract price. 
Suppose also that the same financiers have afterwards from time to time 
involved the Porte in onerous pecuniary obligations, and contrived to 
fund them by new creations of bonds. And suppose, moreover, those 
same financiers get themselves constituted Receivers-General of all 
Revenues, including those expressly assigned for service of the 1862 
Loan, with opportunity to intercept and divert those assignments to the 
service of later Loans in hotch-potch, or for preferential satisfaction of 
their own claims in any other shape. Then on what pretext could they, 
their agents or allies, atfect to represent bond fide holders. of the 1862 
bonds, whether as contractors, attorneys, or in any other capacity ? 

Be it remembered, that a sufficient protest against all and every such 
pretence of agreement to the so-called Convention or arrangement was, at 
its inception, served upon all concerned, as well as transmitted by your 
Lordship’s own agency to Constantinople. Moreover, and on supposi- 
tion that the so-called Convention could supersede the original contract, 
is it not confessed hy the Bank’s latest statement, now under review, 
that not even a kare announcement of monthly entries to credit of the 
1862 Loan can be issued unless and until the Ottoman Finance Minister 
of the day shall have signified his approval! Consequently, nothing 
can be secure until control over the bondholders dues has passed out of 
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reach of the Government, of its bankers, and of the creditors of either, 
into the safe custody of approved receivers. 

I crave your Lordship’s excuse for my inability to avoid reference to 
the critical position in which the 1862 bonds have been placed by Earl 
Russell’s recent appeal (not authoritatively deprecated) for aid. to 
Ottoman subjects whose aim is to disintegrate the Ottoman Empire. 
As frequently: shown, this particular loan was recommended to British 
capitalists by the Government of Lord ‘Palmerston, for support of 
British interests in the integrity of that Empire. The signature of 
Karl Russell, then at the Foreign Office, was virtually endorsed upon the 
prospectus which, as represented, had been settled with approval of 
Mr. Layard (Under-Secretary). And ministers of the Crown, in their 
places in Parliament, advocated the investments in manner ‘to educe 
premonitory notice of the rights of recourse which, in certain con- 
tingencies, naturally arise. 

That Her Majesty’s representatives have since then withheld that 
earnest support of the bondholders’ rights, which might have accom-- 
plished its ends is indisputable. The degradation in value of the 1862 
bonds now witnessed is the obvious consequence. The 5,000,000/. 
sterling of the Loan which remained to be paid off within 11 years 
should, at the rate of emission, be now worth circa 4,000,0001., 2.e., 
801. per 1007. bond, whereas the market quotation of value is less than 
3,000,0002., 2.¢., GOL. per 1007. bond—a price rebated at 18 per cent. 
per annum. 

None will presume to contest the right of Great Britain to reverse its 
traditional policy in Hastern affairs, at instance of Her Majesty’s re- 
sponsible advisers, and by sufferance of Parliament, but British subjects, 
whose money had been advanced for maintenance of that policy, at in- 
stance of their own Government, are reduced by a reversal of it to the 
position of those eae private property is expropriated for public 
service.

_ Irhas long been seen that the day could not be very far distant 
when this country would find itself unable to-pay the interest on its 
public debt; but I have been surprised to find how rapidly the im- 
pression has gained ground that some measure of repudiation has 
become inevitable, and that the sooner it is resorted to, the less will be 
the evil of it. 

I know this opinion to be held by many of the best financial autho- 
rities here; but it is only gradually that it is being adopted by the 
Turks, who must be allowed the credit of having showed their anxiety 
to fulfil their engagements as long as it was within their power to do so; 
but when dividend after dividend has to be provided for by money 
borrowed at an oe cue rate of interest, it is evident what the 
end must be. 

If the Government sueceed in getting from the banks the advance 
that is required, the coupon due upon the Ist of October will be paid ; 


but there is, I think, a great probability that, before the next dividend . 


becomes due, some great resolution will have been taken in regard to 
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Crrrxsuirs, the debt; and I have reason to believe that the present Grand Vizier, 
 CuassL although he has never intimated anything of the kind to me, has made 
June 1876. Wy his mind to deal with it. 

= The measure which seems the most probable is the summary reduction 
of the interest upon the debt from 5 to 3 per cent, ; and I have heard 
it keenly argued by persons far from indifferent to the interests of 
the bondholders that it is what would be most to their ultimate 

advantage. 

It is maintained that, after such reduction, the bondholders would 
still receive 6 or 7 per cent. for their money, instead of 10 or 11 per 
cent. as at present ; and that they would be in a safer position by the 
greater prospect of avoiding a complete bankruptcy, since the. saving to 
the Porte would be sufficient to establish.an. equilibrium between the 
revenue and expenditure ; but-any-security which this could afford must 
be set off against the uncertainty that when such a simple mode of 
escaping from financial difficulties had once been tried, it might not be 
again repeated, if a similar necessity were to occur.

According to the “Tradé,” half the interest is to be paid in money, 
and the other half in bonds bearing interest at.5 per cent...The 
revenues which are to be paid as security into the hands of. the 
Syndicates to. be. appointed. are those derived from the Customs, ‘salt, 
and tobacco, the- Peyphap tribute, and if these are found insufficient, 
the sheep tax. 

It is-to be remarked that every one of these sources of revenue had 
already been assigned as securities for different foreign loans, and in 
some cases with the engagement, that they should be paid to Syndicates. 
I. pointed. out both. these eircumetances when the project. was first 
mentioned to me. 

Whatever may, have been the necessity or propriety of this act of 
repudiation, and, although opinion is divided, the majority of the local

Sublime Porte, Foreign Office, - 
M. L’ AMBASSADEUR, October 7, 1875. 

My telegraphic despatch of the 6th of October has made known 
to you the promulgation of the radical and indispensable reforms which 
the Sublime Porte has decided to put henceforth into execution in the 
Empire. 

Experience has in fact, proved the inefficiency of the impost of a 
quarter of the tithes levied in addition to the tithe proper, and of the 
collection in the lump of the arrears, which was attempted since last 

ear. 

” The relative slenderness of the actual agricultural resources destined 
to be gradually developed in the near future, has not allowed the main- 
tenance of this duty of a quarter of the tithe, which, instead of bringing 
profit to the Treasury to the extent which it was considered might be 
expected, has on the contrary only brought about a more decided incon- 
venience than in the past, and it tends to'exhaust more and more the 
agricultural resources to the injury of the interests of the people. This is 
also applicable to the arrears, of which the collection required by the 
law has not only not been able to meet the wants of the Treasury, but 
has also been of a kind to provoke certain vexatious measures which 
have necessarily escaped legal repression, and has caused a still greater 
inconvenience to the taxpayers already in a difficult position with regard 
to the payment of the other taxes. 

- His Imperial Majesty our august Master, justly moved at this state of 
things, has wished in his sentiments of magnanimity and high solicitude 
for his subjects to alleviate the heavier charges imposed on the country ; 
and in virtue of his Sovereign orders, the Sublime Porte has just decided, 
in imitation of what was done in the Isle of Crete, to abolish the quarter 
of the tithe in question as well as to remit entirely the whole of the 
arrears due up to the year 1873, without: any restriction in all parts of 
the Empire. 

This remarkable and spontaneous proof of the generous sentiments of - 
His Imperial Majesty is above all comment, and will be, we feel sure, - 
duly and highly appreciated by the Government of Her Britannic 
Majesty. 

But all this is only the forerunner of other important ameliorations’ 
which are recognised as necessary, such as the transformation of the 
system of the tithe into a land tax, the sending of the misst dominici into 
the provinces, a more equitable manner of electing the members of the 
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Provincial Councils, &c., all things the successive introduction of which 
into every branch of the administration will not be delayed. 

Thus, the faithful and loyal subjects of the Sultan, relieved at once 
from the heavier of the dues which weighed on them, and freed hence- 
forth from the hindrances which may have paralysed agricultural pro- 
- duction, will find in the future a vast field for the extension of their 
resources, and for the consequent development of the general prosperity 
of the Empire. 

But, on the other hand, the considerable sums destined for the pay- 
ment of the coupon of our foreign and internal debts not being at all in 
harmony with the financial equilibrium, and the accumulation of the 
interest of the different loans contracted up to this date having increased 
the items of expenditure beyond all power of foresight, all these circum- 
stances, joined to the diminution of a part of the receipts in consequence 
of the abolition of the aforesaid restrictive measures, cannot but affect in: 
a very sensible manner the economy of the Budget from a fiscal point of 
yiew. 

As an inevitable consequence of these new improvements, the general 
receipts will necessarily follow an ascending scale, in proportion to the 
future development of the resources of the Empire. But it is not less 
true that the difficulties which existed from the beginning, and which 
have increased from day to day, will press in a very heavy manner on 
the Treasury, which finds itself placed, on the one hand, in view of the 
seductive prospect of the increase of its revenues in consequence of the 
reforms accomplished and to be decreed, but, on the other, in that of 
the imperious necessity of satisfying the engagements of the Government 
and the necessities of the existing situation. 

The traditional loyalty of the Sublime Porte in that which concerns 
specially the punctual execution of its obligations towards the creditors 
of the State, will have more than ever weight on all its actions, and on 
all its decisions, with reference to these sacred engagements. The Im- 
perial Government would prefer, we do not hesitate to declare it here, to 
suecumb under the weight of the most crushing sacrifices, rather than do 
anything calculated to forfeit its dignity and its high reputation. 

Moved by these sentiments, and taking into consideration also the 
primordial considerations which should guide us in the question of 
establishing a serious equilibrium in the Budget of the State, in view 
above all of the absolute impossibility, so to speak, of creating new 
resources to fill up the gaps, under penalty of gratuitously, and without 


any practical utility, aggravating the situation, already painful, of all the 


taxpayers in the Empire ; in presence, lastly, of the length of time which 
the adoption and execution, as has been said above, of all the measures 
of administration and of public utility, having as their object the increase 
of the revenues of the Treasury, necessarily demand, we have not been 
able, after mature deliberation, and after having weighed all the conse- 
quences which might result from so doing, to find any other plan than 
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frankly to explain our situation, as we have just done, and to take a. . 


radical step, which may, it is true, irritate for the moment certain in- 
terests, and produce even a certain disturbance into the market price of 
our stock, but which, in presence of the urgent considerations of the 
public safety of: the Ottoman Empire, and of the maintenance even of 
the European balance of power, which, according to our idea is essen- 
tially involved therewith, is destined to assure, once for all, the credit of 
the State and the regular carrying on of the Government. 


The Budget published this year displays, as is matter of public noto-- 
riety, a deficit of 5,000,000/. In the present state of things this deficit, - 


one ¢annot deny, will-go on increasing, for it is found necessary, each 
- . 
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time that payment is due, to have recourse to loans, more or less onerous, 
to pay the interest and the sinking fund, and this will certainly, some 
day or. other, seriously shake the. confidence of the holders and other 
capitalists, who find themselves already injured in their interests by the 
sudden fluctuations of the funds and the risky speculations of the money 
market. 

Such an abnormal state will evidently not disappear until serious and 
incontestible guarantees are assured to the holders of our public stock, as 
well as to the contractors of our loans. 

The radical measure to which we have just. alluded, and which has 
been brought to your knowledge by my telegram of the 6th instant, con- 
sists,.as you-haye seen, in the reduction from this time forth to half of 
the payments. of the said coupons as they fall due, which payment will 
be guaranteed by the total revenues of the Custom House, of the salt 
and tobacco taxes, as well as by the Egyptian Tribute. This payment, - 
as. you are aware, will- extend over five years, half in cash and half in 
bonds, bearing interest at 5 per cent. In the event of these guarantees 
proving insufficient, the Government will not fail to make them up out 
of the tax on sheep. 

All these receipts. will be henceforth put at the disposition of the 
Syndicates which will be instituted for this object, on the condition, of 
course, of the maintenance of the rights and privileges of the Imperial 
Ottoman Bank. 

. By these means credit will be assured, the Budget balanced by: solid 
guarantees, and. mistrust and the. general uneasiness will disappear dan 
ever, 

We have the firm hope that these considerations, and the measures 
cogently dictated by our present situation, will meet. with efficient moral 
support from Her Britannic Majesty’s Government, 

The. sentiments of sincere friendship for us, and the lively interest 
which it has unceasingly evinced for everything which affects the pros- 
perity and the progress of the Ottoman Empire, are. a sure guarantee to 
us that our frank and loyal appeal will be listened to by it, with the 
friendliness and high impartiality which characterise it. 

I, leave to your tact and your. savoir-faire the choice of language 
which you should hold in the sense of this despatch, so as to, alleviate 
erroneous impressions which may arise. 

. You will be good enough also to read this document to his Excellency 
the. Principal Secretary of State of Her, Britannic: Majesty, and leave 
him a copy of it if he veh oat it.

~As.a holder. of Turkish Bondsof 1854, I submit to your Lordship, 
the inclosed statement, which, for greater convenience of perusal, I have. 
had. ‘printed, in the hope that the account ther ein of the circumstances. 
under which the Loan was raised, the encouragement given thereto by 
the Queen’s-Government, through. one. of your Lordship’ s most eminent 
predecessors, and the considerations I have ventured to add, will induce, 
the. present Government to insist, at Copstentingpleg and Cairo, on. the, 
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strict fulfilment of its terms, and of the directions given in 1854 by the 
Sultan to the Pasha of Egypt for half-yearly remittances for its continued 
service of the tribute of Egypt. . 

Otherwise, an act positively criminal in its character will be per- 
petrated by the Sultan, to a serious injury of British subjects, who, 
relying on the confidence expressed by the late Earl of Clarendon, as 
Foreign Minister, that. the Sultan would in good faith fulfil his engage- 
ments, lent their money, and made purchases of those bonds at prices 
far exceeding those of the other Six per cent. Turkish Loans.

The Turxisn Loan of 1854. 


In August 1854, Turkey was involved in the war with Russia, in 
which it had for its allies the Governments of France and England. 

The Sultan requiring money to carry on the war, and his allies being 
interested in his obtaining money, then caused to be opened in London a 
Loan for 3,000,000/. in bonds bearing 6 per cent. interest, issued at the 
price of 80 per cent., and redeemable by an’ accumulative sinking fund 
of 1 per cent. To the subscription of this Loan encouragement was 
given by the allies, the French and English Governments. 

On the security of the mortgage of the tribute which the Sultan had 
reserved out of the revenues of Egypt, in reappointing in 1841 Mehemet 
Ali Pasha’ of that province, and rendering its Pachalic hereditary in his 
family, and on the encouragement given to the Loan by the allied 
Governments, the money sought by the Sultan was furnished by English 
subscribers, and the Loan constituted part of the history of the war. 

The negotiation for the Loan was confided by the Sultan to Messrs, 
Black and Durand, under the supervision and control of His Majesty’s 
diplomatic representatives in Paris and London, and they conjointly 
made arrangementt for its issue with the late Sir Isaac Lyon Goldsmid 
and Mr. J.. Horsley Palmer, of London. WH 

The prospectus of Loan issued by those gentlemen stated that: | 

“This Loan is not only charged ‘on ‘the general revenue of ‘Turkey, 
but is specially secured, principal and interest, by the assignment of 
30,000,000 piastres (282,000/. sterling), tribute paid by the Pasha of 
Egypt to His Majesty the Sultan, by virtue of the Treaty of 1841, 
contracted under the sanction of the Great Powers of Europe. This 
tribute is to’be remitted half-yearly direct from the Pasha of Egypt to 
the Agents in London.” 

Subjoined to and made part of the prospectus was the following notifi- 
cation: — = ok . 

s*'The undersigned have the satisfaction to inform the public that they 
are ‘authorised by the’ Harl of Clarendon,’ Her Majesty’s Principal 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, to state that this Loan’ is nego- 
tiated “with the knowledge of the’ English Government ; that “Her 
Majesty’s Government is’ satisfied that the Loan and the appropriation 
of the above-mentioned ‘30,000,000 piastres '(282,0002. sterling) are duly 
authorised by the Sultan ; and further, that the representatives of ‘the’ 
Sublime Porte’ at Paris and London are’ empowered by virtue of the! 
Imperial Firmans to ratify the contract for the Loan in the name of His* 
Majesty the Sultan ; and Lord Clarendon relies with confidence upon’ 
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the Turkish Government fulfilling with good faith the engagements they 
entered into. i ti 

“ The undersigned are assured that a similar declaration will be made 
by M. Drouyn de L’huys, the French Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, Isaac L. Goldsmid, and J. Horsley. Palmer.—London, 16th 
August,” 

As usual in loans, a general bond, dated 24th August 1854, was 
deposited in the Bank of England. This general bond contained the 
following irrevocable pledge ;— 

“Be it therefore known that the undersigned, deeming it most for 
the interest and advantage of His Imperial Majesty’s Government to 
raise the said Loan on the terms and conditions hereafter contained, do, 
in pursuance of the powers and authorities_vested in them for that 
purpose, hereby bind and oblige the Government of His Imperial 
Majesty and the revenues of the Ottoman Empire and Government to 
the:payment of the said Loan, principal and interest, as hereafter stipu- 
lated, and in particular do specially and irrevocably charge forthwith as 
the additional guarantee 30,000,000 of piastres, or 282,000/., part of the 
tribute payable to His Imperial Majesty by His Highness the Pacha of . 
Egypt, and in order that the said 30,000,000 of piastres, or 282,000/. 
sterling, may be more effectually and jirrevocably pledged and appro- 
priated to the payment of the interest and redemption of the said Loan, 
the undersigned engage that the necessary Firmans and authorities shall 
be issued without delay for the due and punctual remittance to the Bank 
of England or the Bank of France, so that the same may be at the 
disposal of the Agents of the Loan for that purpose.” 

This general bond bore the signatures of ;

The engagement of these duly duly authorised representatives of the 
Sultan and signatories of the general bond that the necessary Firmans 
and authorities should be issued without: delay for the due ‘and punctual 
remittance of the tribute so irrevocably pledged for the service of the 
Loan, was fulfilled by the Sultan, who, in October 1854, addressed the 
following solemn Decree to the then Pacha of Egypt; 

‘‘Hatti Sherif). Be it acted upon accordingly. 

“(Imperial Cypher). Abdu-’l-Médjid Khan, son of Mahmoud ever 
Victorious. 

“My Vizier, the present Governor-General of Egypt, Mohammed 
Sa’ed Pacha, &e. q 

“When my Imperial Decree shall reach thee, be it known that it has 
been unanimously decided that, deduction made of the sum allotted to 
the Hedjaz, the remainder of the tribute of Egypt, amounting to sixty 
thousand purses, which, at the rate of twenty-two and a half piastres to 
the dollar, make one million three. hundred and thirty-three thousand 
three hundred and thirty-three pillar dollars and one-third (to be hence- 
forward calculated at that value) shall be deposited in the Bank of 
England or of France every six months, as follows, namely : One-half 
of the aforesaid sum, amounting to thirty thousand purses, shall be 
deposited in the Bank of England or of France on the 10th of April 
(new style), and the other half,/amounting also to thirty thousand 
purses, on the 10th day of October (new style), of the year one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-five, and so on, until the liquidation is complete, 
as a special set-off against the interest and capital of the sum borrowed 
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by virtue of a contract dated the 24th day of August one thousand eight 
hundred and fifty-four, and under conditions therein stated from the 
Baron Goldsmid and Mr. John Horsley Palmer, through the respectable 
merchants, Black and Durand, according to my Imperial Decree. That 
the suitable partition of this sum of sixty thousand purses between the 
_ two Banks shall be discussed and settled on the spot between the two 
Allied Governments and my Imperial Ambassadors in London and 
Paris. - 

“ And that until. the full payment of the interest, as well as of the 
capital, of the sum so borrowed, care shall be taken that the payments 
continue to be made invariably in the above manner. 

“ My Imperial commands have therefore been issued for the execu- 
tion thereof in the manner aforesaid ; and as this Imperial Firman. is 
to be deposited in the aforesaid Bank of England, this my Imperial 
Order has been issued from my Imperial Chancery, authorising thee 
to make payment in due time and season of the sums aforesaid, and 
has been sent to the proper quarter to be deposited in the aforesaid 
Bank. 

“When this matter becomes known to thee, thou wilt, in conformity 
with the judgment and intelligence which characterise thee, and in the 
manner aforesaid, make payment in due time and season into the afore- 
said banks of London and Paris of 60,000 purses out of the aforesaid 
tribute, pursuant to the above command. 

“Thus know thou—Give thou full credence to my Imperial Cypher, 
done in the first decade of the month Safer 1721 (third decade, October 
1854 

& Written in Constantinople the well guarded.”

This document in the certificates issued to the bondholders precedes 
the copy of the general bond. 

By this Hatti Sherif, the Sultan made it an obligation on the Pacha 
of Egypt invariably to pay half-yearly the requisite sum out of the 
tribute reserved in 1841, and which was free from all anterior charge, 
the requisite sum “until the liquidation was complete,” in terms of the 
contract of 24th of August 1854, as set out in the general bond. The 
mortgage of the tribute was irrevocable. The payment of the tribute 

was to be invariable. 

The Agents for the Loan of 1854, through whom interest had to 
be paid and redemption of the principal made, were Messrs. Dent, 
Palmer, and Co. 

In the succeeding year, 1855, the Allied Governments of England 

- and France guaranteed a 4 per cent. Loan of 5,000,000/. raised by the 
Sultan in England. It was secured on the balance of the annual amount 
of the tribute of Egypt, after payment thereout of the half-yearly in- 
terest and redemption of the Loan of 1854, and on other purely Turkish 
revenues; and the International Convention of 1855 between his Allies 
and the Sultan recognised the prior security on the tribute of the Loan 
of 1854. 

The English Parliament, with this official knowledge that the tribute 
bore a previous “irrevocable ” and “ invariable ” charge in favour of the 
Loan of 1854, enacted -a law giving the requisite guarantee of England 
to the Loan of 1855. 

The tribute of Egypt, as it existed in 1854, was and continues to be 
amply sufficient for the service of the Loan of 1854, and assists the 
service of the Loan of 1855, 
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For 23 years that tribute has, in conformity with the Hatti Sherif 
of October 1854, been remitted by the Treasury of Egypt to the Bank 
of England, and out of its proceeds the interest and redemption of the 
Loan of 1854 have been first met, and then those of the Loan of 1855. 
Of its sufficiency for these successive purposes, until both interest and 
principal are wholly discharged, no doubt has arisen. Neither, as yet, 
so faras it. is known, has the Khedive of Egypt been otherwise in- 
structed than by the Hatti Sherif of October 1854. Nor is it to be 
contemplated that, having been thereby directed invariably to make the 
requisite remittance until the liquidation of the Loan of 1854 is com- 
plete in terms of its contract of 24th August. 1854, the Khedive of 
Egypt is at liberty to cease remittances for the purpose. 

By the law and tribunals of England and—of other civilised States, 
the Khedive can only be released-from-the obligation imposed on him, 
and from the right thereby accruing to the bondholders, by the bond- 
holders themselves. 

By means of the accumulative sinking fund of 1] per cent., the out- 
standing amount of the Loan of 1854 has been reduced to less than 
2,000,0007. 

The Sultan, subsequently to 1855, continued to make other loans to a 
large amount. But between them and this a wide difference of price has 
always existed. Owing to the superior security of the Loan of 1854, its 
market price has ranged 10 or 12 per cent. higher than any other 6 per 
cent. Loan raised by the Sultan. 

It will be seen that by the prospectus in which subscriptions were 
asked for, the contractors stated that the tribute pledged would be 
remitted direct to the agents for the service of this Loan. That service 
was not subsequently to be complicated with or delayed by Turkish 
finances. a 

The Governments of England and France concurrently, and before 
the subscriptions were made, gave assurances. to the public whose sub- 
scriptions were solicited that the Turkish Plenipotentiaries possessed 
those powers from the Sultan, on which they were acting, and expressed 
confidence that reliance might be placed on the good faith with which 
the Sultan’s engagements would be fulfilled. 

By the general bond for the Loan, the Sultan’s representatives, exer- 


_ cising their powers “specially and irrevocably,” charged the tribute for 


its interest and redemption and engaged that the Sultan should forth- 
with issue authority for the due and punctual remittance thereof for 
the Loan. 

The duty was imposed by the Sultan’s Hatti Sherif on the Pasha to 
make invariably these payments half-yearly “ until” the Loan was liqui- 
dated in terms of the general bond. Tt 


The securities-of the Loan were,and are thus in every respect com- 


plete and permanent in their essence and character. 


. It is now, however, proposed by the Sultan to vary and disregard the . 


terms'on which the Loan of 1854 was subscribed, while fulfilling to 
the letter the stipulations of the Loan of 1855, and that because it is 
guaranteed by the English and French Governments. This exception 
in favour of the latter may, in a measure, make those Governments 
in 1875 parties to the breach of that good faith in which, in 1854, 
they expressed confidence to intending subscribers to the loan of that 
year. j ’ :

You will have taken note from the declarations of the Sublime 
Porte of the officially expressed intention of the Imperial Government 
to maintain in all their integrity the rights and privileges of the Imperial 
Ottoman Bank, which are founded upon the stipulations of its official 
Conventions. 

You will, in consequence of the frank explanations of his Highness 
the Grand Vizier, have been also.thoroughly convinced of the imperative 
necessity of the financial measures just decreed by the Sublime Porte on 
the subject of the mode of payment of the interest and sinking fund of 
the public debt of the Empire, which mode is to be followed for a period 
of five years, commencing from this time. 

This measure, advantageous for the Treasury, in so far that it enables 
it to balance the Budget in a very short space of time, and consequently 
frees it from all the anxieties and all the uncertainties which would in- 
fallibly have embarrassed it every time that the coupons fell due, and 
which would have ended. by totally ruining its credit, to the great 
detriment of the creditors of the State; this measure, I say, guarantees 
on the other hand the interest of the holders of our stock, inasmuch as 


it secures to them serious guarantees for the payment of that which. 


is due to them, without waiting for the floating of onerous loans, the 

only result of which was to increase more and more the deficit in our 

* Budget, and ‘seriously to compromise the interest and dignity of the 
Sublime Porte. 

You are also aware that the Imperial Government has hastened to 
place at the’ disposition ‘of the Syndics, who are to act at Constantinople 
under the superintendence and in co-operation with the Imperial Bank, 
the revenues derived from the Customs, the salt and tobacco taxes, as 
well as the Egyptian Tribute, and in case these should not suttice, the 
products of the sheep tax. 

In order to obviate all uncertainty which might occur on this subject, 
and to hasten as much as possible the putting into execution of the most 
important part of the financial measure in question, namely, the enume- 
ration in figures of the above specified guarantees, so as to ensure the 
regularity of the new method of payment, I am directed, Gentlemen, by 
order of his Highness the Grand Vizier, to request that you will at once 

“come to an understanding with the Committees of the Bank at Paris 
and at London, in order that they may, in concert with the contractors 
of our loans, nominate without delay their representatives in the Syndi- 
eate of Constantinople, to whom! the revenues enumerated under the 
head of guarantees will be paid. 

You will also have the goodness to ara up, in concert with my 
Department, and in conformity with the official publications, an accurate 
‘statement of the sums assigned to the integral payment in specie of the 
first half of the coupons and sinking fund of our internal and foreign 
debts, as well as to the payment, also in specie, of the interest of the 
new bonds, which represent the second half of the said coupons and 
sinking fund ; ‘and, lastly, an accurate and detailed tabular statement of 
the - “guarantees which will become free on the paying off of the first 

_ foreign loan to be redeemed, which guarantees will thenceforth be 
assigned to the paying off of the said 5 per cent. interest and sinking 
fund, both included, in case that the said 5 per cent. interest could not 
be paid off at the expiration of the five years. The whole in conformity

Tux Joint Commissioners for the Ottoman Loans of 1858 and 
1862, established in pursuance of the 8rd Article of the Conventions 
with the Sublime Porte of the 4th and 14th of February 1873, had the 
honour to address a letter to your Highness on the 8th October, by the 
hands of Mr. Stab, agent of the Commissions in Constantinople. 

They have been favoured, so far as the 1862 Loan is concerned, with 
the transmission of a despatch of his Excellency Safvet Pasha, Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, under date 27th October. 

It is a matter of gratification to the Commissioners that this reply 
has been transmitted with the same formalities as accompanied the 
Convention of 4th February 1873, by the channel of the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, the Embassy in London, and the Imperial Ottoman 
Bank, and Messrs. Devaux and Co., contractors for the Loan of 1862. 

The Commissions trust that this channel of serious communication 
once opened will serve as before to bring about an amicable arrange- 
ment of the matters on discussion between the Sublime Porte and the 
Commission. 

The Commissions desire respectfully to observe that while the des- 
patch of his Excellency the Minister for Foreign Affairs does answer 
the inquiry of the Commissions by acknowledging that the Sublime 
Porte did propose by its Decree of the 7th October 1875, to commit a 
default of its pecuniary obligations towards the holders of the 1858 and 
1862 Loans, it does not respond to the consequent reclamation of the 
Commissions. 

The Commissions therefore claim of the Sublime Porte the integral 
and immediate application of the Conventions. . ; 

The Convention accepted by:-the bondholders of the 1862 Loan on 
the 17th February 1873, and duly ratified by his Excellency the Ambas- 
sador of the Sublime Porte in London, in its [Vth Article textually 
recites :— ye 

“Tt is distinctly understood that if, for the convenience of all parties 
concerned, the bondholders agree to this arrangement, it is not at any 
time to be considered as any supersession of the original provisions of 
their bond, and that, in the event of any failure in carrying out the 
foregoing arrangements, a Commission similar to that appointed by his 
Highness Aali Pasha, and reported in his letter to Sir Henry Elliott, 
31st August 1870, shall resume their active functions at Constantinople 
in conjunction’ with three. members representing the English bond- 
holders to be nominated by the Commission of Bondholders, and 
appointed by the Contractors of the Loan.”

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The instalment for the month of October of this year on the 1862 
Loan not having been announced by the Imperial Ottoman Bank, the 
case foreseen by Article 1V. of the Convention has arisen, and the 
Syndicate is now to be constituted to receive the revenues of tobacco, 
salt, stamps, and patents, hypothecated to the service of the 1862 Loan. 
These revenues are more than sufficient to meet the service of the 
Loan, and to leave a large, surplus for the general purposes of the 
Government. 

So far as the despatch of the Minister for Foreign Affairs refers to 
the matter under consideration, it acknowledges the prospective rights 
of the holders of the 1862 Loan. It states that the Decree in question 
is of an absolutely temporary character, and intended to relieve the 
embarrassment of the finances of the Empire. 

Upon this point the Commissions limit themselves to the observation 
that no exigency of the Ottoman Government can give it authority of 
itself to alter the Contract of 1862 and the Convention of 1863. It may 
be that the exigencies of the Government are greater than in 1873, but 
whateyer the exigency may be, the Porte has only one legitimate course, 
which is, as in 1873, to address itself to the constituted representatives 
of the bondholders by the same channel as now, by an application 
emanating from its own Ministry transmitted to its representatives in 
London, and thence to the contractors for the Loan, and direct to the 
Commissions appointed by the Conventions of 1873. 

The Sublime Porte has no other consistent course. Strictly observing 
the Convention of 1873, the Porte punctually transmitted the monthly 
instalments stipulated by the Convention, and which are announced in 
correspondent form. ‘The Porte may be unable to continue this remit- 
tance, but it is under no compulsion to invade the solemnity of engage- 
ments, while at the same time it professes to the holders of the 1862 
Loan to maintain their sanctity, and to provide for their integral fulfil- 
ment at a fixed date. 

The Convention of 1873 is too newly made to be disregarded or 
arbitrarily evaded. 

It remains, therefore, for the Sublime Porte to give effect to the con- 
ditions of receipt of the revenues by Syndicate, or to make suitable 
overtures to the other parties contracting in the Convention of 1862, 
the bondholders. _ 

The Commission notice with regret a passage in the despatch of the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, which they prefer to regard as the result 
of some error rather than as having strict reference to the 1862 Loan. 
The Minister intimates that the Government has not complied with the 
Contract of 1862, nor with the Convention of 1873, and that the instal- 
ments announced in the journals as proceeding from the hypothecated 
reyenues of tobacco, salt, &c., haye not been so derived, but from other 
sources, in consequence of the alienation by the Government of those 
revenues. The Commissions do not enter on such controversy, but 
leave to the Government and the Imperial Ottoman Bank to vindicate 
themselves. 

The Commissions do not, however, comprehend the statement that the 
Porte has, with the greatest difficulty in the world, provided for the 
payment of the October instalment, and they solicit explanations from 
the Government on this head. _ 

The minister states that it has been the desire of the Government, by 
an efficacious measure, to safe guard the interests of their creditors, and 
that the holders of the 1862 Loan have no cause for disquietude. ‘The 
Commissions respectfully represent that it isnot the duty of the Govern- 
ment or “of loan contractors to devise or carry out measures for safe 
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cuardiny the interests of the creditors, but that it is these latter who are : 


first to be consulted as the best judges of their own interests. * 

This the Sublime Porte has not done, and its proposition, so far from 
being an efficacious measure, is one which has placed Turkey in a 
perilous position, and thereby inflicted most serious injury on the 
creditors. A measure so ill-advised, if allowed to be put in operation, 
must still further aggravate the difficulties of the Empire and create new 
embarrassments, and nothing short of its immediate suspension or modi- 
fication as demanded by the bondholders of all the Loans will enable the 
Porte to alleviate the situation of embarrassment created by this 
measure, 

Apart from all financial considerations, the Decree tends to deprive 
Turkey of that great resource of national organisation, honour, and credit. 
A nation may be poor, harassed by internal or external war, and enjoy 
high consideration, but the nation excites distrust that is exposed to 
greater evils than poverty. Such is the abyss of misery towards which 


the Decree is driving Turkey, and thereby inflicting greater losses on ~ 


those who, like the holders of the 1862 Loan, lent money to Turkey on 
moderate terms, and under the liability of participation in her vicissi- 
tudes. 

What the Porte calls an efficacious measure for ‘safe guarding’ the 
interests of creditors has already carried suffering and misery into the 
households of tens of thousands of families in England, Belgium, Hol- 
land, Germany, France, and Italy. Much of this suffering would have 
been averted, and may yet be averted, by the Porte making honourable 
arrangements with the creditors with whom it has entered into solemn 
contracts. 

‘As the bondholders of the 1862 Loan did not invite the Porte to safe 


‘ guard their interests, so do they protest against this measure. The 


Commissions are fortified in this deckaranion® by the unanimous resolu- 
tions of a general meeting of bondholders of the 1862 Loan, held on the 
26th October last. They are likewise supported by the Committee then 
appointed in requiring of the Sublime Porte compliance with the stipu- 
lations of the Contract and of the Convention of 1873. 

By some casualty, dependent on the course of communication adopted 
by the Porte, the documents relating to the 1858 Loan have not yet been 
received by the Commissions, which adhere to the same demands in 
relation to the 1858 Loan. :

My Lorp, Bank of England, November 23, 1875. 
REFERRING to the interview at the Foreign Office” recently 
granted by your Lordship to myself and others as representing the 
Turkish Loans of 1854, 1858, and 1871, I have now the honour to 
request your Lordship to carry out the promise which you then made 
to. us of giving non-officially to the cause we represent all the support 
and influence.of Her Majesty’s Government in our negotiations. with the 
Turkish Government at Constantinople. 
It may. be satisfactery to your Lordship to ‘be informed that the 


Council of. Foreign Bondholders, who represent: all the other Turkish 
Loans, have deputed two of their body to join the Committee over which 
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I preside, in order that by uniting the interests of all classes in one body 
the possibility of any conflict or disunion may be avoided. 

It is, therefore, in this capacity of head of a united Committee that I 
now address your Lordship. 

I may also inform your Lordship that an influential Committee has 
been formed in Paris to represent French interest inthe various Loans, 
with which we are in correspondence, and are acting in friendly alliance. 
' As we pointed out to your Lordship, the injustice of dealing with all 
the Turkish Loans upon one uniform system, reducing those that were 
issued at a high price in consequence of the supposed value of the 
security hypothecated to the same level with loans issued at -a much 
lower'price and without any security at all, is so apparent, that we have 
reason to believe, upon a very slight representation of the opinion’ en- 


tertained by Her Majesty’s Government, that portion of the plan will be 


abandoned by the Turkish Government without hesitation. 

But whatever scheme for readjustment or unification may ultimately 
be adopted in its place, the urgent and crying evil to be prevented at 
this moment is’ the contemplated issue by the Turkish Government. of 
35 millions of additional five per cent. stock for the purpose of paying 
the suspended interest and sinking fund, a step which will not only be 
fataland irremediable as regards Turkey, and will prevent the possibility 
of any restoration. of ‘its credit, but.which is neither appreciated nor 
desired by the bondholders, for whose: benefit alone that: scheme has been 
devised. 

While objecting in the strongest manner to the plan which has been 
so hastily adopted by the Turkish Government, I desire to repeat to your 
Lordship that there is every disposition on the part of the bondholders 
of all classes to meet the ‘Turkish Government in the fairest spirit, to 
make allowance for its difficulties, and to assist in the readjustment of its 
debt ; and if met by Turkey in the same spirit, the Committee which I 
represent will be prepared to submit plans by which, instead of increasing 
the debt of the country by the issue of 35 millions of additional stock, the 
present amount of the debt may be diminished, and the annual sum 
required for the service of the various loans may be brought down to 
‘the amount which Turkey admits herself able to pay, and which it is 
Delieved her resources will permit her to discharge. 

' If, however, the fatal step should be taken of issuing any portion of 
obi ‘additional stock, the difficulties in the way of any arrangement will 
be greatly increased. 

It is, therefore, under hed erave and urgent circumstances, in the 
interest not only of the bondholders, but of Turkey itself, that I have 
to urge upon your Lordship immediately to communicate with Her 
Majesty’s Ambassador at Constantinople by telegraph, and to instruct 
him to express to the Turkish Government :— 

1. ‘That in your Lordship’ § opinion the plan proposing to suppress one 
moiety of the interest and sinking fund on the whole of the external and 
internal debt, and further to divert the hypothecations upon the faith of 
which some of the loans were issued at high prices from the service ‘of 
those special loans to the debt generally, thus prejudicing specially 
secured loans issued at high prices, and- unfairly benefiting loans issued 
at much lower prices, either without security as the 5 per cent. con- 
solidated Loan or upon inferior securities, is so manifestly unjust, that, 
judging from your communications with the bondholders, your Lordship 
believes no amicable ent with the ‘Turkish Government can be 
jpossible onsuch a basis... 

o! 2:Ro represent ‘to: the Grand: Vizier the fair and rieaaly spirit in 


which the bondholders:are st ‘to meet the Turkish pee og 
sa 
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and to consider and agree upon a readjustment of the debt, and to urge 
upon the Turkish Government to enter into negotiations with the bond- 
holders for that purpose. 

3. Above all things to impress upon the Turkish Minister that, pend- 
ing these negotiations, no further steps should be taken to create a 
further paper debt, which can only lead to further difficulties and 
embarrassment. : 

These views it is the intention of this Committee to urge with all the 
influence it can bring to bear at Constantinople, and for that purpose 
we have been so fortunate asto secure the services of Mr. Otway, late 
Under-Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, who will proceed to 
Constantinople as a special representative of the bondholders at the 
earliest possible date. os 

I shall have to ask your Lordship to afford to Mr. Otway all the sup- 
port in your power in the objects of his mission, and for securing him 
a favourable reception from the Turkish Government. 

I do not address your Lordship on this occasion as to the special 
position of the 1854 Loan as regards the remittance of the Egyptian 
tribute to the Bank of England, nor do I press your Lordship at this 
moment for any reply as to the course which the Government proposes 
to adopt with reference to that portion of the Egyptian tribute hypothe- 
cated for the service of the 1855 Loan, presuming, from not having 
heard from your Lordship on the subject, that it is still engaging the 
attention of Her Majesty’s Government.

DICTATION, (1.) 


It is always difficult to separate the literary character of a man who 
lives in our own time from his personal character. It is peculiarly diffi- 
cult to make this separation in the case of Lord Byron. For it is 
seareely too much to say, that Lord’ Byron never wrote without some 
reference, direct or indirect, to himself. .The interest..excited by the 
events of his life mingles itself in our minds, and probably in the minds 
of almost all our readers, with the interest which properly belongs to 
his works. A generation must pass away before it will be possible to 
form a fair judgment of his books, considered merely as books. At 
present they are not only books, but relics. We will however, venture, 


‘though with unfeigned diffidence, to offer some desultory remarks on 


his poetry. His lot was cast in the time of a great literary revolution. 
That poetical dynasty which had dethroned the successors of Shakspeare 
and Spenser was, in its turn, dethroned by. a race who represented 
themselves as_heirs of the ancient line, so long dispossessed by usurpers. 
The real nature of this revolution, has not, we think, been comprehended 
by the great. majority of those who concurred in it. Wherein especially 
does the poetry of our times differ from that of the last century ? 
Ninety-nine persons out of a hundred would answer that the poetry of 
the last century was correct, but cold and mechanical, and that the 
poetry of our time, though wild and irregular, presented far more vivid 
images, and excited the passions far more strongly than that of Addison 
or of Pope. In the same manner we constantly hear it said, that the 
poets of the age of Elizabeth had far more genius, but far. less correct- 
ness, than those of the age of Anne. It seems to be taken for granted, 
that there is some incompatibility, some antithesis between correctness 
and creative power. We rather suspect that this notion arises merely 
from an abuse of words, and that it has been the parent of many of the 
fallacies which perplex the science of criticism.

The fact was this: he saw 
that a Londoner who could not read was a very stupid and brutal 
fellow; he saw that great ‘refinement of taste and activity of intellect 
were rarely found in a Londoner who had not read much; and because 
it was by means of books that people acquired almost all their knowledge 
in the society with which he was acquainted, he concluded, in defiance 
of the strongest and clearest evidence, that the human mind can be 
cultivated by means of books alone.

In informing the Administrator of the Gambia that I have duly 
transmitted to your Lordship his despatch of the 25th November, I have 
considered it advisable to point out, with reference to the proposed mode 
of procuring men for the police force of the Settlement, that, according 
to reliable information which I have received, the tribes to which the 
Administrator alludes are, like the Houssas, unsuited’ for the perfor- 
mance of the civil duties pertaining to the police foree, such duties 
being naturally distasteful, and a strong dislike existing on their part to 
the enforcement of the necessary course of discipline. 

Thave also pointed out that an objection might be taken to raising 
recruits in Sierra Leone from the fact that the men so raised would be 
entirely ignorant of the language and habits of the people with whom 
they would be brought in contact.

growing»power of the Mahommedans in: our neighbourhood, and their 
intense dislike of the white man, may, in course of time, be dangerous to 
the peace of this Settlement. With your permission, I will try what can 
‘be done with these people before resorting to Sierra Leone for recruits.

“3. On receipt of your despatch, I inerencel Captain-Cooper to’ furnish = 
me,.for. the.information of the Secretary of’ State, with an estimate of 
the probable cost of the Star forts suggested by him, and of the probable 
cost of constructing the road between Sabbajee and Barcotee.

Sir, Downing Street, January 9, 1874. 
I HAVE received your despatch of the 6th of December, respecting 


the recruiting of the Gambia Police Force. 


The natives of the Gambia Settlement appear to be unfit for duties 
of a military nature, while the Pagans of the interior, whom Mr. Kort- 
right proposes to recruit, are like the Houssas, unsuitable for some of 
the duties of civil police, The natives of Sierra Leone, though not 
naturally inapt for police duties, would be ignorant of the language and 
manners of the people of the Gambia. 

In these circumstances, I think it would be worthy of your con- 
sideration whether there ought uot to be two forces at the Gambia, one 
of about. 40 men—natives of’ the Settlements to be employed more ex- 
clnsively in the ordinary duties of police—the other consisting of about 
100 men raised from the Pagans of the ‘interior, for service ‘of a more 
military character like ‘the Houssas ofthe Gold Coast, to be stationed 
at Bathurst and the blockhouses or elsewhere as the Administrator 
might from ‘time to time determine. 

I am aware that this proposal to divide the police force into two 
sections may in'some degree increase its cost, and it would be well that 
you should carefully revise the estimates of ‘the Colony which are now 
probably in your hands with a view. to providing a fund from which 
this increased expenditure could be provided. 

Captain Cooper’s plans and estimates of the blockhouses and military 
road appear to me to be well considered. But I must await the receipt 
of the Colonial estimates before forming ‘an opinion whether these 
works can be at once undertaken. —__ pa

Sir, Government House, April 1, 1874, 

I wave carefully-considered- Lord Kimberley’s despatch of the 
9th January, on the subject of the recruiting for the police force of this 
Settlement. 

2. I find great difficulty in offering an opinion with respect to the 
nature of the corps to be raised to augment the present force. 

3. When Captain Glover was here on his way to England he sug- 
gested a.measure which had already offered itself to my mind, but 
which would, I fear, prove difficult to render practicable. The pro- 
position is that a corps or regiment be organised at Sierra Leone, of 
the best material to be procured, and that detachments be furnished to 
the other Settlements and changed periodically. A large body of men 
could be more thoroughly disciplined by competent officers than the 
small corps raised by each Settlement, and I think a frequent change 
of the men would be advantageous, as, under the present system, they 
form local ties and intimacies which impair their usefulness, 

4. Should this plan not appear feasible to your Excellency, I must be 
satisfied to send a non-commissioned officer to Sierra Leone to recruit 
the best men he can find in the villages round Freetown, to the number 
provided for in the estimates.

Proposals have been made to Her Majesty’s Government by the 
French Government for an exchange of territory on the West Coast of 
Africa, under which the cessior of the Gambia on our part would be | 
included. 

There are reasons which would induce me to look favourably on such | 
a proposal, but before returning any answer, it is essential that we | 
should have specific and thoroughly reliable information as to the 
present state of feeling on the Gambia. 
I shall be obliged if you will give me any information, and make 
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any inquiries that may guide me as to the state of public feeling in the 
Colony. 

In making these inquiries it may be assumed that the French Govern- 
ment will do all in their power to facilitate commercial operations, and 
will secure to British merchants all the advantages which French 
merchants may at any time enjoy. On the other hand, we could not 
consent to proposals for a cession which were not framed in a liberal 
spirit, and calculated, in our opinion, to benefit the trade now carried 
on, and to secure the general prosperity of the Settlement. 

You are aware that the matter was the subject. of negotiation and 
correspondence in the years 1869 and 1870, and I forward to you, for 
your information, copies of the papers which were presented to Parlia- 
ment respecting it.

ADMINISTRATOR Korrrigut to GOVERNOR BERKELEY. 


Sir, Government House, May 4, 1874. 

I HAvE the honour to report that early last month an attack was 
made by the natives on a boat belonging to a cutter owned by Mr. 
Thomas Brown, in the Upper River, opposite the wharf or landing- 
place of the town of Carantabah, on the north bank of the river, 
about 20 miles above McCarthy Island. 

The facts are as follows :—The cutter “ Skylark ” being in the Upper 
River landed. some passengers near Carantabah; but being informed 
that they were about to be waylaid, they re-embarked with the intention 
of landing on the opposite shore, when they were fired at, and one 
sailor was killed and another wounded. 

The passengers were then plundered, the natives threatening to haul 
up the vessel if their demands were not complied with, 

Mr. Tanner, the manager of McCarthy, does not state in his Report 
to me of the date of the occurrence; his letter is dated on the 9th April, 
and I received it on the evening of the 19th. 

On the following morning I had the steamer “St. Mary ” prepared 
for service; and having embarked stores and ammunition, she left on 
the morning of the 21st, with a corporal and six picked men of the 
police force. ' 

I sent orders to Mr. Tanner to take charge of the steamer and men on 
their arrival at McCarthy Island, and to supplement. the small force I 
had sent with some of his own police constables. 

I instructed him to proceed to Carantabah, and to demand that the 
men who had fired the shots should be delivered up to him, provided 
they could be identified. In the event of his demand being refused, he 
was to destroy the town. 

I was then under the impression that the town was situated imme- 
diately at the back of the landing-place, and could be reached by rockets, 
and by the gun from the steamer. 

The “St. Mary ” returned this morning at 2 o’clock, and I enclose 
Mr. Tanner’s Report. 

He describes the situation of the town as two miles inland, and in the 
immediate vicinity of two other strongly-stockaded towns, being sepa- 
rated from the landing- place by a thick belt of bush. 

With his small force a successful attack would have been hopeless. 
He therefore imposed a fine of 200, dollars, or 40/. on the inhabitants, 
which they agreed to pay; anda portion of it had been paid in ground- 
nuts when the steamer left McCarthy Island. 
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I should have gone up the river myself in the steamer ; but as it was: 
possible that her services might be required there for some days, I was) 
unwilling to absent myself from Bathurst for any length of time, as the ~ 
unsettled state of Combo, consequent on the war between the Marabouts: 
and Sonninkees, which has extended up to our boundary line, is causing 
some anxiety. 

I had confidence in Mr. Tanner’s discretion and firmness in dealing 
with the natives; and I think the result of his operation has justified it. 

I propose to appropriate a portion of the fine to the payment of the 
expenses of the steamer, and the balance as an indemnity to the widow 
of the man who was killed; or should he not have been married, to the 
persons who have suffered loss by the outrage.

Mae Carthy’s Island, River Gambia, 
Sr, May 2, 1874. 

I nave the honour to inform your Excellency that the steamer 
arrived here on the 22nd ultimo, about 9 o’clock p.m., with the instruc- 
tions relative to the Carantabah outrage. : 

On the 28rd Iassembled the militia now on the island, and found 
they mustered only thirteen men, the remainder being scattered in the 
river. At 8 o’clock p.m. I proceeded up in steamer with the constables 
of this island, leaving the militia on guard to look after the convicts. I 
sent a messenger to Toomaney Jowlah, the Chief of Koonting, to meet 
me at Koonting, and on reaching there I anchored off the town. Shortly 
after the chief and his people arrived, and I then went ashore to meet 
him and his people there assembled. Toomaney is the head Chief over 
all the towns in the neighbourhood of Koonting, viz. ;—Dobo, Yuona, 
Kooting, and Carantabah. After hearing what Toomaney had to say, 
which was to the effect that he did not countenance the Carantabah 
affair, and blamed them, he tried to deter me by argument from pro- 
ceeding to Carantabah. He eventually gave me two of his men, who 
accompanied me. That night we anchored at the Trading Wharf of 
Carantabah. 

The town is situate about two miles inland (North Bank). Between 
the river side and the town a bush intervenes, and close to the town 
(Mandingo, and stockaded) is another Jolloff town, also a stockade, and 
about a mile distant further inland is another town (Toronkos), all three 
lying within “easy access of éach other ; and I have ascertained that 
there are about 200 men in the Mandingo town. The two others 
(Jolloff and Toronko) can muster a large number respectively. 

On the 24th I sent messengers up to the Mandingo Stockade, and the 
Chief and headmen ‘came down to the Trading Wharf. I went on shore 
and delivered my message, viz., what your Excellency desired. They 
stated, as usual, that they were sorry for what had occurred, that it was 
the young men who had fired, &c., &c., and did all the mischief, but did 
not intend to shoot the sailors; it was the Bundoo passengers on board 
the vessel they. wanted, &c., &c.; and after hearing them out, I stated 
I wanted the men given up. They replied that all the young men 
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attacked, that there were some sixty passengers on board the “ Skylark,” 
that they fired, and in fact all were concerned in the attack. 

On finding this to be the case, and their refusal to give up any of the 
men (and there must have been fifty or sixty of them), and previously 
having ascertained that none of the sailors could identify any who fired, 
I, bearing in mind your Excellency’s remark that it was necessary, to 
ensure a conviction, they must be identified, I then imposed a fine of 200 
dollars (40/.) on the town, and requested payment as soon as possible, 
this being the only feasible plan that offered itself to punish. them, as it 
was impossible to fire at the town two miles inland and out of our sight, 
the force of thirteen men being too small to land for an attack. 

After a long discussion amongst. themselves, they agreed to pay this 
fine of 200 dollars, and the.remainder of that day and the next day 
(25th), they were employed bringing down to the traders’ wharf ground- 
nuts in payment; and before I left on the 27th they had delivered on 
board the “‘ Skylark ” 111 bushels, equal to 11/. 2s. of the fine, and I 
now beg to enclose the receipt of their delivery to Messrs. Brown’s. house, 
for your Excellency’s disposal. 

I then left for McCarthy’s, informing them I should return in 
three days unless the remainder of the fine was made up; and on the 


_ 28th messengers from Koonting arrived here, informed me that the 


Dobo, Koonting, Yuona, and Sambancunda people were all collecting 
the balance of the payment in ground-nuts, and asked me to refrain 
from visiting Carantabah again, as the fine would be made up by them 
and the towns mentioned. They were all helping. 

I questioned all the sailors here, and not one could identify the man 
or men who shot the sailor; they said they knew it was the Carantabah 
people who fired at them. This had been admitted by the people them- 
selves. One sailor said he could swear one of More Sance’s warriors 
pointed his gun at him, but the army of More Sance is scattered over 
the country. Mr. Rendall, Messrs. Brown’s agent, also informed me 
that none of the sailors on board the “Skylark” could say who were 
the identical men who shot the sailor. 

On the 26th instant, still at anchor at Carantabah, a messenger from 
Ceescunda (in Sandon Creek), from the Chief More Sance, came to the 
wharf. He would not come on board the steamer, saying he was afraid. 
He left, not saying what he wanted, but said he should come to 
McCarthy’s. There is no doubt he was sent to see what was doing, 
as More Sance’s people were concerned in the attack. 

Last night (Friday), a messenger from Koonting arrived, stating the 
reason why they did not come yesterday according to promise, was, they 
were engaged collecting ground-nuts at Yuona for the payment. 

This morning (Saturday), the messenger came to say that there is 
collected at Yuona 62.bushels ground-nuts, equal to 31, dollars, equal to 
61. 4s., making total payment 17/. 6s. on account. of the fine. These 
will be delivered to Mr. Rendall, who sends a vessel for them, and. a 
receipt will be given. 

/ They further state the remainder of the fine will be delivered as soon 
as they can collect it from the different towns. 

There is a large quantity of ground-nuts belonging to traders at 
Carantabah, and in Sandon Creek, and I respectfully suggest. that time 
be given to have all the nuts cleared away before hostilities take place 
between us and Carantabah, in the event of the remainder of the fine 
not being paid, and it will be advisable to have the small mountain gun 
(7-pounder), now at Bathurst, sent up for service on. shore, and at least 
fifty men, as it is impossible to attack with success with only thirteen 


constables. The militia would.pe required for service to protect the. 
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island in our absence, and to do duty as drivers to the convicts in the 
gaol in the absence of the regular constables. 


I have received a message to the effect that Barcerry Sardah, King of | 


Bundoo, had sent to say he was to start this week from Bandoo on his 
way to Catabar opposite here, that he should not pass near the river 
side, and that it was his intention to come to Joncacunda (opposite). 
Having previously received information of the coming of this King, and 
his non-arrival, I have become careful how I report. it. At first I did 
not credit it, but I now feel inclined to believe that it is the intention 
of the King "of Bundoo to try and reinstate the King of Catabar on his 
throne. 

From my personal knowledge of Bundoo and this King, I shall not be 
surprised to see his army opposite here before the end of this month, 
particularly as the Foutah Foulahs are encamped two days’ journey 
from Dorna (Moloh’s town on the south). Moloh is making the Foutah 
Foulahs large presents to try and conciliate-them, and is preparing for 
war. He has already had a large number of canoes made, and has placed. 
them along the banks of the river from Barbosa’s Wharf to Kihie and 
Barragally, to enable his people to escape to the north bank if necessary, 
and some will try no doubt to find refuge here. I have therefore had all 
our canoes locked on the island. 

The steamer takes away about 34 cords of wood. The fires were put 
out when at anchor, as usual. 

I have the honour to inclose the accounts of this station, by which 
your Excellency will observe there is a balance of 4/. 18s. 9d. in hand, 
and this will go to meet the militia pay for the few days they have been 
on duty. I have therefore to ask your Excellency for.a remittance.

I nave the honour to transmit to you a copy of a ietter I have 
received from the King of Brekama, and of my answer, and report on 
the present state of Lower Combo. 

2. I received the letter yesterday morning, and at 12 o’clock had an 
interview with the King at Government House. His conversation was 
to the same purport as his letter, praying for assistance against the 


Marabouts. I told him I was prepared to assist him in the shape of: 


mediation, but that similar offers previously made had not been accepted. 
I informed him that I had received his letter, and that I should prefer 
not to enter on the subject of his proposal to cede his lands to the 
British during our interview, but would answer it in writing. 

3. In a despatch of Captain Cooper’s, 26th March 1873, he reported 
that the Marabouts must shortly be masters of the whole of Lower 


Combo, as at that time two towns only remained in the possession of the / 


Marabouts. Brekama, where the King resided, has fallen, and King 
Seesee Angelah is a fugitive. One town, Busumballa, still holds out, 
a must ere long change masters. 

. The proceedings of the Marabouts are causing some anxiety in 
British Combo, as they have advanced close to our boundary line, 
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threatening to destroy the town of Soccotah, alleging that the people of 
that place, although Marabouts, are harbouring armed Sonninkees, who 
are preparing to attack them. The Alcade and Almamee, the Chief and 
Head Priest, sent messengers to me on the 30th ultimo, acquainting me 
with their intention, thinking it right to inform me of it as Socootah is 
so close to the British line. ~ i 

5. At the same time some of the headmen of Socootah came to me 
and denied the truth of the charge made against them, and begged my 
interference to save them from attack. They said the Goonjour Mara- 
bouts were angry because they had not joined them. 

6. I sent Mr. Elliott, the interpreter, the Socootah to ascertain the 
truth of the statement of the Goonjour people; and on his return he re- 
ported that there were no Sonninkees in the town. Mr. Smith, the 
Manager of Combo, has also visited Socootah, and states that there are 
no strangers of any kind in the place, and that the people have observed 
strict neutrality. 

7. The reason why the people of Socootah have applied to me is, that 
in March 1873 the stockade round the town was pulled down by the 
police and Combo militia, Captain Cooper being of opinion that a forti- 
fied town on the borders of our land was dangerous to the safety of 
British Combo. They consider that, as we have deprived them of their 
means of defence, we should protect them. 

8. In consequence of the message from Goonjour, and of the prayer 
of the people of Socootah, I wrote to the Alcade and Almamee, begging 
them not to interfere with people who had kept aloof from both parties 
during the struggle, and urging peace both in their own interest and in 


ours. I transmit a translation of their reply, which was written in 


Arabic. 

9. I think, from the tenor of the letter, that there is no indication of 
any hostile feeling towards us; but it is possible that, should the Son- 
ninkees suffer another defeat and take refuge, as they are likely to do, 
in our territory, the Marabouts may cross our line in pursuit. ‘They 
are, however, well aware that an alliance between us and the Sonninkees, 
as the consequence of any hostile demonstration against us, would result 
in their being driven out of Combo.

Drar Sir, reer Bathurst, May 5, 1874. 
Wirnout mentioning the facts which have caused me to be in 
Bathurst an exile from my throne and country, I wish in a few words 
to state to you some proposals I am desirous of making. But, first, I 
must state that you are aware that during the Sabbajee wars, when your 
Government fought with the Marabouts, I was an ally, and lent my 
assistance and fought with your soldiers against the Marabouts. Ever 
since that time I have been troubled with them, until at last, by stealth, 
they have burnt my capital and driven me from my kingdom. How- 
ever, the propositions I wish to make to you are these :— 
The countries, five in all, namely, Toojehreng, Sagnang, Coonjooroo, 
Cartong, and Jamboor, are all mine, but are now inhabited by Marabouts. 
I wish to accede them to your Government. These countries, along with 
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Men -  Brecarmer, belonged for ages to my forefathers, Kings of Brecarmer. I

The countries have a seaboard, and may be useful to your Government. 

My next proposition is that you will render me some little help in my 
present embarrassing condition. 

Before concluding, I think it may be advisable to ask you to have a 
good care about the Marabouts. 

My great-grandfather, Marmodoo, allowed them to settle at Coojooroo 
as a then poor and helpless people. They have now advanced so far as 
to make war on Marmodoo’s great-grandson. You will find that, unless 
you place some restrictions on them, they may give your Government 
some trouble in the future. 

I shall call on you to day, but I send this on before I reach you.

The Governor of Bathurst to the King of Brekama. 


Greeting : Government House, May 5, 1874. 
WHEN I had the pleasure of a visit yesterday from your Majesty 
at Government House I informed you that I had received your letter 
that morning, and that I would give you an answer in writing. I now 
do so. a 

In your letter you state that you are desirous of making some pro- 
posals to me, But first you call my attention to the fact that in the 
Sabbajee war you lent your assistance to the British Goyernment and 
fought with our soldiers against the Marabouts. 

Since that time you state that you have been troubled by the Mara- 
bouts, and that at length they have burnt your capital and driven you 
from your kingdom. 

After an enumeration of the countries, five in number, over which 
you claim sovereignty, but which are now in the possession of the Mara- 
bouts, you offer to cede them to the British Government. 

There are several reasons why I must reject your offer. 

Ist. There is no desire on the part of the Government to acquire any 
more territory. than it at present possesses. 

2nd. A claim to the several countries enumerated. by you, which you 
propose to cede to the British Government, would be disputed by the - 
Marabouts, who now occupy them by right of conquest. _We should 
thus become involved in hostilities with the Marabouts. 

3rd. The Treaty entered into on ‘the 24th of March 1873, provides 
that, for certain considerations agreéd to by the Chiefs and Headmen of 
the Marabouts in Lower Combo, the Governor of Bathurst shall “‘ respect 
“ in every way) the territory held by the Marabouts,.and will not inter- 
“ fere with their laws, customs, or proceedings amongst themselyes, &c.” 

I hold that Treaties are sacred, and the honour of this Government 
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and my own require that the one to which I have alluded should be 
strictly adhered to. 

The only assistance I can afford you in your distress is to attempt, by 
mediation, to obtain favourable terms for you from the Marabouts. But, 
in the conversation you had with me yesterday, you seemed unwilling 
to make any terms with your enemies, short of a surrender to you of the 
country and the towns they have wrested from you. 

Since the war broke out, my predecessors and myself have offered our 
good services to both parties, but without avail. 

Our advice has been freely offered, but has been rejected, or not acted 
on, by both parties. 

I sympathise deeply in your Majesty’s trouble, but cannot interfere to 
any greater extent than I have pointed out.

The Hart or CARNARVON. to GOVERNOR BERKELEY, C.M:G. 


Sir, Downing Street, June 11, 1874. 

I wAvE received your despatch of the 15th ultimo, covering one 
from the Administrator of the Gambia, reporting certain proceedings 
taken on account of an attack made by the natives on a boat belonging 
to Mr. T. Brown in the Upper River opposite the landing-place of the 
town of Carantabah. 

As the case now comes before me, I think that Mr. Tanner, the 
Manager of McCarthy’s Island, showed prudence in not engaging in 
doubtful hostilities, and I trust that the rest of the fine imposed by him 
upon the offending natives will by this time have been paid, and that the 
chance of further collision is at an end. 

I observe that Carantabah is stated to be some 20 miles up the River 
Gambia beyond McCarthy’s Island. 

Although, so long as this latter place is held by the Government of 
the Gambia, merchants trading up the river to that point are no doubt 
entitled to expect protection from the Colonial Governor against un- 
provoked attacks by the natives, I am of opinion that they should be 
warned that in going beyond this place for the purposes of trading, or for 
any other purpose, they will do so at their own risk, and must not look 
for protection or redress in a part of the country where English authority 
does not exist. 

Tt will be desirable that, in the first instance, the Administrator should 
give this warning privately to the different firms who trade up the River 
Gambia.

bik Recent events at the Gold Coast, and the debates in Parliament, have 
Nor 1a¥6. given rise to a vague feeling that the negotiations with. the French 
__ ' Government, for an exchange of territory on the West Coast of Africa, 


might be renewed. 

Since I have been here I have had fr equent opportunities of ascertain- 
ing the state of feeling on the subject, and at present it is ostensibly a“ 
same as in 1869 and 1870. 

The shopkeepers and small traders fear that they may be atipgieeded 
by Frenchmen of the same class ; and they also feel the same disinclina- 
tion as the native inhabitants, to pass from mild British sway to French 
military rule. I do not believe that this feeling would be more than 
temporary, as the greater activity introduced by a French occupation 
would speedily reconcile them to the change. 

Those who would have most reason to dread a change are the natives 
in the neighbourhood of the Settlement. It would be the policy of the 
French to conciliate the river natives, who.are the principal growers of © 
the ground-nut, but no such incentive would rule their conduct in 
dealing with the Marabouts of Lower Combo, who now possess the 
whole of that country up to the British boundary. They cultivate but 
little, their trade is war, and a strong enmity exists between them and 
the French. 

The wide extension of Marabout power of late has caused great 
uneasiness ‘to the British residents in Combo; and the warlike and 
aggressive character of the people would be a strong reason for handing 
over the settlements to a military power able to keep them in check. 

War has been going on in the Upper River, and the Colonial steamer 
“St. Mary” has “been stationed there for some time. She has just 
returned with information from Mr. Tanner, the manager of McCarthy 
Island, that hostilities have ceased for the present. 

These native wars in our immediate vicinity not only injure our trade, 
but are calculated at any moment to force us into collision with one of 
the belligerents, and I feel sure that these settlements can be safe only 
under the rule of a military power. 

The enclosed tables will enable your Lordship to judge of the state 
of trade for years 1870 to 1873, inclusive. They have been prepared 
in my office by Mr. W. H. Berkeley from the Custom House books, and 
their accuracy may be relied on. 

I have entered more fully on the subject of the cession of the Gambia 
than was strictly warranted by your Lordship’s letter ; but a desu 
place before you the present state of the Settlements will, I trust, 
accepted by your Lordship as my apology.

ADMINISTRATOR amie to GovERNOR BERKELEY. 


Sir, Government House, June 26, 1874. 

In my despatch of the 6th May lost I informed your Excellency 
that the Marabouts of Lower Combo had threatened to destroy the town’ 
of Socootah, lying within a few yards of the boundary line of British 
Combe. 

2. They have carried their threat into execution, and have driven 
out the inhabitants who are now refugees i in British territory. 
3. I have already mentioned that, in March last year, Captain Cooper 
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destroyed the stockade round Socootah, as he considered it endangered 
the security of our people residing near the boundary. 

4. The cultivable land is so limited in British Combo that many 
persons have established farms outside our boundary on the land then 
belonging to the King of Combo, to whom they paid rent. 

5. Towards the end of last month I was informed that the Marabouts 
had commenced the construction of a stockade round Socootah, and had 
driven away the persons cultivating the land in the neighbourhood. 

6. I directed Mr. Smith, the manager, to ascertain how far these 
statements were correct, and he confirmed them, adding that the Combo 
people were in great distress at being driven from their farms, and at 
the prospect of a fortified Marabout town on the boundary line. 

7. Lremonstrated with the Marabout Chiefs, who, as usual, expressed 
their desire to be on friendly terms with the British Government, but 
stated that if they did not keep possession of the land taken from the 
Sonninkees, it would be immediately reoccupied by the latter, and the 
fruits of their conquest would be lost to them. That, with regard to 
the British subjects cultivating the land, they paid the rent to the King 
of Combo, a proceeding they could not submit to, but that they were 
willing to make an arrangement with me, which they thought would 
suit both parties. 

8. I have accordingly agreed with them that a strip of land, about 
two miles in breadth, bounded on one side by our line, shall be con- 
sidered as neutral ground, and that the Combo people shall be at 
liberty to cultivate it, but that no-houses or towns shall be erected on it, 
and that the rents shall be paid to the Marabouts of Goungoor, so long 
as they are in possession of the ground. 

9, I understand from Mr. Smith that the people of Combo are satis- 
fied with the arrangement, and are returning to their work. Asa proof 
of good faith, the Marabouts have destroyed the stockade they were 
building at Socootah, 

10. I have increased the police force in Combo, and have stationed 
men in the villages bordering on the boundary line. 

11. I believe that for the present, there is no danger of further an- 
noyance from the Marabouts, but the Alcalde and the Almame of Goun- 
goor, who are undoubtedly well disposed towards us, are very old men, 
and, in the event of their death, they would be succeeded by younger 
men, with probably more ambitious views, and with less control over 
the aggressive spirit of their followers. 

12. I am well aware that there is a strong hankering after Sabbajee, 
which the Marabouts do not hesitate to say belongs to them, and in the 


event of their attempting to regain possession of it, they would, I fear, 


meet with assistance from the Marabouts of Baccow and Barcotea, who, 
although living on British territory and under British rule, cannot lose 
sight of the fact that they are Marabouts. 

13. I beg that your Excellency will not think me an alarmist, but the 
warlike and aggressive-character of the Mahometans forces on me the 
conviction that they will not long remain satisfied with the extent of 
land they have wrested from the Sonninkees.

Mr. Grant to the Hart or CARNARVON. 


8, Conduit Street, Regent Street, London, 
My Lorp, October 6, 1874. 

I Ave the honour to inform your Lordship that I am a native 
of Sierra Leone, West Africa, and a member of the Legislative Council 
there. 

2. Although I am on a visit to England on private business affairs, 
still I feel it a duty incumbent on me, before leaving for home, to crave 
an interview with your Lordship, as there are certain matters, from a 
native point of view, connected with the financial and political arrange- 
ments of the Sierra Leone Government, which may not be uninteresting 
to your Lordship to have some knowledge of. 

3. Finding, however, that your Lordship_is out, of town, and is not 
likely to return before I leave London, I therefore venture most respect- 
fully to embody in writing my views on those matters which pertain 
to the financial and political arrangements of Sierra Leone and its 
adjancies. 

4. The re-arrangement of the tariff of Sierra Leone by Governor 
Pope Hennessy, in 1872, by abolishing the house and land and road 
taxes, as well as the duties on articles imported, excepting those on 
spirits and tobacco, was, in my humble opinion, the wisest and best 
financial re-arrangement that could be made for the Settlement ; but— 

5. In carrying out that re- arrangement, the political situation of the 
countries adjacent to but not within the jurisdiction of the Government 
of Sierra Leone, was somehow or other overlooked. In consequence of 
which there has been a general falling off in the revenue of the Colony. 
The fact, my Lord, is this: the countries without the jurisdiction of the 
Sierra Leone Government, I-mean those between Sierra Leone and the 
Searcies River on the north, and between Sierra Leone and British 
Sherbro on the south, are taken advantage of by some traders of Sierra 
Leone, who erect establishments there as a sort of depdt. wherein 
immense quantities of spirits and tobacco are stored by them for the 
express purpose of evading the duties levied in Sierra Leone on those 
articles. ‘The consequence is, these articles are sold to the natives at-a 
much cheaper rate than that at which they can be obtained in Sierra 
Leone, to the great detriment of the revenue of the Settlement. 

6. Governor Pope Hennessy, I believe, saw and felt“ the difficulty, 
that is, of some traders adopting such a course ultimately. Governor 


Berkeley, who is now in England, and with whom, when in ‘Sierra . 


Leone, I had several conversations on the subject, saw and felt it also, 
and promised to explain it lucidly to your Lordship. 

7. The best and safest course, I think, to pursue, and which I beg 
most respectfully and earnestly to recommend to your Lordship, is the 
acquiring, either -by purchase or. by treaty che eee the adjacent 
_countries referred to above. 

8. By adopting such a course the advantages peel) therefrom, my 
Lord, will be as follows :— 

(a) The increase in the revenue will be eeteedentel, and more 
than amply supply all the needs of the Government. Added to this, 
there will be sufficient funds to alter, for the better, the sanitary 
arrangements of the Colony, which are, at present, (if I may be allowed 
to use plain terms) truly deplorable. 

(8.) There will be a cessation from civil feuds and predatory wars, 
the influences of which have been very disastrous on those adjacent 
countries, and have, in a very great measure, hampered the progress of 
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commerce and religion, and civilization which are indispensables in every en 
land, especially in all nascent communities. CLERKSHIPS: 
9. Although Iam fully aware that the decisions of the Select Com-  Lowzr 
mittee of the House of Commons, appointed in 1865 to scrutinize _Diviston. 
narrowly affairs pertinent to West Africa, was to the effect that there Nov- 1876- 
should be no addition to the territorial limits of the Settlements, still, eee 
my Lord, I.must candidly confess that the future welfare of Sierra 
Leone depends, in the main, on the annexation of the adjacent countries. 
To confirm the truth of my statement, I beg most respectfully to 
inform your Lordship that, in 1870, Sir Arthur Kennedy advised the 
Imperial Government to endeavour to come to terms with the French 
Government and cede to them the Gambia in exchange for their posses- 
sions contiguous with Sierra Leone. But for the late Franco-Prussian 
War, this might have been carried to effect. Mr. Pope Hennessy, who 
was also of the same opinion, gave, I believe, the same advice to the 
| Imperial Government. 
| 10. One all-encouraging fact worth noticing, my Lord, is that the 
| natives are quite ready and willing, and have already offered, to transfer 


these countries to the Colonial Government. 

11. I must, in conclusion, apologise for trenching upon your Lord- 
ship’s valuable time, The very deep interest I take in my country and 
| nothing else is my only plea.

ADMINISTRATOR KortTRIGHT to ADMINISTRATOR FRENCH. 


Str, Government House, November 19, 1874. 
I HAveE the honour to inform you that, on the 81st of October, 
Mr. Smith, Manager of Combo, sent me information that messengers 
from the Alcade and Almame of Gounjour had called on him at Cape 
St. Mary, and stated to him that they were on their way to Bathurst to 
see me with a complaint that in an attack made’ lately on the town of 
Perang, they had wounded three persons, residents of British Combo, 
and that at Sonninkees were permitted to take refuge in British ground, 
and prepare themselves there for war, they would for the future show 
no quarter to the conquered, but would pursue them even to Cape St. 
Mary and destroy them. : 

2. The following day the messenger arrived in Bathurst, and delivered 
a message to me to that effect. 

3. The statement is.untrue. The greatest vigilance has been ex- 
ercised by Mr. Smith and by the police stationed on the: frontier to 
prevent any infraction of the strict neutrality I had» declared to’ be the 
policy of the Government. Solitary cases may have occurred, which 
escaped the observation of those in charge of the boundary line, but I 
am quite confident that no such number of Sonninkees’ has issued from 
our ground as would have the slightest influence on the warlike opera- 
tions of the. Marabouts. ; Ho 

4. T told the messengers that the’ complaint was unfounded, that the 
Gounjour people knew well that no assistance, direct or indirect, had 
been given to either party, and that they must be well aware that had 
I wished to injure them I could have entered into an alliance with the 
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Sonninkees, which would have had the effect of driving them out of 
Combo, I charged them further to tell the Aleade and Almame that 
a crossing of an armed body of men into British territory would con- 
stitute an invasion, and that I would repel by force any violation of our 
territory. 

5. In order to be sure that the message delivered to me really 
emanated from the Chiefs of Gounjour, I directed John Elliott, the 
Government Interpreter and Messenger, to proceed with the messengers 
to Gounjour. On his return, he stated to me that he had been received 
in an unfriendly manner, and that he was told that the threat made 
would be put into execution. 

6. As matters appeared to assume a dangerous aspect I issued a 
Proclamation forbidding the sale of munitions of war of any description, 
and directed Mr. Smith to call a meeting of all the Chiefs and Head- 
men of British Combo, in order to obtain such information as they 
might be able or willing to give me with respect to the real designs of 
the Marabouts. I met twenty- -two Chiefs and Headmen at the Cape on 
the 11th instant, and having explained to them the position of affairs, 
I asked them for information. As I expected I received none, but the 
meeting had the good effect of showing that I was taking measures of 
defence. The Chiefs and Headmen were informed that, in the event 
of a hostile demonstration on the part of the Marabouts, I should 
require a quota of men from each of them as a native contingent, and 
should treat as enemies any refusing or neglecting to comply with the 
order. 

7. I directed Mr. Smith to make out a list of the men belonging to 
the Combo Militia, and to hold them in readiness to assemble for service 
at any moment. A fair number of volunteers also offered their services. 
I sent a reinforcement of armed police to the frontier, under charge 
of an intelligent non-commissioned officer, with orders to disarm all 
persons, whether Marabouts or Sonninkees, who might attempt to enter 
or to leave British Combo, and to give me instant information of any 
movement taking place outside our boundary line. 

8. A few days since I was informed that the Chiefs of Gounjour, 
finding from the precautions | had taken that they would not be per- 
mitted to carry out their threat with impunity, were about to send a 
deprecatory message to me. 

8. Four accredited messengers came in yesterday, and literally begged 
pardon for the previous message sent to me, and hoped that I would 
overlook what had taken place; : as it was far from their desire to quarrel 
with the British Government. They stated that they had heard that I 
had, accompanied by the great men of Bathurst, met all the Combo 
Chiefs, and made other preparations in consequence of the aspect of 
affairs. I told them that I accepted the apology, and should still main- 
tain strict neutrality, but that 1 should resist any invasion of any part 
of the Queen’s territory under ae charge, from whatsoever quarter it 
might be made. - 

10. I have no doubt that the Marabouts intended to carry out their 
threat, but were diverted from their purpose by the prompt but simple 
measures taken to oppose them. Had they been permitted to cross the 
frontier, they would have taken the first step towards the accomplish- 
ment of their desire of regaining possession of Sabbajee.

PASSAGE FOR DICTATION. (1.) 


The king of England disposed his little force in such a manner as to 
make it appear more numerous than it really was. In front he placed 
sharp stakes pointed with iron, a contrivance which was of great service 
in keeping off the enemy’s cavalry. He then rode along the line clad 
in shining armour, with a crown of gold, adorned with precious stones, 
on his head, and addressed an animating speech to each division as he 
passed. The two armies were now drawn-up nearly opposite to each 
other; but for want-of space the French were not in such good order 
as the English, who were waiting, every man in his place, with his bow 
ready bent, for the moment when the charge should be sounded. That 
instant, the archers.who were in front discharged a flight of arrows 
which threw the French line into some confusion. As soon as they had 
expended all their arrows, they rushed on the enemy with their swords 
and battle axes, and defeated the first line. The second French line then 
advanced, and encountered the second line of the English, led on by 
Henry. The conflict was close and furious, and the Duke of Gloucester’ 
was wounded and unhorsed, and would have been slain had not Henry 
defended him till he could be borne off the field. On this the French 
commander, who had made an oath to kill or take the English king, 
forced his way to Henry, and aiming a furious blow, eleft the crown on 
the helmet; but was immediately overborne and slain without doing 
him any further injury. . Highteen other French knights had also taken 
the same vow, and, like the duke, lost their lives in attempting to fulfil 
it, being all killed by the king’s faithful squire David, and two other | 
Welshmen, who defended their master at the cost of their own lives. 
Henry knighted these his brave defenders as they lay bleeding to death 
at his feet. 


PASSAGE FOR DICTATION. (2.) 


They looked back more than once on the camp, now one great scene 
of fire, by whose red and glaring light they could discover on the ground 
the traces of Charles’s retreat. About three miles from the scene of 
their defeat, the sound of which they still heard, mingled with the bells - 
of the city, which were ringing in triumph, they reached a half-frozen 
swamp, round -which lay several:dead bodies. The most conspicuous 
was that of Charles, once the possessor of such unlimited power—such 
unbounded wealth. He was partly stripped and plundered, as were 
those who lay round him. His body was pierced with several wounds 
inflicted by various weapons. His sword was still in his hand, and the 
singular ferocity which was wont to animate his features in battle, still / 
dwelt on his stiffened countenance.

‘greatness, , his attendant, who was looking out on the path they had just 
pursued, exclaimed, “ To horse, my lord! here is no time to mourn the 


“ dead, and little to save the living—the Swiss are upon us.”

morial antiquity and by the royal word, was occupied by some apostate. 
This then was the reward of that heroic loyalty never once found want- 
ing through the vicissitudes of fifty tempestuous years. It was for this 
that the clergy had endured spoliation and persecution in the cause of 
Charles the First. It was for this that they had stood in the front of 
the battle against those who sought to despoil James of his birthright. 
To their fidelity alone their oppressor owed the power which he was now 
employing to their ruin. They had long been in the habit of recounting 
in acrimonious language all that they had suffered at the hand of the 
Puritan in the day of his power. Yet for the Puritan there was some 
excuse.

CORRESPONDENCE RELATING TO THE AFFAIRS OF THE GoLp Coast. 
No. 1. 


Governor STRAHAN to the Hart or CARNARVON. 
Sone ee es October 12.) 


Government House, Cape Coast, 
My Lorp, September s 1874. 
REFERRING to my despatch of the 31st ultimo, reporting the 
return of Captain Lees to Cape Coast, from his mission to Coomassie 
and Juabin, I have the honour to forward to your Lordship a report of 
his proceedings. ‘ 

2. Your Lordship will have learnt from my despatch of the 13th 
of July that soon after the close of the late expedition, the people of 
Krakie, who were soon afterwards followed by the Juabins, had deter- 
mined to throw off their allegiance to King Koffee Calcalli, a determi- 


‘ot 
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nation which {was openly expressed by the Juabin portion of the 
Embassy before the Coomassie Ambassadors at the interview which 
formed the subject of the despatch above referred to, that there were. 
rumours that others of the tribes were following the lead given to them 
by Juabin; that King Koffee Calcalli endeavoured, through his Am- 
bassadors, to obtain my interference to bring back the tribes who had 
already left him, and to prevent’a further defection of his people; that 
failing in this, the Coomassie Ambassadors confined themselves to a 


request, in which the Juabin Ambassadors joined them), thai I would 


send some one to Coomassie and Juabin to prevent war, and that for 
the reasons, and under the circumstances stated to your Lordship, I 
arranged that Captain Lees should proceed to Coomassie on the 14th 
of July last. 

3. Your Lordship will now observe from Captain Lees’ report that at 


' the time of his arrival at Coomassie the state of affairs in Ashantee 


was such as to leave no doubt in his mind that an outbreak of hostilities 
was imminent, that King Koffee Calcalli, after many unsuccessful 
attempts to induce Captain Lees to exert an influence to bring back the 
defeated tribes to their allegiance, accepted the suggestion that such 
concessions should be made by Coomassie with regard to Juabin as to 
render an amicable arrangement possible; that, as a result, the inde- 
pendence of Juabin has been agreed to by King Koffee Calealli, and 
that both Kings swore to maintain peace, to keep open roads, to give 
up prisoners then in their hands, and to allow old disputes to die out. 

4. The object of Captain Lees’ mission, viz., to avert a war, having 
thus been attained, he left Coomassie on the 17th of August, arriving 
at Cape Coast on the 25th. 

5. The Coomassie Ambassadors have waited upon me on several occa- 
sions since Captain Lees’ return. 

6. In the first interview they expressed their thanks for the peaceful 
arrangement of affairs as brought about by Captain Lees. 

7. At the second they started with a statement, which I have since 
ascertained to be a falsehood, that the people of a certain village had 
stopped the road through their district to people of Coomassie, and on 
my expressing the difficulty I had in reconciling their statement with 
the fact of the arrival of a large number of Coomassie traders the day 
before, they requested I would send some one to Coomassie (they 
suggested a policeman) who should be instructed to report to me from 
time to time how things were going on. 

8. L replied, much in the same terms as those used by Captain Lees 
before the King at Coomassie, that I could not mix myself up in the 


disputes of tribes outside British jurisdiction; that in the interests of 


peace I had agreed, at the request of both Coomassie ‘and Juabin, to 
mediate between them to prevent a war, which was said to be imminent, 
and at a time when communication between them had ceased; that 
both Kings had now sworn to maintain peace, and that here ended the 
part which I consented to take. , 

9. As to sending a policeman, they were not slow to see that a man 


in this position would neither have my confidence nor theirs, and that 
‘influences might be brought to bear upon him to induce him to act 


beyond his instructions. 

10. I endeavoured further, in reply to their persistent requests to 
regain for the King his lost authority, to impress upon them that they 
must at once abandon any hope of my interference with a view to 
bringing back the disaffected tribes to their allegiance. 

11. At a third interview held yesterday, which was resumed to-day, 
they brought me a message, purporting to be from the King (for I place 
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little reliance on anything the Ambassadors say), that he begged me to 
ask the Queen to send some one in authority to live at Coomassie, and 
“arrange matters for him.” be 

12. On being questioned as to what was meant by the last expression, 
they stated, with a coolness which was half amusing, half irritating, and 
as if the subject was being brought forward for the first time, and was 
to be treated de novo irrespective of anything that had passed before, 
that the King wished some one “ to bring his people back, as everybody 
‘* was leaving him, and he must starve.” 

13. The Ambassadors, misinterpreting (I believe purposely) the refer- 
ence to a mission or embassy which they were informed by the Acting 
Administrator it was in contemplation to send to Coomassie with 
presents to the King, said that the Queen had promised to send some 
one to live at Coomassie, and that the King “begged me very much” 
to ask the Queen to send some one as soon as possible, and until there 
should be time to have the Queen’s answer to send some one from here. 

14. I explained fully, at least I took considerable trouble through 
the interpreter to convey to their minds, what were the views of Her 
Majesty’s Government on this point, which I impressed upon them 
were based upon the sincerity of the King’s intentions to conduct 
himself straight forwardly and in compliance with the terms of the Treaty. 

15. I will not trouble your Lordship with an account of all that 
followed my oft-repeated statement of my position as regards the tribes 
beyond our jurisdiction, and of my inability to comply with the King’s 
request. 

16. Suffice it to say that innumerable were the tricks and falsehoods 
to which they had recourse in their endeavours to alter my decision. 

17. They then begged that I would inform the Queen of everything 
that had passed during Captain Lees’ mission to Coomassie, and of the 
desire of the King to haye some ene in authority sent to Coomassie to 
live there. I informed them that it was my intention to inform Her 
Majesty’s Government of all that had passed at Coomassie, and of all 
they had said; but at the same time that they must not expect any 
alteration to take place in the position which Her Majesty’s Government 
was to maintain towards the tribes outside our jurisdiction. 

18. Messengers from the King of Juabin, accompanied by a large 
number of traders, arrived yesterday, and waited upon me to convey the 
King’s thanks for the part I had taken to prevent, as they expressed it, 
“the country being in confusion.” 

19. It is impossible to foresee, with any degree of certainty, what will 
be the fate of King Koffee Calcalli; but from all I can learn of his 
character, which appears to he treacherous, bloodthirsty, and tyrannical, 
the loss of his power is certainly not to be regretted. Indeed, when the 
Ambassadors urged the wholesale desertion of his people as a ground 
for my interference, I pointed out that the rule of the King must indeed 
have been a hateful one, when the tribes one after another were casting - 
off his yoke on the first opportunity which they had of doing so with 
success. 

20. The Juabins, who, of all the Ashantee tribes appear to be the 
most given to trade, will probably now become the most powerful; but, 
however this may be, I believe that, adhering to the broad principle of 
non-interference, the wisest policy in the altered state of affairs in . 
Ashantee since the date when the Treaty was signed will be to watch 
the course of events and take advantage of our prestige to turn them to 
the best account in the interests of peace and civilization. 

21. Your Lordship will be pleased to learn that large numbers of 
traders are arriving daily at Cape Coast.from all parts of Ashantee, and 
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_ that so good are the prospects of trade that large orders have been sent 


to England to meet the expected increase in transactions with the interior. 

22. Juabins have for some time past been coming also to Accra 
through Akin for purposes of trade. 

23. I will only add that my thanks are due to Captain Lees for the 
ready manner in which he undertook a Mission which, in my opinion, 
will not only have prevented a desultory warfare in the interior, which 
means a stoppage of. trade and a check to civilization, but will be pro- 
ductive of the best results as regards our relations generally with the 
people of the interior. 

24. Captain Lees, who has quite recovered from his slight indisposi- 
tion, proceeds by next outward mail to assume the administration of the 
Government of Lagos.

Sir, Cape Coast, August 31, 1874. 
PAssiING over the circumstances under which I proceeded on the 
14th ultimo to Coomassie and Juabin and the object of my mission to 
their respective kings, which are fully reported in your Excellency’s 
despatch to the Secretary of State of the 13th July last which you were 
good enough to hand tome for perusal, I beg to report as follows :— 

At Coomassie, which I reached on the 28rd ultimo, a great state 
reception had been prepared for me, when the King, the King’s mother, 
Prince Mensah the heir, who I may remark is not the nephew, as was 
generally supposed, but the brother of the King, the head Fetish priest, 
and a large assemblage of Chiefs, headmen, and female attendants of the 
King’s mother, marched past before me, it being evident that nothing 
was left undone to do me honour. 

On the evening of the same day Coffee Calcalli paid mea visit. I 
learnt from what passed at this interview, and from: what I gathered on 
my way to Coomassie, that all communication with Juabin had ceased, 
that messengers sent there by King Coffee Calcalli had been made 
prisoners, and that the tribes of Sootak, Kokofoo, and Becquai had 
sided with Juabin and had seized several Coomassie men, while the 
Coomassie people on their side had made prisoners of people belonging 
to tribes in league with Juabin; in fact, there were all the elements for 
an immediate outbreak between Coomassie and Juabin. 

The King appeared to me to feel that the state of affairs was critical, 
and to appreciate fully the gravity of the situation, but while admitting 


_ that there was a desire to dethrone him and that the tributary tribes had 


deserted him he said that the Chiefs of Coomassie had sworn to fight to 
maintain him on the throne. 

He begged of me that the King of Juabin might either come to 
Coomassie himself, or send a representative, that the headmen of the 
villages which had thrown off their allegiance might be sent for, and 
that I would then exert myself to bring them again under his authority. 

He seemed disappointed that I could not comply with his requests. 

At an interview on the following day, at which were present the 


King, Princes, Chiefs, and headmen of influential families, the same 


requests were urged upon me, when, as on the previous day, I im- 
pressed upon the King that before the Governor would consent to send 
me it was distinctly stated to the Ashantee Ambassadors at Cape Coast 
that I could not bring any pressure to bear upon these tribes which had 
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thrown off their allegiance, to again return to it, that it was only upon — 
the assurance of the Ambassadors that I should not be asked to do — 
more than endeavour to prevent a war that I had-been sent to Coomassie, 


_ that I could not allow myself to become involved in the palavers of tribes 


over whom the Government possessed no authority, nor desired to possess 
any, and that I could only endeavour to find out the causes which had led 


to the present state of affairs, and exert my influence to bring about such 


mutual concessions as would lead to an amicable settlement and prevent, 
in the interests of commerce and civilization, an outbreak of hostilities. 
Notwithstanding my repeated assurances as to the extent to which 
T was authorized to act, the King continued so persistent in requesting 
me to bring back the tribes, towns, and villages, that I threatened to 
discontinue further negotiations and to return to Cape Coast. : 
As he seemed by no means to desire this, I suggested that as he was 
powerless to coerce the people of Juabin, he had better secure peace and 
his own safety by recognizing their independence. 
After several interviews with the King, the King’s mother, and the 


influential Chiefs, the King accepted my suggestion, when it was 


arranged that I should start for Juabin on the 28th to endeavour to 
arrange matters between Coomassie and Juabin. On the 27th nearly 
400 carriers passed before me with presents of provisions, a large pro- 
portion of which I distributed among the principal people of the town; 
similar presents were sent to me by the King’s mother on the morning 
of the 28th before leaving for Juabin, which were similarly disposed of. 

On the 29th I arrived at Juabin, where the reception I met with was 
not less cordial than that given to me at Coomassie. 

The animosity of the King and people of Juabin against King Coffee 
I found to be intense. é 

The people of each tribe were seizing each other whenever they could, 
and I felt that unless a pacific arrangement could be arrived at a 
collision must inevitably take place. 

After interviews held on the 31st ultimo and Ist instant it was 
agreed— 

a That Juabin should be independent of Coomassie. 

2. That it should live in peace with Coomassie, and not incite other 
people to molest Coomassie. 

3. To open all roads through its dominions to all lawful traders of 
any nation whatever. 

4, All prisoners to be handed to me, those who wish to return to 
Coomassie to do so, the others to go where they pleased. 

5. All disputes, grievances, &c., to die and not to be revived. 

The King swore to those conditions on the 7th in the presence of 
Coomassie messengers, whom I had sent for on the 2nd instant, and 
who arrived on the 4th. 

The King of Juabin assured me that his oath would determine the 
conduct of Sootah, Becquai, and Kokofoo, upon whom it would be 
equally binding. S 

I may mention that on this occasion the Coomassie Chief attempted to 


deliver a message from Coffee Calcalli pointing out that Juabin and 


Coomassie had always been together, when he was: met by a storm of 
vehement language against the King, which was with difficulty repressed. 

Having waited at Juabin for the prisoners, 19 in number, afterwards 
increased to 24, until the 9th instant, I left on the morning of the 10th 
for Coomassie, where I arrived on the evening of the same day. 

On the 12th a long palaver took place to consider whether similar 
conditions to those sworn to by the King of Juabin should now be 
sworn to by King Coffee Calealli. 
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At this meeting the old arguments were again gone over, but on the 
following day the King swore to the foliowing conditions :— 

1. Juabin to be independent and King Coffee renounces all authority 
over it. 

2. That he will live at peace with Juabin and not incite others to 
break the peace. 

8. That he will open all roads throughout his dominions to all peace- 
ful traders. ; 

4, Give up all prisoners he now has. 

5. All past disputes, &e. to die and not be revived. 

At Coomassie 8 prisoners were given up. 

I left Coomassie on the 17th instant and arrived here on the 28th, 
haying visited on my way both Becquai and Kokofoo. 

With reference to Becquai I ought to state that the King, although 
' determined never to return to his allegiance to Coomassie while Coffee 
Calcalli is on the throne, expressed his readiness to do so in the event 
of Coffee Calcalli being dethroned.

Government House, Cape Coast, 
My Lorp, September 4, 1874. 

I nAve the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Lordship’s 
despatch of the 17th of July, forwarding a letter from Mr. Fitzgerald, 
editor.of the “ African Times,” urging that endeavours should be made 
to obtain possession, for the purpose of education in England, of some 
person of the royal blood of Ashantee, instead of the boy sent down by 
the King. 

2. The accompanying Memorandum, which I have received from 
_ Captain Lees as the result of his inquiries, goes to show that the heir of 

the present King is the King’s brother, Prince Mensah, who again would 
be succeeded by Quacoe Duah, the son of the King’s sister, the boy who, 
it is suggested by Mr. Fitzgerald, should be entrusted to the care of 
Her Majesty's Government, and is, as far as Captain Lees can learn, 
from 8 to 10 years of age. 

8. Your Lordship will probably agree with me that,in the altered 
state of affairs in the Ashantee Kingdom since the conclusion of the war, 
as reported in my despatch of the 3rd instant, it would be advisable to 
_ defer taking any steps in the matter. 

4, I agree with Mr. Fitzgerald that the boy who is now being edu- 
cated at Cape Coast will be without any influence whatever in Ashantee 
on his return, or perhaps it would be more correctly stated, without that 
influence which, from an English point of view, it is expected that a son 
of the King would possess ; but, as matters now stand, I think we cannot, 
without a breach of faith, decline to send him to England.

(Received October 12.) 


Government House, Cape Coast, 
My Lorp, September 4, 1874. 

From the Report of Dr. Gouldsbury, which was forwarded in the 
Acting Administrator’s despatch of the 3rd of April last, your Lordship 
will have learnt that, in compliance with instructions received from Sir 
Garnet Wolseley, fines had been imposed by Dr. Gouldsbury upon cer- 
tain Kings and Chiefs of the western districts of the Settlement, to be 
paid at the dates specified in the schedule which accompanied the Report 
above referred to. 

2. As the time specified for the payment of all the fines, except one, 
expired during the month of July, I requested Dr. Gouldsbury on the 
Ist of August to proceed to the western districts for the purpose of 


collecting the several amounts. 


3. I enclose Dr. Gouldsbury’s Report of his proceedings, by which 
your Lordship will observe that he was successful in collecting the whole 
of the fine, with the exception of the fine of 56 ounces imposed upon the 


people of Bossuah, who, after many excuses for delaying payment, at 


last offered half the amount, which Dr. Gouldsbury very properly refused 
to accept. 

4. I consider that this conduct on the part of the people of Bossuah, 
whose King is theacknowledged head of the whole of the once trouble- 
some country of Ahanta, afforded me a favourable opportunity of show- 
ing to these people, and to the inhabitants of the western districts 
generally, that they could no longer trifle with the Government with 
impunity, and accordingly I requested Dr. Gouldsbury to return at once 
to Bossuah with a force of twenty Houssas, to increase the fine from 56 
to 70 ounces, allowing a certain time for payment, after which, if the 


fine was not paid, to arrest the King of Bossuah, and such other Chiefs . 


as he might consider advisable, and bring them to Cape Coast. 

5. The full amount, viz., 70 ounces, was handed to Dr. Gouldsbury 
some hours before the expiration of the time fixed for payment. 

6. I am hopeful that the action taken in this matter may go far to 
establish on a firm basis the authority of the Government in this part of 
the Protectorate. 

7. The total amount collected by Dr. Gouldsbury is 3384 ounces, 
equivalent to about 1, 2180,

I rely upon your exercising great firmness in refusing to accept. the 


- usual excuses for delay, and impressing upon the Kings and Chiefs and 


people generally that their promises and protestations of loyalty cannot 
and will not be accepted unless borne out by their actions and general 
conduct.

Your ExceLLency, Elmina Castle, September 1, 1874. 

I wave the honour to report that, in accordance with your in- 
structions of lst ultimo, I proceeded to the western districts on 8th of 
same month in Her Majesty’s ship “‘ Decoy,” which vessel did not arrive 
at Elmina until that day. 

Having called at the intermediate districts for the purpose of warning 
the Kings and Chiefs, upon whom fines had been imposed for disloyal 
conduct during the late war, that the time for payment of these fines 
had expired, and that, on my return from Appolonia, the several 
amounts must be paid over to me, I proceeded on to Appolonia, and 
landed at Baynin on the 10th ultimo. On my arrival I found that 
King Amakie had already paid his fine into the hands of Mr. Sam, 
Acting Civil Commandant of Axim, who was at on when I landed. 

I, therefore, left Baynin next morning for Axim, being accompanied 
by Mr. Sam, who informed me that, acting on a memorandum of mine, 
he had already collected the fines from the King, of Princes, and a por- 
tion of the fines from the King of Axim. 

On the morning of the 14th ultimo the King of Axim paid over to me 
the balanee of his fine, and having received from Mr. Sam the amounts 
collected by him, I left for Dixcove, which place I arrived at on the 
night of the 14th. 

On the following day the King of Aquadah paid me his fine, although 
previous to doing so..he begged me to remit a portion of it, which of 
course I firmly refused. 

On the same day also, viz., 15th ultimo, the King of Boussha came in 
to Dixcove; but I found that he was not prepared to pay his fine, but 
that he was, after his wont, profuse in excuses, and urgent in pleading 
for delay. He and his Chiefs begged me to give them two days more 
of grace, which request I acceded to by giving them up to the afternoon 
of the 17th ultimo. I first, however, pointed out to them how invalid 
were the excuses which they had advanced, and warned them of the risk 
they ran in not acting in a straightforward and upright manner in the 
affair. 
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On the afternoon of the 17th, the King and Chiefs not appearing, I 
sent for them, and, on their arrival, demanded the fulfilment of their 
promise ; to which they replied that they could not pay me all the fine 
then, but that they would pay me a portion of it, and would discharge 
the remainder of their obligation in a few weeks’ time. 

On my refusal to accede to this proposal they entreated that I would 
give them up to 9 o’clock next morning, 18th ultimo, and they promised 
faithfully that if I would do so they would pay over to me the full 
amount of the fine at the hour named. After some consideration, I 
granted them the time they asked for; but I warned them in unmis- 
takeable terms that I would not concede any further period to them, and 
that if they did not fulfil their promise at the appointed hour, I would 
not remain longer at Dixcove, and, furthermore, that once I left, Dixcove 
without having received the fine I would decline to hold any communi- 
cation on the subject with them until I had reported their tergiversation 
to your Excellency. OES 

Nine o’clock next morning came and passed without the King or 
Chiefs appearing ; and at 11 a.m., there being still no sign of the King 
or Chiefs, I started for Secondee. 

As the King of Boussha broke his promise twice, and as he had abun- 
dance of warning and time given to him, I deemed it advisable not to 
delay any longer at Dixcove on his account,-and especially so, as it was 
evident that he and his Chiefs were beginning again and re-enacting the 
old style of pleading delay and excuses, practising deceit and artifice, 
and giving promises which they never intended should bear the fruit of 
performance or fulfilment, all of which conduct characterized the deal- 
ings of the Kings and Chiefs of the coast with the Government before 
the war. 

Believing, therefore, that any further concessions beyond those I had 
already granted the Bousshas would be only an encouragement for the 
re-adoption and continuance of the reprehensible line of conduct alluded 
to, and that such would not only hurtfully effect the Bousshas them- 
selves, but would operate as an inimical example to the other tribes, I 
acted as I did, and I was gratified to find that your Excellency approved 
of the course which I adopted. 

- LT arrived at Secondee on the night of the 18th ultimo, and next day I 
received the Tacorady fine, and also that imposed on Chief Gissah of 
Secondee. , 

Leaving Secondee on the evening of the 19th I reached Chama that 
night, and next morning received the Chama fine from the King. 

With the exception, therefore, of the Boussha fine all the fines were 
now paid. 

I returned to Elmina on the evening of the 20th, and next day pro- 
ceeded to Cape Coast to have an interview with your Excellency. 

I informed you of the result of my mission, and obtained your in- 
structions as to the course which I was to pursue with regard to the 
Bousshas, viz., to return to Dixcove with a body of Houssas, and to 
increase the Boussha fine from 56 to 70 ounces, allowing a certain time 
for payment, at the expiration of which, if the fine was not paid, I 
was with the aid of the Houssas, to arrest the King of Boussha and 
pees the Boussha Chiefs and captains who I thought it advisable to 
punish. 

As your Excellency will remember, I requested that I might be per- 
mitted to proceed with the Houssas by land rather than by sea, for the 
sake of the good effect that I believed the demonstration of firmness, 
power, and rapidity of movement on the part of the Government would 
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have on the tribes en route, which request your Excellency was good 
enough to accede to. . 

As was arranged at the interview, I started from’ Elmina with a 
body of Houssas on the morning of the 23rd ultimo, and reached Dix- 
cove at 10 p.m. on the 24th. Next morning, 25th, I informed the King 
and Chiefs of Boussha that in consequence of their not having paid the 
fine, and of their culpable conduct in breaking their promises, your 
Excellency had added: 14 ounces to the original fine, making the amount 
now demanded 70 ounces; and I gave them up to 10 p.m. on the 26th 
ultimo for payment, informing them at the same time that failure on 
their part would be followed by certain and speedy punishment. 

At 2 o’clock p.m. on the 26th, that is eight hours before the expira- 
tion of the time given them, the Kings and Chiefs appeared and paid 
into my hands the full amount demanded, viz., 70 ounces. 

I am thoroughly convinced that the prompt and decided course taken 
by your Excellency in the affair will have a most desirable effect on the 
minds not only of the Boussha people but of: all the tribes to windward ; 
and that the natives generally will lay to heart the lesson inculeated by 


_ the resolute line of conduct exercised towards the Bousshas. 


Iam of opinion that nothing would be more fatal to the interests of 
our rule on the coast, and to the prosperity and welfare of the people 
themselves, than a vacillating and undecided policy, even in smal! things; 
and that nothing would be more unfortunate in its results than the 
system of holding out threats to the natives without carrying such 
threats into prompt execution.

You will therefore be good enough to take the necessary measures to 
do this, and will communicate this despatch to Dr. Gouldsbury.

Sir, Downing Street, October 27, 1874. 

I am directed by the Earl of Carnarvon to state, for the informa- 
tion of Mr. Secretary Hardy, that, among the many important questions 
connected with the government and future well-being of the newly- 
constituted Colony of the Gold Coast and Lagos, there is none to which 
his Lordship is disposed to attach greater importance than to the execu- 
tion with the least possible delay of such public works as are required 
not only to develop the resources of the country, but to improve to the 
utmost the conditions of health which, for Europeans, cannot at the best 
be other than unfavourable. ‘The selection of sites for hill stations, the 
improvement of communications, whether by road or telegraph, the 
amelioration of the sanitary condition of the towns, as well as the execu- 
tion of such works as may prove practicable for developing their com- 
merece, all of them appear to be essential elements in the policy pursued 
by Her Majesty’s Government on the Gold Coast, which demand early 
and careful consideration. ? 
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2. In these circumstances Lord Carnarvon is very anxious to secure 
the services of a colonial engineer possessing such qualifications as will 
enable him successfully to overcome the many difficulties with which he 
will undoubtedly have to contend. Under thepresent circumstances of 
the Colony, and charged as such an officer would be with duties which 
would bring him into frequent and close contact with native Chiefs and 
tribes, he should be possessed of unusual tact, energy, and clear-sighted- 
ness, in order that the works now undertaken may have the greatest 
possible influence for good upon the future of the country. At the same 
time, the necessity for reasonable economy renders it essential that he 
should be full of resource, and with such practical experience as will 
enable him to turn to the best account the means that he may find ready 
to his hand. 

8. Such being very briefly the class of qualifications which are 
desired, Lord Carnarvon, having’ found it impossible, partly from the 
nature of the climate of the coast, and partly from the difficulty of 
ascertaining accurately the merits, of candidates, to choose from the 


field_of. selection ordinarily open’ ‘to him any individual to whom he 


could with confidence entrust the duties of the post, desires me to 
request that Mr. Secretary Hardy will be good enough to moye His 
Royal Highness the Field-Marshal Commanding-in-Chief to grant to his 


_ Lordship the services of an officer of the Ro al Engineers. 


4, I am to add that, looking to the conditions of climate, and also to 
the fact that the public works to be undertaken will be of a nature 
to demand superior talent in their conception rather than in their 
execution, Lord Carnarvon has come to the conclusion that it will be 
sufficient if the officer selected be employed only for a limited time, 
with the view of preparing a special Report upon the works required, 
and of taking steps for carrying into execution the more pressing ser- 
vices. It is, therefore, proposed,.as the definite term attaching to this 
appointment, that the officer nominated. shall proceed with the least 
possible delay to the Colony, that he shall; remain there not less than 
six months, placing: himself at, the disposal of the Governor, who will 
furnish him with all necessary instructions and facilities for the execu- 
tion of the duties which -have been already adverted to in this letter, 
and that he shall receive as remuneration for his services the sum of 
1,000/., with free passage-out-and-home and travelling allowances.

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_ 38. Having confronted the messenger with one of the Ashantee people 
who had escaped to Cape Coast from Denkera, and who made in my 
presence a statement which left no doubt in my mind that there were 
Ashantees being detained in Denkera, I despatched a messenger along 
with the captain above'referred to, to say to the King that the messen- 
ger whom he had sent to me had not spoken the truth, and that I 
desired that the Ashantees now in his possession might be sent to Cape 


Coast without delay, . 


4, My messenger returned along with one of the King’s Chiefs, 
bearing a letter from the King, to the effect that there were no Ashan- 
tees in Denkera, with the exception of twelve people, whom he begged 


T would allow him to retain as water-carriers. 


5. Immediately on receipt of this letter, which I looked upon as an 
attempt to trifle with the Government, I despatched Dr. Gouldsbury, 
with a force of fifty-three Houssas, to the capital of Tchufful Denkera, 

_ with instructions to demand the twelve Ashantees above referred to, 
and to bring to Cape Coast any others who might be forthcoming ; fur- 
| ther, to impose a fine of 80 ounces of gold (about 1082.) upon the King, 
for not at once having complied with my orders; and in the event of 
the prisoners not being given up, or the fine not being paid, to arrest 
the King and Chiefs, and bring them down to Cape Coast. 

6. Dr. Gouldsbury, as your Lordship will observe, succeeded in 
collecting twenty-one Ashantees and in recovering the fine. 

7. Two out of the number elected to return to Denkera.; the remain-

Your EXcnLiency, 


Elmina, September 18, 1874. 
I wAve the honour to report, in accordance with your instructions, 
T started from Cape Coast with a detachment of fifty-three Houssas, on 
the moriiing of the 10th instant, in order to proceed to'Tchufful Manpou, 
for the double purpose of compelling: King Quassie Baddoo to deliver up 
the Ashantees which he was detaining as captives, and by the exaction 
of the fine which your Excellency had imposed, inflicting punishment on 
the King and Chiefs for’ their reprehensible conduct in disobeying your

Excellency’s positive orders with reference to the Ashantee captives 


alluded to. 


~ Believing, with your’ Excellency, that the sooner punishment followed 
the offence, the more efficacious it would be, both as a punishment and 
a warning, I made forced marches, and thereby succeeded in reaching . 


Manpou at about 10 a.m. on the 12th instant. 
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T found that Manpou was in ruins, the town having been destroyed 
by the Ashantees, and, that in consequence thereof the King had changed 
his residence to a village called Damen, Damen lies beyond the Prah, 
and is situated 10 or 12 miles from Manpou. I’therefore passed through 
Manpou, crossed the Prah, and proceeded on to Damen, where I 
arrived at 2 p.m, on the 12th instant, 

Tat once marched the detachment of Houssas to the King’s quarter, 
and drew it up in front of the King and Chiefs, who were already 
assembled under a tree, and were evidently expecting my arrival, 

Tgnoring the usual form of greeting by refusing to take the King’s 
proffered hand, and dispensing with all preliminary palaver, I proceeded 
to accuse the King and Chiefs of having disobeyed your Mxcelleney’s 
orders, and of having tried to deceive you as to the number of Ashantee 
captives which they had in their possession, 

I then demanded that all the Ashantees in the district should be 
delivered up to me not later than the morning of the 14th instant, and 
informed the King and Chiefs that as a putrishment for their disobedient 
and deceitful conduet, your Excellency had imposed a fine of 80 ounces 
of gold dust on them, 

TU stated that I would give them up to 12 o’clock on the 14th instant 
for the payment of the fine in question; but I warned them that if the 
fine were not paid into my hands by the time the sun reached the 
meridian on the day named, that I would not wait one moment longer, 
but would proceed there and then to carry into immediate execution 
the instructions which I had received from your Excellency as to the 


‘coursé which I was to adopt in case of failure on their part to pay the 


penalty at the appointed time, 

I deemed it expedient, as there was large concourse of people 
present, to point out to the King and Chiefs the utter want of gratitude 
which they had shown for all Ter Majesty the Queen had graciously done 
for them, in saving them from a conquering, merciless, and implacable 
foe, and what a disgrace and reproach such ingratitude was, After 
administering this rebuke, I told them that if they rendered implicit 
obedience for the future to the orders of the Government, they might, 
in time, erase the blot which stained their character with the base sin of 
ingratitude. 

Jt also embraced this opportunity of upbraiding the King, Chiefs, and 
people for the wretched and disgraceful state of their roads, and of indi- 
cating the coer advantages which would acerue to them if they made 
good roads, and maintained them in proper state of repair, 

The King replied that all I had said was true, and that he was sorry 
he disobeyed your Excellency’s commands. He also said that he would 
begin at once to have the roads in his district cleaned and improved. 

I may here remark, par parenthese, that I can hardly give your 
Ixcellency an adequate idea of the character and condition of the road 
which leads to Damen, Suffice it to say that, with the exception of 
about 15 miles of the Cape Coast end, this road could not have been 
worse 100 years ago than it is at the prewe day. 

To resume, the Kings and Chiefs promised to hand over all the 
Ashantees they had; said they were very sorry for having acted as 
they did; and begged that I would intercede for them with your Exeel- 
lency, in order that the fine might be withdrawn or reduced, This 
entreaty I promptly refused to comply with, and I moreover said that it 
was totally useless to have any more palayer on the subject. Notwith- 
standing this, the King persisted in sending deputations to me during 
the 18th and morning of the 14th instant for the purpose of begging a 
reduction of the fine. if 
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On the afternoon of the 13th instant 13 Ashantees were sent to me 
by the King, and on interrogating these I found that there were 11 more 
Ashantees in the King’s district. These, however, were delivered up to 
me at 5.30 a.m. on the 14th instant, and at 6 a.m. I despatched 21 
Ashantee captives, under escort of 18 Houssas, to Cape Coast, leaving 
three Ashantees behind who wished to remain where they were. 

At 11.30 a.m. I sent word to the King that it only wanted half an 
hour of the time at which the fine was to be paid, whereupon the Kings 
and Chiefs came to me, and begged that I would wait another day. In 
reply, I pointed to the sun, and to the short and rapidly-diminishing 
shadow it cast. 

Seeing, at last, that all hopes of reprieve were futile, and just a moment 
before the allotted time, the King paid over to we the full fine of 30 
ounces of gold dust. 

Ithen gave the King and Chiefs a parting word of warning and 
-advice, and immediately after started with the detachment of Houssas, 
which, from 11.30 a.m., I bad drawn up in readiness for any emergency. 

It is hardly necessary for me to assure your Excellency that, had noi 
the Ashantees been given up, and the fine paid at the appointed time, 
I should have at once carried your instructions into execution by taking 
the King, Chiefs, and Captains prisoners, and marching them all down 
to Cape Coast. 

We overtook the Ashantees and escort before they reached Cape 
Coast, where-we arrived, as your Excellency is aware, at about 4 p.m. 
on the 16th instant. 

I am glad to be able to report favourably as to the conduct of the 
Houssa force which accompanied me, and to state that, although the 


march was a trying one, in consequence of its rapidity, the bad state of 


the road, and the heavy rains, still the men were obedient, cheerful, and 
active to the last.

SincE reporting to your Lordship in my despatch of the 3rd 


’ instant, on Captain Lees’ mission to Coomassie and Juabin, I have little 


of importance to forward with regard to the state of affairs in Ashantee. 
2. As I ventured to predict in that despatch, King Coffee Calcalli has 
been most persevering in his efforts to obtain my interference to assist 
him out of his critical position. 
3. Messages from the King have been sent to me at the rate of once 
a week since Captain Lees’ return, with requests that I would send some- 
one to Coomassie, first “to arrange matters,” then “to look on, and 


report to me the actual state of affairs.”

- Elizabeth had a dark side to her character, yet she surely was a 
ereat woman. Of all the’ sovereigns who exercised a power which was 
seemingly absolute, but! which in fact depended for support on the love 
and confidence of their subjects, she was by far the most illustrious. 
Tt has’ often been ‘alleged as an excuse for the misgovernment of her 
successors that they only followed her example, that precedents might 
be found in the transactions of her reign for persecuting the Puritans, 
for levying money without the’ sanction’ of the House of Commons, for 
confining men without bringing them’ to-trial, for ‘interfering with the 
liberty of parliamentary debate... All this may be true. But it is no 
good plea for her successors ; and. for this plain reason, that they were 
her successors. She governed one. generation, they governed another ; 
and between the two generations there was almost as little in common 
as between the people of two different countries. It was by looking at 
the great general principles»of her government, that those who’ followed 
her were likely to learn the art of managing untractable subjects. If, 
instead of searching the records of her reign for’ precedents of arbitrary 
punishments, the Stuarts had: attempted to discover the fundamental 
rules which guided her conduct in all her dealings with her people, they 
would have perceived that: ‘their policy was then most unlike to hers, 
when to a superficial observer it would have seemed most to resemble 
hers. She gained more honour and more love by the manner in which 
she repaired her érrors than she would have gained by never commit- 
ting errors: © If such a man as Charles the First had been in her 
place when the whole nation was crying out against the monopolies, he 
would have given some vague and delusive promises of relief in return 
for subsidies. When entreated to fulfil his promises, be would have dis- 
solved the Parliament, and imprisoned his leading opponents. The next 
House of Commons would have been more sipping fe than that 
which preceded it. 


The second passage set for Dictation was similar in idaster to the 
Jirst, the copying and Arithmetic and Addition papers resembled those 
printed at pages 527-9.

My Lords are not aware of any obligation which is imposed. on.the 
heads of other Departments by the Order in Council of 4th June 1870, 
or otherwise, to receive candidates from a list made up before the 
vacancies in those Departments had been announced ; although of course, 
as in the case of the Postmaster-General in this instance, they may 
consent to do so, ;

By the Treasury letter of the 23rd March last the Postmaster-General was 

authorised to apply to the Civil Service Commissioners, with a view to filling up 
three vacancies for clerks of a higher grade in the Secretary’s department of the 
Post Office. A fourth vacancy having occurred, the Commissioners were asked to 
fill it by selecting a candidate from among those who passed in the recent com-~ 
petition ; but from ‘the reply dated the 10th instant, of which a copy is enclosed, 
there seems to be an obstacle in their doing this. A private letter has, however, 
since been received from the Commission, suggesting that the Treasury should be 
asked whether under the circumstances of the case that board would concur with 
the Postmaster-General in presenting the next man in order of merit at the recent 
examination, under the provisions of Clause VII. of the Order in Council of the 
4th of June 1870. It would be greatly to the convenience of the Post Office if this 
could be done.

- Tur Civil Service Commissioners have had under their considera- 
_ tion your letter of the 25th August, by which the Lords of the Treasury 
request to be informed further as to the views of the Commissioners 
respecting the course to be taken for filling up two clerkships of the 
superior grade which have become vacant since the announcement of 
the result of the last open competition. 

Inreply, the Commissioners direct me in the first place to observe that 
they did not intend in their letter of the 12th ultimo to submit any 
proposal of a general character, but only to suggest a temporary ex- 
pedient with the object of meetinga present difficulty. On the wide 
question of the best method of providing against the recurrence of such 
difficulties, they would not have ventured to initiate a discussion pending 
the decision. of the Government onthe recommendations of the Playfair 
Commission respecting this’ division of the Service. But they will 
gladly, in compliance with their Lordships’ invitation, state the results of 
such consideration as they have been able to give to the subject. 

It has always appeared to the Commissioners that no system of 
general competition could be regarded as: complete which did not pro- 
vide for the selection of candidates in anticipation of vacancies. At 
the same time they are fully sensible of the difficulty which there must 
be in doing this’ satisfactorily, so long as on the one hand the appoint- 
ments competed for at the same examination differ in value, and on the 
other hand the successful competitors are held to have a right of choice 
in the order of their: places in the list. If the recommendations of the 
Playfair Commission were adopted, this difficulty would disappear, for 
not only would ‘the value of the appointments be in great measure 
equalised, but the right of choice would be transferred from the candi- 
dates to the heads of the departments concerned. It appears to. the 
Commissioners that, even under the ‘present system, the desired result 
might to a great extent be obtained, if candidates were periodically 
invited to compete for appointments belonging to Class I. upon terms 
that such vacancies as might occur during the next six months should 
be offered to the qualified competitors in the order of their places in 
the list, each’ candidate being at liberty to decline an offer without 
losing his right to have similar offers made to him of any vacancies 
oceurring within the stated period. 

It may perhaps be said that under this plan it might happen that a 
candidate high on the list might see one greatly his inferior placed in 
a better clerkship than himself; but as this could only happen owing to 
his making an injudicious:use of his priority of choice, he would have 
no ground of complaint. 

It may further be objected (1) that in the present uncertainty as to 

the number of appointments likely to be made under Class I., the pro- 
posed competitions would not attract many candidates, and (2) that the

necessity of offering vacancies in succession to different candidates might. 


cause delay in filling them up. But it may safely be answered (1) that 
‘the competitions would at least ‘be more’ attractive than those which 
now take place, and (2) that the delay would never bear more than a 
small proportion to that which occurs under the present arrangements. 
Tt is true indeed that under the “ General Regulations” now in force 
respecting open competitions, the heads of departments are not only, as 
is stated in your letter, under no “obligation to receive candidates from 
a list made up before their vacancies were announced, but are debarred 
from doing so in any way except under the exceptional provisions of

My Lorp anp GENTLEMEN, 20th September 1876. 

In reply to your letter of the 5th inst. upon the subject of exami- 
nations for the Higher Division of the Civil Service, I am directed by 
the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury to inform you that 
no decision of the Government is pending on this part of the recom- 
mendations of the Playfair Commission. 

The Order in Council of 12th February last is confined to a new 
Lower Division of the Civil Service, and all that relates to the Higher 
Division of the same Service, except its relative numbers, remains 
exactly as it did before that Order was passed. In other words, the 
scheme of examination known as Regulation No.1 remains in force 
wherever the system of open competition for the Higher Division has 
been adopted, and the power of your Commission and of this Board, 
under Clause V. of the Order in Council of 4th June 1870, to modify 
or supersede that scheme also remains precisely what it was. 

My Lords have no immediate intention of advising the issue of any 
new Order in Council regulating any Higher Division of the Service 
te the same extent as the Order of 12th February last regulates the 
Lower Division ; for the present their object is confined to an extensive 
though gradual substitution of clerks-of the new Lower Division for 
the existing more expensive scales of service under whatever titles. 

My Lords ‘have judged that it would facilitate the discussion of any 
particular question, such as the present one, between your Board and 
the Treasury, to make you thus far acquainted with their general 
intention, from which it follows that no very large demands are likely 
to occur soon for the examination of candidates of the Higher Division. 

My Lords will communicate further with the Postmaster-General on 
the subject of the vacancy in the Secretary’s branch of his office, and 
in the meantime they offer no objection to the adoption of the plan you> 
propose for filling up the vacancy in your own office, if you have satis- 
fied yourselves that by a new distribution of the duties, such as might 
relieve your senior and junior clerks of some of their more routine 
work, a clerk of the new Lower Division might not be made to suffice 
for filling the vacancy. 

My Lords have some difficulty in understanding why there should 
be such excessive delay in holding these examinations for the Higher 
Division as.the occasion for them occurs.. The numbers are not great, 
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and except the time for advertisement the process would not seem to 
involve much more labour than the holding of an ordinary test exami- 
nation or a.limited competition. °

As many inquiries are daily addressed to the Civil Service Com- 
missioners respecting the operation of clause 12, of the recent Order in 
Council, by which writers are made eligible, under certain conditions, 
for admission to the new “ Lower Division” of clerkships in the Civil 
Service, I am directed to bring the subject under your notice in order 
that the Commissioners may be informed of their Lordships’ views with 
regard to the part which the Commissioners will have to take in carrying 
out the provisions of the clause referred to. 
As their Lordships are aware, two classes of writers are made eligible 
for appointments to the “Lower Division,” viz. (1) writers employed 
before the 4th June 1870, who have been registered specially without 


any examination, and (2) writers placed upon the general register after 


haying passed an examination of an elementary kind. 

The former are eligible for the new appointments, if ‘thoroughly 
qualified,” the latter if (having served for three years, having been under 
30 when registered, and having been recommended by the departments 
in which they are serving) they prove their fitness by a supplementary 
examination. eis 

The Order of the 12th inst., it will be observed, does not specify the 
nature of the qualifications which are to be shown by the former class, 
nor that of the examination which.is to be passed by the latter class, 
nor does it indicate the authority by which these points are to be 
determined. 

Falling back, therefore, upon the Order in Council of 4th June 1870, 
the Civil Service Commissioners assume that the appointments in 
question are to be made under clause 7 of that Order, and that after their 
Lordships and the heads of particular Departments have concurred in 
presenting ceriain candidates of either class to them in this exceptional 
course, it will be for the Commissioners to consider how far, if. at all, 
they may be able to dispense with any part of the examination now 
prescribed for men clerks of the “ Lower Division,” viz., that which is 
specified in the existing “‘ Regulations IT.” 

The Civil Service Commissioners will be glad to be informed whether 
their Lordships agree with them in this view. 

Tam to add, for their Lordships’ information, that according to the 
best calculation which the Commissioners are able to make, the number 
of writers eligible, so far as age and service are concerned, for appoint- 
ments under clause 12 of the recent Order is as follows :—

In reply, I am in the first place to explain for the information of the 
Lords of the Treasury that these boys obtained respectively the second 
and the sixth places in the competition held in June last for 20 boy 
clerkships of the lower division, and that, application having been 
made by the Education Office, London, for 15 clerks of this class, these 
two were selected for duty in that, Department. By an omission since 
supplied, they were at first led to suppose that they had been assigned 
to the Education Office, Dublin, where no vacancies existed, The 
Commissioners had not at the time, nor have they yet, received any. 
application for boy clerks from the Valuation Office. 

Up to this point these cases have been dealt with in exact accordance 
with the “ general rule ” laid down in clause 9 of the Order in Council 
of 12th February 1876, the selections having been made strictly 
according to the order of the names ‘on the list. But the questions now 
arise, whether that rule is intended to be absolute, except as excepted 
in the clause itself, and, if not, whether, and to what extent, the parti- 
cular circumstances justify a departure from it; and as the same 
questions have arisen, and. will no doubt again arise, in other similar 


cases, the Commissioners avail themselves of the present opportunity of ° 


stating for their Lordships’ information the principles which they think 
ought to govern the decision of them. ; 

The 9th clause. of the Order stands as follows: “ From these. lists 
“ (de. from lists of the competitors made out in the order of merit) the 
« Civil Service Commissioners, on the application of departments 
“ having vacancies, may supply, on probation, the requisite clerks, 
“‘ whether for permanent or temporary duty. Selections shall, as a 
“ general rule, be made by the Civil Service Commissioners according 
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“ to the order of the names on the lists; but the Civil Service Commis- 
“ sioners may select any clerk who, in his examination, has’ shown 
“ special qualifications for any particular subject among those included 
“ in Regulation II., if special application for such a clerk be made. by 
“ any department.” 

Tt need hardly be observed that the task of administering the 
“general rule ” here laid down would be comparatively easy if it were 
to be treated as subject to no exception other than the one which’ is 
expressly provided. But as the language of the Order is not perfectly 
clear on the point, the Commissioners have felt’ it their duty to consider 
what course is likely to be best for the interests of the public service; 
and being of opinion that the interests of the public service require that 
some discretion, such as is usually implied by the term “general rule,” 
should be admitted in this case, they have thought it right to act upon 
that. opinion. 

The cases in which questions may arise divide themselves into the 
following classes :— 

(1.) Where the head: of a Department, haying a vacancy, asks that a 

particular candidate may be assigned to it, 

(2.) Where a candidate desires. to be assigned to an appointment 
which does not fall to him in his turn, or to decline an appoint- 
ment which does fall to him. 

(3.) Where special circumstances, independent of the expressed wish 
of either pion fre or candidate, pot, to a special assign- 
ment. 


Under the first head, assuming the request: to be based on. official 
grounds, such as the familiarity. of a particular candidate with the 
business of the Department, the Commissioners think that some | de- 
parture from the prescribed order of selection may properly be allowed ; 
provided that no other Department having, by reason of priority of 
application, a prior claim, is thereby left without a clerk, and that no 
other candidate, having a higher | place on the list, is left without’ an 
appointment. They think it’ possible, indeed, that special cases may 
arise in which it may be right to dispense even With these provisoes. 

Under the secorid head, as the Order ‘does not appear to contemplate 
- any right of choice on the part of the candidates, the Commissioners do 
- not consider that they would be justified-in paying regard to any wish 
that an individual candidate might express for a particular appointment ; 
_or, which would amount to the same thing, in permitting him to’ decline 
successively the’ appointments ¢ offered to him in his turn until there came 
one which he was desirous to accept. Nor, indeed, do they think ‘that 
any candidate ought ‘to be allowed fo decline an offered appointment 
except for very’ grave cause, in which’ category they would’ not ‘reckon 
considerations as to the nature of the appointment offered, its:emolu- 
ments, present or ‘prospective, or, in the case of men clerks assigned for 
permanent duty, the locality in which it is to be exercised. ~ 

The only cases in which the Commissioners are at present disposed 
_ to think that it may be desirable to permit a man clerk to postpone 
permanent employment are those in which a candidate, having come in 
under the impression that he would not be called upon for immediate 
service (an impression. derived, perhaps, from clause 6 of the Order, 
which speaks of providing for the vacancies of six months,’ or from 
clause 8, which contemplates the possibility of a clerk’s remaining un- 
employed for over five years), may have accepted an engagement from 
which he cannot free himself at short notice without serious inconvenience 
to himself or to others. But the Commissioners do not anticipate that 
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any serious difficulties are likely to arise in dealing with cases of this 
character. . 

The case of boy clerks under this head stands in one respect on a 
different footing from that of men. Having regard to the early age at 
which these boys are selected, to the very low rate of their pay, and to 
the necessarily temporary nature of their employment, which must 
terminate when they reach 19, it does not appear desirable to force 
them, on pain of being removed from the list, to accept appointments 
at a great distance from their residence ; for instance, to require a boy 
of 15 to leave his home and his friends in Ireland or Scotland and 
come to London to serve at a salary of 14s.a week. In such cases 
therefore the Commissioners are prepared to give weight to any repre- 
sentations which may be made to them similar to that which is con- 
tained in the letter of Mr. E.¥., a ‘copy, ‘of which is hereto appended. 

The only case which has yet arisen under the third of the heads 
above mentioned is one in which two boy clerks had to be supplied for 
temporary duty, not expected to be of long duration, in an office in 
Edinburgh. On that occasion the Commissioners so far departed from 
the natural order of selection as to choose the first two candidates who 
were resident in Edinburgh: and they would have thought it right, 
having regard to the temporary character of the employment, to follow 
the same course if the requisition had been for men clerks instead of 
for boys. 


Reverting now to the two particular cases to which your letter 
refers, the Commissioners find that there is nothing in the principles 
above set forth to prevent their complying with the request of the 
Commissioner of Valuation so far as concerns A. B. They are willing, 
on the grounds stated, that he should decline the employment offered 
to. him in London; and as he willstand first on the list of boy clerks 
resident in Dublin, they will at once assign him to the Valuation Office 
on receiving a formal demand from that Department for a boy clerk. 


C. D. is differently situated, as there will be other boy clerks above 
him on the list waiting for employment in Dublin, And though it 
is stated that he has some special knowledge of the business of the 
Department as regards “calculating areas of land, prices per acre, 
&c.,”' the Commissioners do not consider that this constitutes a 
sufficient ground for giving him an appointment to the exclusion of 
those who have a prior claim. On the other hand, having been 
permitted on the same ground as A. B. to decline the appointment 
offered to him in London, he will be quite at liberty, so far as the 
Commissioners are concerned, to continue ser ving in the Valuation 
Office as boy writer until he is selected for service as boy clerk in 
Dublin ; and if circumstances should hereafter enable the Commis- 
sioners, consistently with the principles of procedure described in this 
letter, to assign him to a boy clerkship in the same Once, they will 
have pleasure in doing so.

In reply to the question asked therein, I am to state that hitherto the 
Civil Service Commissioners have received applications to dispense with 
the preliminary examination, on the ground referred to, in two cases 
only. The applicants were then excused examination only in the 
subjects in respect of which they appeared to have shown proficiency 
before the Oxford and Cambridge Schools Examination Board. In one 
case the candidate was examined by the Civil Service Commissioners 
only in geography and geometrical drawing, and in the other, two sub- 
jects of the preliminary examination for the army, viz., mathematics 
and writing English from dictation, were dispensed with. 

In reference to the second and third clauses of your letter, I am to 
state that in future the Commissioners will, if it is wished, accept the 
certificates of the Oxford and Cambridge Schools Examination Board 
in lieu of the preliminary examination for admission to the army (except 
as regards geometrical drawing), without reference to the particular 
subjects to which the certificates relate, and that they will also, if it is 
desired, dispense with the preliminary examination (except in geometrical 
drawing) of the graduates and students referred to in Article 3. [6.] of 
the regulations issued with General Order 88 of 1876 when they 
present themselves as ordinary candidates. Some objection may, per- 
haps, be taken to such exemptions, both as regards the examinations of 
the Oxford and Cambridge Schools Examination Board and all the 
examinations referred to in Article 3. [6.] of the regulations, on the 
ground that a candidate might thereby be allowed to pass without 
showing any knowledge of some one or more of the subjects which it is 
understood are considered essential, such as a modern language, arith- 
metic, Euclid Book I., and geography. The Commissioners think it

COMMISSIONS IN THE ARMY. 


(Reprinted from the Auxiliary and Reserve Forces Circulars, dated 
July 1877.) 


1. On and after the 1st January 1879 the present system of per- 
mitting officers commanding militia regiments to nominate lieutenants 


of their regiments for commissions in “the army will be discontinued,, 


and any subaltern officer of a militia regiment who may wish to become 
a candidate for an army commission will, subject to the conditions pre- 
scribed in paragraphs 3 and 4, be allowed to compete for a commission 


in an examination in military ‘subjects. These competitive examinations: 


will be held twice a-year, and candidates will not be allowed more then 
three trials, which triais must take place at consecutive examinations, 

2. The number of army commissions to be granted to the militia will 
be annually notified. 

3. The application of a militia subaltern to be admitted as a candidate 
for the army will be submitted through the officer commanding his 
regiment, who will state whether he can recommend the officer asa fit 
and proper person for a commission in the army ; and in forwarding the 
same, the officer commanding the sub-district and the general officer 
commanding the district will state their opinion of the candidate. In 
the event of the officer commanding the regiment being unable to 

‘recommend the candidate, the special reasons will be stated.

Regulations for Admission, Sc. 


1, Admission to the Royal Marine Artillery as probationary lieu- 
tenants will be offered to the successful candidates in order of merit 
(according to the number of vacancies) at the open competitive exami- 
nation for admission to the Royal Military Academy at Woolwich. The 
examinations will be conducted by the Civil Service Commissioners, 
and will be held twice a year, namely, in July and December. 

Candidates who have received permission from the Horse Guards to 
attend the examination, and who are desirous of obtaining an appoint- 
ment in the Royal Marine Artillery, should send in their names to the 
Secretary of the Admiralty, to whom all inquiries on the subject should 
be addressed. 

2, The limits of age will be! from 16 to 18, the candidates being 
required to be within those limits on the Ist day of the January next 
following for the winter examination, and on the lst of July for the 
summer examination. They must be 5 ft. 5 in, in height. 

8. The successful candidates will be appointed lieutenants on pro- 
bation. They will proceed to the Royal Naval College, Greenwich, on 
the Ist October, and after the Easter vacation. ) 

4, 'Two examinations of probationary lieutenants will be held in eac 
year at the Royal Naval College, Greenwich. Those that pass a satis- 
factory examination at the end of the first session after entry will 
remain at the college for another session, at the end of which they will 
be again examined, and, if they pass satisfactorily, will receive com- 
missions in the Royal Marine Artillery, in order of merit, bearing date 
from the time they received their probationary appointments.

13. A candidate for admission by competition at the December or 
July examination must send to the Military Secretary, not later than 
the 15th October or 15th May respectively, an lighten to be exa- 
mined, accompanied by the following papers :— 

(a) An extract from the register of his birth; or in default, a decla- 
ration made by one of his pat ents or ouardiaas before a magis- 
trate, giving his exact age. 

(6.) A certificate of good moral character, signed by the tutors or 
heads of the schools or colleges ‘at which he has received 
his education from his twelfth year to the date of application, 
or some other satisfactory proof of good moral character. 

14, When a candidate who has once been examined applies to be 
examined again, he will only be required to forward a certificate as to 
his moral character for the interval between the two examinations. 

15. A candidate will be required to satisfy the Civil Service Com-

16. No marks will be allotted for the abaya preliminary examination, 
excepting for geometrical drawing, the maximum number for which will 
be 300. The preliminary examination will be dispensed with in the 
ease of candidates who have passed it at previous examinations, but 
they may again take up geometrical drawing if they wish to obtain 
marks in that subject. 

17. The “ further examination ” will be proceeded with immediately 
on the conclusion of the “ preliminary examination.” Candidates who 
fail in the preliminary examination will be informed of their failure as 
soon as possible, and they will then be released from further attendance.

Of these nine subjects candidates will not be allowed to take up more 
than four nor less than two, exclusive of drawing.

20. The following will be the mode of selecting the successful 

candidates at the open competitive examination. After the proper 
deduction (in accordance with ‘paragraph 19) has been made from the 
number of marks gained by each candidate in the several subjects in 
which he has been examined, the remainders will. be. summed up, and 
_ the marks gained by the candidate, in geometrical drawing, at the 
preliminary examination will be added thereto.

3. Examination of University Candidates.

21. A graduate or student of one of the universities specified in 
paragraph 38 who, having obtained his university qualification while 
within the maximum limit of age specified in paragraph 10, is desirous 
of becoming a candidate for a cadetship at the Royal Military College, 
must send an application to the military secretary in the month of May 
or October, with a view to his appointment under the provisions of 
paragraph 22; but no such application can be admitted before the 
candidate has actually attained the age of 17, nor later than the 31st of 
May or 3lst October next following the date of his attaining the 
maximum limits of age prescribed for graduates and students re- 
spectively in paragraph 10. The application~must be accompained by 
papers (a) and (0) deseribed in paragraph 13, and by a certificate from 
the proper authority that he has taken his degree in Arts, or has passed 
the university examination specified in paragraph 3 (6). 

22. Notice will be given, from time to time of the number of cadet- 
ships which will be allotted half-yearly to university candidates. In 
case there should be more candidates than vacancies, the required 
number will be selected by competition among the said candidates at 
the ensuing July or December examination, but without a preliminary 
examination, except in geometrical drawing, which is obligatory. 
University candidates who may have been unsuccessful at their first 
examination will be allowed a second opportunity of competing, 
provided that “students” shall not have exceeded their twenty-second 
year, and that “graduates” shall not have exceeded their twenty-third 
year, at the time of such second examination. These limits of age will 
be ruled by the 1st July for the summer and by the Ist January for the 
winter examinations. 


4, Examination of Queens and Indian Cadets and Pages of Honour. 


23. Queen’s cadets are sons of officers of the Army, Royal Navy, and 
Royal Marines, who have fallen in action, or died of wounds received in 
action, or of disease contracted on service abroad, and who have left 
their families in reduced circumstances. They are appointed by the 
Secretary of State on the recommendation of the Commander-in-Chief 
or First Lord of the Admiralty. 

24. Honorary Queen’s cadets are sons of officers of the Army, Royal 
Navy, and Royal Marines who were killed in action or who had died of 
wounds received in action within six months of such wounds having 
been received, or of illness brought on by fatigue, privation, or exposure 
incident to active operations in the field before an enemy, within six 
months after their having been first certified to be ill. (See Article 5 
of the Royal Warrant of 27th November 1873, clause 151, Army cir- 
culars, 1873.) 

25. Applications for Queen’s cadetships and honorary Queen’s cadet- 
ships should be addressed to the Military Secretary, if the candidate is 
the son of an officer of the Army, or to the Secretary of the Admiralty, 
if the candidate is the son of an officer of the Royal Navy or Royal 
Marines. 

26. Indian cadets are the sons of persons who have served in India 
in the military or civil service of Her Majesty, or of the East India 
Company, and are nominated by the Secretary of State for India in 
Council, under the provisions of 21 and 22 Vict., c. 106, and 28 and 
24 Vict.,.c. 100. Applications for Indian cadetships should be ad- 
dressed to the Military Secretary, India Office. ., 
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27, Queen’s cadet, honorary Queen’s cadet, Indian cadet, or page of 

hononr, when ready for examination, will apply i in the manner directed 

by paragraph 13 or 14. 

- 28. Queen’s cadets, honorary Queen’s cadets, Indian cadets, and 
pages of honour, before admission to the Royal Military College, will 
be required to pass a qualifymg entrance examination only—+.e., after 
having passed the preliminary examination under paragraph 15, they 
must obtain under paragraphs 18 and 19 such an aggregate of marks as 
may indicate in the judgment of the Civil Service Commissioners a com- 
petent amount of general proficiency. 

29. A Queen’s cadet, honorary Queen’s cadet, Indian cadet, or page 
of honour, who can produce a University certificate, as prescribed in 
paragraph 3 (6), will be exempted from the qualifying entrance exami- 
nation desoribed in the preceding paragraph. 


IIJ.—Terms or Payment. 


30. The terms of payment for cadets of the Royal Military College 
are regulated by the following articles of the Royal Warrant of 30th 
October 1876 (clause 161, Army Circulars, 1876) :—

[8.] In determining the rate of payment— 

a. A general officer on the half-pay of his last regimental com- 
mission shall pay in accordance with such regimental 
rank. 

b. Officers who have sold their commissions shall be rozardad as 
private gentlemen. 

e. Officers on retired full or half pay after 25 years’ service, or 
officers of less than 25 years’ service if placed on half pay by 
reduction Of establishment, or on account of ill-health, 
shall pay in accordance with their last substantive regi 
mental rank. The cases of officers voluntarily retiring “to 
half-pay before completing 25 years’ service shall be specially 
considered. 

d. Officers of the departments of our Army and Navy, according 
to their relative rank, of the permanent staff of the Militia, 
adjutants of the Volunteer Force, as well as officers of our 
Indian military and naval forces, shall be treated on the 
same terms.as military or naval officers. 
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e. The sons of deceased officers shall be contributed for in ac- 
cordance with the foregoing regulations in regard to the 
rank or classification of their fathers. 

J. Any change which may take place by promotion or retirement 
in the rank of the father of a cadet shall be. notified to Our 
Commander-in-Chief, and the contribution paid tothe College 
on account of such cadet shall be regulated accordingly. 


[9.] Ifa cadet be absent a whole term in consequence of sickness 
or rustication, a payment of 104. shall be required for the privilege 
of his name being kept on the rolls of the establishment, and for 
a vacancy being kept open at the commencement of the next term. 

[10.] In the case of a cadet who is an or phan, whose annual 
contribution is only 20/., the amount-to be paid when absence - 
extends over a whole term shall be determined by Our Secretary of 

~ State. é 

[11.] The pay of a cadet shall be 8s. a day. It is issued to 
cover the expenses of regimental clothing, messing, washing, and 
other contingencies, , All other necessary expenses which cannot. 
be covered by. his pay shall be chargeable to his parent or guardian 
in addition to the regulated contribution. 

[12.] Ifa cadet be absent from sickness during a pease of the 
term, his pay shall continue to be issued and credited to his 
account ; but no refund of the contribution shall be permitted. 

[13.] If a cadet be rusticated or removed during a term, his 
daily pay shall cease from the date on which he is sent away, and 
the contribution made for the half year shall be forfeited. 

[14.] Each cadet.other than a Queen’s or India cadet on first 
joining shall be-required to pay, in -addition:to the regulated con- 
tribution, a sum of 25/. to cover the expense of uniform, books, &e., 
and to bring with him the articles of clothing of which he will 
receive notice, and which must afterwards be ‘kept up at his own 
expense, He shall also be required to pay the regulated contribu- 
tion in advance for each half year of the time during which he 
remains under instruction; and a deposit of 52 on account for 
contingent expenses, which latter sum he shall be required to make 
up on returning to the Royal Military College after each vacation 
to cover any expense that may be incurred. on his account during 
the ensuing half year. 


IV.—GOVERNMENT AND ORGANIZATION. 


31. The Commander-in-Chief will‘be the President of the Royal 
Military College. 

82. An independent inspection by a board of visitors, estat by 
the Secretary of State for War, and reporting to him, will be made 
once a year. Such visitors. will not be a permanent body, but will not 
be all changed at the same time. The report of this board will be 
presented to Parliament. 

33. The College will be under the control of a governor, pppoe by 
and responsible to the Secretary of State for War through the Com- 
mander-in-Chief. 

34. He will be assisted in the arrangement of the studies by a board, 
composed of the commandant and the professors or senior instructors of 
the different branches. . The head of each branch will have the general 
power of supervision and inspection over the studies in his department, 
with the duty of reporting on them to the governor. 
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35. The governor will be assisted by .a staff officer, who will be re- 
sponsible in his temporary absence for the charge of the establishment. 
This officer will have the custody of the records and correspondence 
of the College, and will give the governor such assistance as he may 
require. 


V.—DIScIPLINE. 


86. The cadets will be subject to such rules and regulations as are, 
or may be from time to time, established for the maintenance of good 
order and discipline. — 

87. The governor will have the power of rustication and removal from 
the College, reporting the circumstances to the Commander-in-Chief. 

. 88. In eases requiring more serious notice, cadets will be liable, on 
the report of the governor to the Commander-in-Chief, to- be removed 
from the list of candidates for commissions. 

39. The name of any cadet expelled for misconduct will be recorded 
in the department of the Commander-in-Chief, and will be made known 
to the First Lord of the Admiralty, and to the Secretary of State for 
India, in order to prevent his being admitted into Her 1s i i s naval, 
military, or Indian service. 

40. The cadets will be distributed in divisions of not less ‘than 25, 
each division being under the immediate charge of one of the professors 
or instructors selected by the governor. 

41. The officers of divisions will be the channel of communication on 
-all subjects between the cadets and the governor. ‘They will reside in 
the college, and will exercise a strict superintendence over their divisions, 
for which they will be-responsible to the governor. They and the un- 
married officers will mess with tle cadets. 

42. During the hours of study the cadets will be under the charge of 
the professors and instructors, to whose orders they will be required to 
pay implicit obedience. 

43. The cadets will salute all officers, professors, and instructors 
belonging to the College, whether in or out of uniform, and all other 
officers when in uniform. 

44, The professors and instructors will have certain limited powers of 
punishment, within and without the halls of study, at the discretion of 
the governor, to whom they will Feport all punishments which they may 
inflict. 

45. No professor or instructor will be permitied to give private 
instruction to a cadet, either during the vacation or at any other 
time; or be allowed to prepare candidates for admission to the 
College. 

46. The cadets will be required to appear atall times in uniform, 
exeept when on leave of absence, or when otherwise exempted by the 
governor. 

47. ‘The study undress may be worn at all times when cadets are 
under instruction, with the exception of riding or parade, when they 
will wear their uniform. The forage cap will be worn. with the study 
undress. \ 


VI.—Covurset .or Instruction. 


48. Candidates for first appointments in the army who are successful 
in the examinations specified'in the foregoing regulations will join the 
Royal Military College as cadets for one year, to be divided into .two 
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terms. during which the course of instruction will last. The College 
terms will be— a 
(a.) From 10th February to 15th July, with suspension of study 
during a fortnight at Easter. 
(4.) From Ist September to 20th December. The intermediate 
periods will constitute the vacations. 
49. The following subjects will form the ordinary course of obligatory 
studies—- 
(a.) Queen’s regulations and orders for thearmy ; regimental interior 
economy, accounts, and correspondence. 
(6.) Military law. 
(c.) The elements of tactics. 
(d.) Field fortification, and the elements of permanent fortification. 
(e.) Military topography and reconnaissance. > 
(f.) Infantry and field artillery drill, riding, and gymnastics. 


VII.—ExAMINATIONS FOR COMMISSIONS. 


50. At the end of the course, the cadets will be required to pass an 


examination in the field and on paper, and those who pass a satisfactory 
examination will, as provided in the Royal Warrant of 30th October 
1876 (clause 161, Army Circulars, 1876), become entitled to commis- 
sions in the army as second lieutenants, ‘and will be gazetted to regi- 
ments in the order in which they pass. :

52.. In tactics, fortification, and military topography and reconnaissance 
one fourth of the marks will be reserved for notes Pity drawings done 
during the course. 

53. The standard of qualification for a commission will be decided 
upon from time to time by the Secretary of State for War, and an- 
nounced to the cadets at the commencement of the course. 

54. In order to ensure due diligence during the whole period of resi- 
dence, there will, at the end of the first term, be a probationary exami- 
nation in the work of that term. A cadet failing to pass satisfactorily 
through the probationary examination at the end of his first term will 
lose a ‘term and not get class promotion. No cadet will be permitted to 
reside for more than one year at the College, except in cases of failure 
at the probationary examination, protracted illness, or long absence 
from any unayoidable cause, or of his being prevented by unavoidable 
cause from undergoing the final examination.. In these cases an extra 
term will, if specially recommended by the governor, be allowed. 


VIII.—Interior Economy, Messine, &c. 


55. The dining-halls, halls of ‘study, reading and recreation rooms, 
and quarters of ‘the cadets will be furnished in all essentials by the 


government,

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1X.—GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


56. A cadet will be removed from the Royal Military College for 
moral or physical unfitness. 

57. A cadet who fails to pass the examination at the end of his 
_ second term of residence will not be permitted to return to the Roya 
Military College, but will be allowed to be re-examined once at the next 
ensuing examination. 

58. A failure at this re-examination will disqualify a cadet for a com- 
mission in the army, and his name will be at once removed from the 
list. 

59. No person whatever belonging to the Royal Military College is 
to receive a present from any cadet, or from the relations or friends of 
any cadet. 


The following General Order (69 of 1877) modifies paragraphs 13 
to 17 of the Regulations issued with General Order 88 of 1876. 


G.O. 69. —EXAMINATION FOR ADMISSION TO THE Royan Mirirary 
COLLEGE. 


I. After the examination in July 1878, the “‘ preliminary” will be 
separated from the “further” or competitive portion of the examination 
for admission to the Royal Military College. 

II. Special preliminary examinations will be held in the spring and 
autumn of each year by the Civil Service Commissioners, to whom 
intending candidates should apply.

TrerMs OF PAYMENT. 


15. The terms of payment for cadets at the Royal Military Academy 
are regulated by the following articles of Her Majesty’s warrant of 27th 
December 1870 for the pay and promotion of the army :— 

[471.] The payment to be contributed on behalf of a cadet shall 
be as follows :

[472.]| In determining the rate of payment— 

a, A general officer on the half-pay of his last regimen- 
tal commission shall psy in accordance with such 
regimental rank. 

b. Officers who have sold their commissions shall be 
regarded as private gentlemen. 

c. Officers on retired full or half pay after 25 years’ ser- 
vice, or officers of less than 25 years’ service, if placed 
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on half-pay by reduction of establishment, or on ac- 
count of ill-health, shall pay in accordance with their 
last substantive regimental rank. The cases of officers 
voluntarily retiring to half-pay before completing 25 
-years’ service shall be specially considered. 

d. Officers of the departments of our army and navy, ac- 
cording to their relative rank, of the permanent staff 
of the militia, adjutants of the Volunteer Force, as 
well as Indian military and naval officers, shall be 
treated on the same terms as military or naval officers. 

e. The sons of deceased officers shall be contributed for in 
accordance with the foregoing regulations in regard 
to the rank or classification of their fathers. 

[473.] If a cadet be absent a whole term in consequence of 
sickness or rustication, a payment of 10/. shall be required for the 
privilege of his name being kept on the rolls of the establishment, 
and for a vacancy being guaranteed at the commencement of the 
next term. ; 

[474.] In the case of a cadet who is an orphan, whose anaual 
contribution is only 20/., the amount to be paid when absence 
as over a whole term shall be determined by Our Secretary of 

tate. 

[475.] If a cadet be absent from sickness during a portion of 
the term, his pay shall continue to be issued and credited to his 
aceount ; but no refund of the contribution shall be permitted. 

[476.] Ifa cadet be rusticated or removed during a term, his 
daily pay shall cease from the date on which he is sent away, and 
the contribution made for the half year shall be forfeited. 

[477.| The pay of a cadet shall be 3s. aday. It is issued to 
cover the expenses of regimental clothing, messing, washing, and 
other contingencies. All other necessary expenses of this nature, 
as well as weekly pocket money, postage of letters, bootmakers’ 
and tailors’ bills for repairs, &c., which cannot be covered by his 
pay,.shall be chargeable to his parent or guardian in addition to the 
regulated contribution. 

[478.] Hach cadet on first joining shall be required to pay, in 
addition to the regulated contribution, a sum of 25/. to cover the 
expense of uniform, books, &c., and to bring with him the articles 
of clothing of which he will receive notice, and which must after- 
wards be kept up at his own expense. He shall also be required to 

pay the regulated contribution in advance for each half-year of the 
time during which he remains under instruction; and a deposit of 
5/. on account for contingent experises, which latter sum he shall 
be required to make up on returning to the Royal Military Academy 
after each vacation, to cover any expense that, may be incurred on 
his account during the ensuing half year. 


GOVERNMENT AND ORGANIZATION, 


16. The Field-Marshal Commanding in Chief will be the President of 
the Royal Military Academy. 

17. An independent inspection by a board of visitors, appointed by 
the Secretary of State for War, and reporting to him, will be made once 
a year. Such visitors will not be a permanent body, but will not be all 
changed at the same time. The report of this Board will be presented 
to Parliament. é 

18. The Academy will be under the control of a governor, a military 
man selected with special reference to his qualifications for superintend- 
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ing both instruction and discipline, and appointed by and responsible 
to the Secretary of State for War throvgh the Field-Marshal Command- 
ing in Chief. 

19. The governor by virtue of his office will have local rank superior 
to that of any of the officers employed under him. 

20. The tenure of the appointment is regulated by the following 
Article of the Royal Warrant of the 27th December 1870 :— 

[488.] The appointment of governor of Our Royal Military 
Academy.... shall be for seven years, with power of re-appoint- 
ment; but shall in all cases terminate after 14 years, or at the age 
of 60. 


21, The governor, with the approval of the Secretary of State for 
War, will have the power of appointing and removing the professors 
and instructors. 

22. The organization will be on a military basis. 

23. The governor will be solely responsible for discipline and for the 
general superintendence of the studies. 

24, He will be assisted in the arrangement of the studies by an 
Academy Board, composed of the professors or senior instructors of the 
different branches. The head of each branch will have the general 
power of supervision and inspection over the studies in ‘his department, 
with the duty of reporting on them to the governor. 

25. The governor will from time to time assemble and confer with 
all the professors and instructors of each separate branch on matters 
relating to it. 

26. The governor will be assisted by a staff officer, not under the 
rank of captain, who will be secretary and treasurer, and have charge 
of the. records, correspondence, and accounts of the establishment, and 
make all local payments connected therewith, and receive the contribu- 
tions for the cadets. This appointment will be for seven years, with 
power of re- appointment. 

27. The cadets will form one company under a captain, assisted by 
four lieutenants, charged with the discipline out of studies and the drill, 
one of whom will be‘adjutant and quartermaster. 

28. The professors and instructors may be either military men or 
civilians. 

29. The professors and instructors will have certain limited powers 
of punishment, within and without the halls of study, at the discretion 
of the governor, to whom they will report all punishments which they 
may inflict. 

30, The chaplain will be specially appointed by the Secretary of 
State, and will give instruction in classics. 

31. The tenure of office of the professors and instructors is regulated 
by the following Article of the Royal Warrant of 27th December 
1870 :-— 

[490.] The professors and instructors at Our Royal Military 
Academy shall be appointed, for six years, with power of re- 
appointment. Their term of office shall not continue after the 
age of 55, unless an exténsion be specially recommended by the 
governor and approved by Our Secretary of State. 


32, No professor or instructor will be permitted to give private 
instruction to a cadet, either during the vacation or at any other time ; 
or be allowed to prepare candidates for admission to the Academy. 

33. The governor will have the absolute power of rustication and 

removal, and also of sentencing a cadet for misconduct to lose places in 
the list of successful candidates for commissions ; when expulsion is 
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necessary, Beni case will be referred to the Secretary of State through | 
the Field-Marshal Commanding in Chief. 


34. The name of any cadet,expelled for misconduct will be recorded 
in the office of the Field-Marshal Commanding in Chief, and will be 
made known to the First Lord of the Admiralty, and to the Secretary 
of State for India, in order to prevent his being admitted mto Her 
Majesty’s Naval, Military, or Indian service. 


35. A sword will be given at each final examination as a special 
reward for excellence in conduct. 


36. The governor will cause registers to be kept of all serious punish- 
ments awarded, and of the offences which have caused them. 


37. He will inspect accounts of every description connected with the 
Academy, and cer ‘tify those which require it. 


Course oF INSTRUCTION. 


38. The length of the course of instruction will be two years and 
a half. 

39. If any cadet fail to come up to the required standard at two 
examinations, or be found unable to qualify in his studies for a com- 
mission within three years, to be counted from the commencement of 
the term in which he first joins, or to acquire a sufficient proficiency in 
military exercises, he will be removed. No extension of the above 
period of three years will be granted on account of absence from any 
cause excepting illness. Cases of protracted absence on account of 
illness will be specially referred for decision to the Secretary of State 
for War through the Field-Marshal Commanding in Chief. 


40. The following subjects will form the course of obligatory 
studies :— 


(1.) Mathematics, including a thorough knowledge of plane trigono- 
metry ; practical mechanics, with the application of mathe- 
matics to machinery. 

(2.) Fortification, field and permanent; such a course as is suitable 
to cadets qualifying for the artillery, and the requisite amount

(3.) Artillery ; such course as is suitable to cadets qualifying for 
the engineers. 

(4.) Military drawing, with field sketching and reconnaissance. 

(5.) Military history and geography. 

(6 French or German, at the student’s choice. 

(7.) Elementary chemistry and physics. 

(8.) Drills and exercises.

44. No obligatory subject shall gain a cadet any marks unless he 
obtain a minimum of one half marks in it. 


45. No cadet will be ensured a commission unless he qualify by 
obtaining at least one half marks in the obligatory course in mathematics 
and mechanics, fortification, and artillery, and one half of the total 
aggregate of the marks allotted to all the obligatory subjects. 


46. No voluntary subject shall gain a cadet any marks unless he 
obtain a minimum of at least one third of the marks assigned to that 
portion of it in which he is examined. The marks gained in the volun- 
tary subjects will be added to those obtained in the obligatory subjects 
to make a second total, according to which cadets shall be finally 
placed. 


47. The periodical examinations will be entirely conducted by exa- 
miners independent of the Academy, the whole of the marks, except 
those reserved for note books and drawing, being allotted according to 
their results.

[470.] The rates of pay [and allowances] laid down for all Art. 470 revised 
officers appointed to Our Royal Military Academy subsequent to Gey Ge

CORRESPONDENCE RELATING TO THE CIVIL SERVICE OF 
INDIA. 


The Under Secretary of State for India to the Secretar Y, Civil Service 
Commission. 


Sir, : 29th March 1876. 

Iam dir eoted to enclose, for the information of the Civil Service 
Commissioners, a copy of a Despatch addressed on the 24th of February 
last to the Government of India, and embodying the conclusions at 
which the Secretary of State for India in Council has arrived upon the 
correspondence with the Commissioners on the subject of. the selection 
and training of candidates for the Indian Civil Service which took place 
in July 1874 and March 1875. The opinions of a considerable number 
of the servants of the Crown in India on the questions discussed in that 
correspondence will be found in the papers presented to Parliament by 
command of Her Majesty, of which a copy is herewith sent.* 

With reference to paragraph 15 of the Despatch, Lord Salisbury 
thinks that it would probably be just to the candidates now preparing 
for the competition that, besides the examination therein adverted to, an 
examination on the present footing should take place in the earlier part 
of 1878, He will be greatly obliged if the Commissioners will fayour 
him with their opinion on the best mode of ad eee the relations of 
these two examinations to one another. 

Tt will be necessary for Lord Salisbury to address some further ob- 
servations to the Commissioners on certain changes which seem to the 
Secretary of State in Council to be desirable in the course of study now 
followed by the selected candidates. If the Commissioners have any 
spare copies of the instructions now issued to these candidates for their

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guidance, perhaps they will favour Lord Salisbury by sending to this 
office a number of such copies not exceeding 20. 

I am desired by.Lord Salisbury to express to the Civil Service Com- 
missioners his acknowledgments of the valuable advice and assistance 
which the Secretary of State in Council has received from them in 
accordance with the request contained in Sir Louis Mallet’s letter of 
July 31st, 1874.

I mayer received your Despatch of the 30th September 1875, No. 57, with 
reference to the selection and training of candidates for the Indian Civil Service. 
I have carefully considered the valuable reports which you have transmitted to me, 
together with your own comments and those of your colleagues in Council there- 
upon. fits 
oe, With respect to the principle of competition itself, the evidence you have 
collected sufficiently shows that it cannot be disturbed without injury to the public 
service. The expressions of opinion which I have received from competent judges 
in England lead me to the same conclusion. Of its success as a mode of selecting 


persons fit to serve in the Indian Civil Service, there seems to be no reasonable’ 


doubt. The ability which it collects is not the same in kind as that which dis- 
tinguished the service appointed under the previous system, and there may be truth 
in the allegation for which some of your officers contend, that under it instances of 
the most conspicuous ability are more rare. But this difference, so far-as it exists, 
may be reasonably attributed to a different cause. Great powers are developed ‘by 
great occasions, and these have been of very rare occurrence since the present 
limits of the Indian Empire have been reached. On the other hand, it is generally 
admitted that, if exceptional powers are rarer than in older times, exceptions of an 
opposite kind have almost disappeared. 

8. Some writers speak in their reports to the physical inferiority of the candidates 
selected under the new system. On this point a conflict of testimony exists. While 
the evidence of actual observers, supported by the comparative sick-leave statistics, 
appears to incline to the less favourable view, there are distinguished medical wit- 
nesses in England upon the other side. The question appears to require further 
examination. Itis possible that sufficient weight in the competition has not been 
given to physical qualifications, but this charge, if true, would not be an objection to 
the principle of competition, but rather to the mode in which it is applied. On the 
whole, your Hxcellency’s personal testimony, based on a wide experience of the 
public service, and the prevalent opinion among the officers whom you have con- 
sulted, sufficiently establish that selection by competition has been successful in 
furnishing an efficient Indian Service, and that whatever defects may be noted, 
are not such as to justify any fundamental change of system. 

4, While it is generally agreed that the selection by competition should be upheld, 
there is a large preponderance of opinion in favour of material changes in the 
treatment of candidates after the selection has been made. The competition is 
almost, if not entirely, limited to subjects which are generally taught in English 
public schools. The wise aim of those who founded the system was to obtain as 
large a field of choice as possible, and at the same time to secure that the candidates, 
up to the time of their being chosen, should have received the common education of 
English gentlemen. This was not in itself enough. Special acquirements in 
language, law, and some other subjects were necessary before a civil servant could 
enter upon an appointment in India; but it was decided, when Haileybury was 
abolished, that these should be obtained after and not before the competition. 
During the first 10 years of the new system, the selected candidates were sent to 
study law and languages at the Presidency towns. This plan was abandoned in 
1864 for very conclusive reasons, andvarrangements were made for enabling the 
selected candidates to complete their special studies in England. The highest age 
at which a man could compete was fixed at 21, his Indian career was to commence 
at 23, and the intervening two. years or more were to be spent in the special studies 
in which his advancing proficiency was to be tested by four half-yearly examina- 
tions. . 

5. This is the system which prevails'at present, and there is, as your Excellency 
shows, a preponderating opinion, both in weight and authority, against its continuance. 
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The arrangement is such as almost to preclude a candidate from receiving a Uni- 
versity education. The age at which he must compete is so fixed that he*tannot, 
according to ordinary arrangements, receive his University education either before 
or after the competition. The consequence is that, as a rule, the selected candidates 
spend their two years of preparation studying by themselves in lodgings in London. 
This is the feature of the existing system which has been generally condemned in 
India. The nature and extent of that prevalence of opinion is best described in the 
figures in which you have analysed the reports.

7. It is ebvious, that if the theory upon which Lord Macaulay and others founded 
the competition is right, the exclusion of University education cannot be defended. 
If the object be to obtain civil servants who have received the ordinary education 
of Finglish gentlemen, it is not reasonable to omit the part of that education which 
is most peculiarly English, and which exerts the most powerful influence in the 
formation of character. But the absence of it in this case has evils of a special 
kind. The peculiarity of a civilian’s career, during all its earlier years, is its isola- 
tion. As far as European society is concerned, there is scarcely any seclusion more 
complete than that of an up-country station to which a young civilian is usually 
appointed, and it is a’seclusion which often lasts till he has reached to middle age. 
It is to him, therefore, more important than to the members of other professions that 
his education should not be solitary, but that, in the company of others of his 
own class, he should receive the invaluable training which consists in the know- 
ledge of the thoughts and characters of other men. If he does not obtain it at that 
time he has not the chance which is open to others of repairing the omission later. 
The older civilians received this training in common at Haileybury, and their 
unanimity in extollin#it deserves to be carefully noted. Individuals may err in 
estimating the circumstances which have furthered or have hindered their success in 
life; but such an error can hardly be attributed to a whole class of able and 
experienced men. 

8. The eulogies which the older civilians: bestow upon the Haileybury education 
depend, no doubt, in some degree upon a feeling which the Universities may not be 
able so completely to satisfy. The close friendships formed there, which softened 
the rivalries of after life, and secured devoted instead of perfunctory co-operation 
in those who were, far apart, working together for the same cause, were an impor- 
tant advantage of that education: The Universities being many, and each containing 
many colleges, will not necessarily bring the future civilians into the same close 
daily contact. It is probable, however, that the candidates will be naturally thrown 
together without any formal arrangement for that purpose. A certain competition in 
Indian teaching will be set up inthe Universities, special excellence will be attained 
in particular, colleges, and to them it will probably become the habit for Indian 
candidates to resort. The opportunity of forming close acquaintance with future 
colleagues, if not so constant as it was at Haileybury, will be far greater than that 
which the present system affords. : 

9. On these grounds, and in view of the strong preponderance of Indian, opinions, 
Her Majesty’s Government confidently agree with your Excellency in the opinion 
that the candidates should be encouraged to receive a University education, 

10. The detailed arrangements by which this result is to be effected have been the 
subject of some controversy. The Dean of Christchurch, carrying with him the 
opinion of the University of Oxford, and apparently that of Cambridge, is of opinion 


‘ that the University education should be given after the competitive examination, and 


not before; and as it is admitted on all hands that a young civilian must not leave 
for India later than he does now, it will be necessary for this purpose to reduce the 
maximum age of competition to 19. The Master of Balliol, on the other hand, 
would wish the University education to precede the competition, and, therefore, would 
raise the limit of age to 22. Your Excellency is in favour of Dr. Jowett’s scheme,

11. It is obvious that, on a question on which opinions are so divided, there is 2° y ape % 
much to be said on both sides. After careful examination of the various opinions Saetes = ¢ 
and arguments that have been recorded, Her Majesty’s Government have come to tate eee 
the conclusion that the view recommended by the Universities is to be preferred. ee: 

12. The most cogent argument for taking this course is, that a University education 
cannot be ensured for the candidates by any other. Much has been said against the 
system of special training under which most of the selected candidates have been 
prepared. In itself it is undoubtedly an incomplete and partial form of education; 
but such as it is, it is an inseparable accompaniment of selection by competition, 
especially when the competition is severe. The candidates can spare neither time 
nor energy for any other subjects of instruction than those which will tell upon the 
examination. Every hour spent upon irrelevant learning is an advantage gra- 
tuitously presented to a rival. Teachers, therefore, whose mode of instruction is 
exclusively designed to obtain success in the examination, and who recognise no 
other object of endeavour, must necessarily be preferred to those who have a larger 
aim. The University course, which must provide for other pupils besides the 
candidates in the Indian competition, can never be so perfect an instrument for 
gaining marks at that examination as the instruction of the special teachers. 
Candidates, therefore, before selection will not willingly resort to it. No such 
difficulty hinders a residence at the University after selection. Thefurther examina- 
tions through which the candidates have to pass will not he competitive. The special 
subjects are such as can be studied there with peculiar advantage, and a powerful 
encouragement can be offered to a University residence by restricting to those 
selected candidates who frequent the University the subsistence allowance given by 
the Government. It would obviously be impossible to offer any similar inducement 
to the whole mass of candidates previous to the competition. ; 

13. A lower limit of age is recommended by another consideration of importance. 
Out of the number who present themselves for competition, it is certain that four 
fifths must fail, because the candidates are usually more than five times as many as 
the vacancies; and no prudent parent in selecting a profession for his son will leave 
this certainty out of consideration. Some professions are absolutely closed, others 
are almost impossible, to a man who thinks for the first time of entering them at the 
age of 22. A man, therefore, who competes for the Indian Civil Service at that age 
undoubtedly strives for a valuable prize, but does it at a formidable risk. He stakes, 
in a measure, his chance of self-support upon the result of a competition in which it : 
is certain that four fifths must fail. Itis more than probable that such a risk must 
weigh strongly with parents, and diminish the field of competition, especially among 
the professional class. But no such apprehension will -be possible if the limit of 
age is fixed at 19. 

14. The minimum of age will remain at 17 as before. ; 

15. The first competition at which the maximum limit of 19 will be enforced will 
be held in July 1878. This delay in bringing the new arrangement into operation is 
necessary in order that the requisite preparation may be made, and that those whose 
age will then exceed the required limit may present themselves at the previous 
competition. dene 

16. The selected candidates will be required, as heretofore, to become pro- 
bationers for at least two years, and to pass periodical examinations in special 
subjects of study to be prescribed to them. Attendance at law courts will still be 
required, and probationers will be examined in respect to that attendance; but I 
propose, in conformity with an opinion expressed by your Excellency, and by many 
of those whose reports are before me, to introduce modifications into the arrangements 
which are now in force. : 

17. The probationers, having passed the necessary examinations, will be required Date of enter- 
to report themselves to their Government in India not later than the close of the ing on service 
fourth December after their selection. This arrangement will make the age of 22 and in India. : 
a half the latest at which a young civilian can commence his Indian Service. In 
most cases he is likely to commence it younger. An allowance of 150/. will be 
given during each of the two years of their probation to all candidates selected in 
July 1878, or later, who pass their probation at some University (to be approved 
beforehand by the Secretary of State) at which moral responsibility for the conduct 
of the students is undertaken, and rules of discipline are enforced. 
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18. These are the principal changes in the existing system which it appears to Her 
Majesty’s Government expedient to sanction. Some alterations of subordinate 
importance in the studies pursued by the probationers may be desirable, but upon 
these it is not necessary that I should trouble you at present. — 

19. I desire that your Excellency in Council will furnish the Governments of 
Madras and Bombay with a copy of this Despatch,

Tux Civil Service Commissioners have carefully studied the papers 

which were forwarded to them by desire of the-Secretary of State for 

India in Council on the 29th-of March-last, together with a copy of 

the Despatch addressed by his Lordship on the 24th of February to the 

Governor-General of India. : 

The Commissioners have learnt with much satisfaction from these 
papers that the results of the present system of selecting and training 
Indian civilians are not found to indicate those defects which were - 
mentioned in your letter of 31st July 1874 as having been alleged 
against it; and that the only change suggested with anything approach- 
ing to unanimity is one which should secure for the Civil Service of 
India an increased number of persons educated at our great Universities. 

From the Despatch above referred to it appears that, with a view to 
this object, it has been determined to lower the superior limit of age for 
selection from 21 to 19, and to offer a pecuniary inducement to selected 
candidates to pass the two years of their probation at some University 
at which moral responsibility-for the conduct of the students is under- 
taken, and rules of discipline are enforced. 

It can hardly be necessary to state that this resolution having been 
taken, the Civil Service Commissioners will gladly give their best 
assistance in carrying it into effect. They will be prepar red accordingly, 
whenever it may be desired, to submit a draft scheme of open com- 
petition adapted to the reduced limit of age, and also to consider what 
changes may be required under the new system in the arrangements for 
the training of probationers. Nor does it seem to'them necessary, in 
regard to some at least of these changes, to wait until the new system is 
brought into operation. 

Having regard to the expression of opinion contained in the papers 
before them, and especially to the determination arrived at by the 
Secretary of State in Council, the Commissioners propose to fix the dates 
of the periodical examinations for the candidates now entering on their 
period of probation in such a manner as to remove as much as possible 
every obstacle to their pursuing their studies at the Universities. It is 
proposed also to modify both the number and the character of the law 
cases which probationers are required to report, and to put a strict and 
narrow limit on the study of the vernacular languages. Copies of 
“ Tnstructions” now about to be issued with this view are herewith 
enclosed for the information of the Secretary of State in Council. 

By your letter of the 29th March last the Commissioners are informed 
that Lord Salisbury proposes, out of consideration for candidates now 
preparing for the competition, that besides the examination to be held 
in July 1878, as announced in the Despatch of February 24th, an 
examination on the present footing should take place in the earlier part 
of the same year, and they are requested to state their opinion as to the 
best mode of adjusting the relations of these EES. examinations to one 
another. 
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The Commissioners are not sure that they correctly understand what 
is the point on which their opinion is thus asked for. If the question 
refers to the proportion of the vacancies of the year 1878 which should 
be offered for competition at the two examinations respectively, the only 
light which the, Commissioners are able to throw upon it is derived from 
the fact that at the examinations of the last five years the proportion of 
appointments won by candidates above 19 has been about 84 per cent. 
From this it would appear that if it be desired to remove all ground of 
disappointment on the part of candidates now preparing for the com- 
petition, it would be necessary to offer 84 per cent., i.e. probably about 
25, of the vacancies of the year to be competed for, at the earlier of the 
two proposed examinations, by candidates between 19 and 21; and 16 per 
cent., 2.¢., probably about 5, to be competed for at the later examina- 
tion by candidates between 17 and 19; but it need hardly be pointed 
out that the results of two such examinations would be for all practical 
purposes identical with the results which might be obtained by one 
examination open to candidates between 17 and 21. 

Tf, on the other hand, the question has reference to the position which 
the candidates selected at the earlier of the two examinations should hold 
relatively to those selected at the later, the Commissioners have no 
hesitation in saying that in their opinion the former should take prece- 
dence of the latter; although they do not disguise from themselves that 
some inconvenience might arise if, as would probably happen, some of 
the former set were to acquit themselves less well in the “ final exami- 
nation” of 1880 than some of the latter. ; 

It may not be out of place, however, to observe that if, on this and 
other grounds, it ‘should be thought desirable to put off until 1879 that 
part of the new system which has reference to the age of the candidates, 
it would still be possible to bring into operation in 1878, as proposed, 
that part of it by which. the allowance granted to selected candidates 
would be payable only on condition of residence at a University. 

I am only to add that the Commissioners observe with regret the 
statement in the Despatch of February 24th, that the “first competition 
“ ot which the maximum limit. of 19 will be enforced will be held in 
“ July 1878.” As will be seen from the accompanying memorandum, 
there is no month in the year which presents so great a difficulty as to 
holding such an examination, partly owing to engagements by which 
the Commissioners are already bound, and partly owing to the difficulty 
of obtaining at that period of the year either the use of adequate rooms

or the aid of the most competent examiners. The Commissioners are, 


of course, unaware what weighty reasons may exist for preferring that 
date, but they desire me to point out that if it has been chosen with a 
view to the time up to which the age of candidates should be reckoned, 
the same object might be attained by a regulation to the effect that the 
ages of candidates should in all cases be reckoned up to the lst of July 
of the year in which the competition took place.

Memorandum by the Secretary, Civil Service Commission. 
July is the one month of the whole year in which we should have the greatest 
difficulty in holding an examination like the open competition for the Civil Service 
_ of India, an examination attracting a large number of candidates (about 200), and 
_ requiring us to call in a large number of extraneous examiners (about 30), 
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I. It is the time of the year at which we have already the greatest number of can- 
didates to deal with. At the special request of the military authorities (Made, as we 
understood, at the instance of the great public schools) we have undertaken to hold 
every July the half-yearly examination of candidates for the Army and for Woolwich, 
numbering in all about 800, and the examination lasting about a month. Besides 
this, at the request of the President of the Royal Indian Engineering College, we 
have fixed the end of June or beginning of July for the annual competition for ad- 
mission to Cooper’s Hill; and we have almost invariably found it necessary to hold 
at this time, in connexion with the Home Civil Service, other examinations of 
considerable bulk and importance. 

It is to be observed also that if the ‘‘ Periodical” and ‘‘ Final” examinations of 
the selected candidates for the Civil Service of India are to be timed so as not to 
clash with examinations at Oxford and elsewhere, it will be impossible to avoid 
holding the second and the final examinations, 7.e. two examinations every year, in or 
about the month of July. These examinations would not in themselves present any 
great difficulty, for the numbers are comparatively-smali, and their character is such 
as to need comparatively little supervision; but they would seriously aggravate the 
difficulty of holding an additional large open competition at the same time. 

II. Again, it is a time of year at which there is great difficulty in procuring rooms 
for examination purposes. Having only space on our own premises for about 120 
candidates, we are obliged, when the numbers exceed this, to find rooms where we 
can. The best we have ever had are those of the London University, at Burlington 
Gardens, which, when we can have the use of them all, accommodate about 600 can- 
didates. But although the authorities of the University have treated us with great 
consideration in giving us the refusal of their rooms when not wanted by themselves, 
they decline to admit us when they have any: considerable examinations of their 
own on hand; and it happens that they have annual examinations which oceupy as 
many as 87 days between June 5th and August 12th. Owing to these examinations, 
it would be impossible for us to obtain from the University during this period the 
accommodation needed for an Indian competition, viz., the use of rooms for three 
consecutive weeks. 

There are, of course, other rooms which the Office of Works wight hire for us ; 
but there is no time of the year at which public rooms of all kinds are so likely to be 
engaged. : 

Ill. Lastly, at any time between June and October, it is very difficult to get 
together a large staff of highly qualified examiners, many of whom are in the habit 
of spending this holiday time either abroad or in distant parts. Even if they can be 
persuaded to remain for the purpose of setting papers and looking them over, they 
go away as soon as that is done, and if any question arises upon the report of any 
one of them, there is the greatest difficulty in settling it. 

It was, I believe, on these grounds that the time of holding the open competitions 
for India was changed, some years ago, from July to Haster. This time has proved 
to be singularly free from all serious objection ; but ifa later date is desired, then May 
would be decidedly preferable to July, so far as our arrangements are concerned..

My Lorp Maratis, 

In accordance with instructions given to us at the Conference of Head Masters, 
held at Rugby on December 22nd, 1876, we have the honour to lay before your 
Lordship the pentane resolution, which was passed by the unanimous vote of the 
Conference, viz. 

“The Conference hopes that early notice may be given of the character and 
details of the new examination for the Indian Civil Service, and trusts that, as 
the limit of age fixed for candidates for that service will be identical with ‘the 
limit of age usually recognised for entrance scholarships at the Universities, 
so the character of the studies required may be as far as possible the same, 
due weight being given to proficiency in such subjects as Modern Languages 
and Natural Science, as well as English, Classics, and Mathematics; and the 
Conference desires to see a limit “placed to the number of subjects which 
candidates of the age of schoolboys may take up; and requests the Committee 
to communicate the views of the Conference to the authorities.” 

On behalf- of those whom we represent we beg leave to express to your Lordship 
our satisfaction at the changes which it is proposed to make in regard to the age 
fixed for candidates for admission to the Civil Service of India,-and the encourage- 
ments to be offered ‘them to complete their training at one of the Universities. We 
believe that both of these changes will be found to produce a good effect upon the 
service. _At the.same time, we ask your Lordship’s favourable consideration of the 
views set forth in the above resolution, as we believe. that, unless some such pro- 
visions as are there indicated be made, the changes may fail to produce the good 
effect which is expected from them, 

We trust that the examination will always retain its free and open character, and 
that scope may be given in it for the evidence of ability of various kinds; but, as 
the candidates are now to be of the age of schoolboys, we are anxious that it may 
also be made to harmonise more closely than hitherto with the general course of 
education as pursued in the best schools. 

We submit to your Lordship’s consideration that any steps in this direction can 
scarcely fail to increase the number of good candidates, and consequently to raise 
the general standard of efficiency in the Service; as (1) the study preparatory to 
competition for the Indian Civil Service would no longer be incompatible with that 
required for competition for the highest University honotirs ; and the same boys 
would probably offer themselves for the Indian Civil Service as now compete 
successfully for the highest scholarships at the best colleges of the Universities ; and 
(2) there seems good reason for believing that the best training for a successful 
discharge of an Englishman’s duty in India is that which is found to be the best for 
the work of the various professions, and for parliamentary or official life at home. 

We suggest, therefore, that the good results to the service and the nation, which, 
in common with your Lordship, we desire to see effected by the recent changes, will : 
probably be attained by such an arrangement of the entrance examination as ;:— 

Cs) ee exclude from it such subjects as are better dealt with at a later age, 

, during the University career of the selected candidates : 
(2.) Shalt’ take away, as far as possible, all temptation to aim at accumulating 
hastily-acquired ill-digested information, rather than at gaining sound 
thorough abiding knowledge and a well-disciplined mind -

(8.) Shall limit the number of subjects, which a candidate may select for 
examination : 

(4.) Shall give special prominence, to such subjects as are prescribed by the 
schemes of public and endowed schools, based, as these schemes are, upon 
the reports of two Royal Commissions, enacted by two successive Acts of 
Parliament, and administered by men selected on grounds of special fitness 
for serving on the various governing Bodies. 

We are aware that to carry out these suggestions considerable changes would be 
necessary in the present arrangements as regards several subjects, especially history 
and literature, both ancient and modern, and some branches of natural science ;. but 
we abstain from obtruding additional details upon your Lordship, though prepared to 
submit them should your Lordship be willing to hear us further.

Havzine laid before the Civil Service Commissioners your letter of 
the 26th March, requesting, by desire of the Marquis of Salisbury, to be 
favoured with a draft scheme of open competition for the Civil Service 
of India adapted to the reduced limit of age, and inviting their special 
attention to a letter, of which a copy was enclosed, addressed to Lord 
Salisbury by a committee appointed at a conference of head masters ; 

I am now directed to request that you will submit to his Lordship in 
Council the following observations as the result of the best consideration 
which the Commissioners have been able to give to the subject. 

The principles upon which the present scheme was originally based, 
and on which it is now administered, were fully set forth in the letter of 
this Board dated 16th March 1875, and may here be summarily stated as 
follows :— 

(1.) That the subjects of examination should not be chosen with 
special reference to an Indian career, but should be such as are included 
in an ordinary English education ; (2) that the relative weight of these 
subjects in the competition, as represented by the maximum number of 
marks assigned to each, should be so adjusted as to deal fairly by all 
places from which candidates come, and all methods of liberal education ; 
the maximum being understood in each case to correspond to the highest 
degree of proficiency that candidates can reasonably be expected to have 
attained, considering the age at which they are admitted and the con- 
ditions of education open to them; (38) that in the award of marks, a 
given amount of combined ability and industry should receive as nearly 
as possible the same recognition in whatever branch of knowledge it 
might be displayed; (4) that “a candidate ought to be allowed no credit 
* at all for taking up asubject in which he is a mere smatterer,” and 
that, to secure this, a deduction should be made from the marks of each 
candidate in each subject; (5) that, subject to this self-acting restriction, 


eyery candidate should be at liberty to take up what subjects he chose, 


none being obligatory. 
-These principles, originally laid down with reference to the examina- 
tion of candidates of the age of 23, appear to the Commissioners to be 
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equally applicable, in the main, to candidates of the age-of 19. But 
there are several obvious considerations to be borne in mind i in applying 
them. 

Not only will the degree of the candidates’ proficiency be lower at the 
lower age, but the range of their studies both individually and collec- 
tively will be less extensive ; and though it may be hoped that their 
education will not have been entirely confined to what may be called 
the staple subjects, viz., languages and. mathematics, the proportion of 
time and attention which they will have given to these subjects as com- 
pared with the studies to which they form an introduction, such as 
history, literature, philosophy, and science, will undoubtedly be greater 
at 19 than at 23. 

It will be necessary, therefore, not only that the standard of the exa- 
mination should be lowered in the various subjects which it embraces, 
but that the list of subjects should be revised, and that the maximum _ 
number of marks allotted to them severally should be reconsidered. 

As regards the point first above-mentioned there will probably be 
little difference of opinion. If at the age of 23 it was not. thought 
desirable that young men should be diverted from the ordinary subjects 
of a liberal education to those which are specially Indian, still less can it 
be desirable in the case of boys under 19, © On. this ground, if the 
United Kingdom only had to. be considered, the Commissioners would 
propose to exclude Arabic, and would hesitate to include Sanskrit, not- 
withstanding the place which it now holds in European culture, and 
even at afew of our own schools and colleges. But the fact that the 
service has-been thrown open to the natives of: India is alone sufficient 
to make it. necessary that) these languages should be included in any 
scheme’of:competition for it ; unless indeed it is intended, as: has been 
sometimes proposed, to ‘make. separate arrangements for the admission 
of natives. Supposing these subjects to be retained on the list for 
the sake:of Indian candidates, it would be right, the Commissioners think, 
that the maximum number of marks for each should remain fixed at 500, 
on the understanding, however; thatthe standard. of: marking ‘should be 
determined with referent) to a high degree of proficiency, such as may 
be expected to be reached by a native of good education. | i 

» As regards’ the remaining” subjects now comprised | in: the: list, the 
Commissioners are of opinion that the scheme should undergo. con* 
siderable modifications which they proceed to set forth in detail. .' 

Under the head: of English; it is not to be expected that youths below 
the age of 19 should have a very extended acquaintance: with “ our 
poets, wits, and philosophers,” or even with the history-and \constitution 
of our country. ‘The most) thatcan’ be looked for is that:they should 
havesome general knowledge of the most salient points in these subjects, 
and ‘that. they should: have" studied carefully: some limited: ‘Periods of 
history and a select list of literar y works. 

It is proposed, therefore, that a considerable postion of the marks toe 
English history and English: literature should be allotted to work 
specially prepared. It would im: some respects be convenient, as 
simplifying the arrangements of the examination and lightening. “the, 
labours ‘of the Commissioners, if they were themselves to prescribe 
beforehand one period of history and one list of authors on which all 
the candidates should be ‘examined. But to do this would,-in’ their 
opinion;be to interfere in the direction’ of the candidates’ studies inva 
manner alien to the spirit of these examinations; and: they thinky that 
the same object may be better attained by calling upon every competitor 
to name, some time before the date of the: ‘competition, the period and 
the books on which he is prepared to be examined ; it being understood 
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that in awarding marks’ for the work specially prepared regard will be Inpra:Cryit. 
had partly to the extent and importance of the portions:selected, and Servicer. 
partly to the thoroughness with which they have been studied. : i 

As it is mot probable that at the age of 19 the amount of industry Selene af 
and ability devoted to English history and literature will bear so large abigail 
a proportion to the amount devoted to other studies, as it, may have English. 
been expected to bear at the age of 23, the Commissioners think it 
would be right to reduce the maximum allotted to each of these subjects 
to 300. 

Partly on the same grounds, it is proposed, similarly to reduce the 

’ maximum allotted to English composition. .An essay written by a 
young man of 23 may show so much of. original thought and acquired 
information, combined with skill in composition, as. to. outweigh a very 
considerable amount of knowledge and ability shown in answers. to 
questions on scholarship or science ; but this can hardly be the case with 
a boy not yet 19.. Moreover the experience of the Commissioners has 
satisfied them that though a very good or a very bad essay is sure to 
receive its due, the valuation of exercises of medium merit is attended 
with so much uncertainty as to make it inexpedient that-a large number 
of marks should depend upon it. 

On the othér hand the Commissioners ‘think it very desirable that 
there should be an examination, not wholly elementary, on the grammar, 
etymology, and history of the English language, and to this they would 
assign a separate maximum of 300 marks. 

As regards foreign languages, ancient and modern, the only change ‘Roreign 
of any moment which appears to be required is that the examination languages. 
in each ease should be confined to the language itself, excluding the 
literature and history, except so far as an acquaintance with them may 
be necessary for an intelligent study cf the language. 

The Commissioners have considered whether, in view of this change, 
it would be proper to introduce, as separate heads of examination, 
ancient history and modern history. But they are not inclined to 
propose this addition to tlie list, espevially as they do not think that 
these subjects, whatever may be their value as branches of study, afford. 

a satisfactory test of general ability in the case of boys, to whom history 
ean hardly be more than a mere record of facts, 

The relative weight of the several languages tlie Coatinicdioners 
would propose to “leave tnaltered, except that they would slightly 
diminish the weight of Greek, the study of which is mot generally 
carried so far, at the age of 19, as the study of Latin. They suggest 
as maxima ‘for Latin 800, for Greek 700, and for each of the modern 
languages 400. — 

Under the head of mathematics it will obviously be expedient to Mathematics. 
lower alike the point to~which the examination extends and the point 
at which it commences, so that on the one hand candidates should not 
be encouraged to carry their reading beyond what can be thoroughly 
mastered by boys of good rnathematical ability, and on the other hand 
those who have been well grounded in the most elementary branches 
should obtain someé credit. With this view the examination should 

range from arithmetic, algebra, and elementary geometry. up to the 
elements of the differential “and integral calculus, including the lower 
portions of “applied mathematics. The maximum of marks allotted to 
the subject thus restricted would be 1,000. 

An extended examination in the mental and moral sciences would Mental and 
obviously be unsuited to ‘youthful candidates. At the same time if moral sciences. 
justice is to he done to those places of education in which the. study of 
_philosophy is commenced at an early age, the scheme of com petition 
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should include some branches of philosophy. It is thought, therefore, 


that there should be a paper of questions in logic and another in the 
elements of political economy, subjects which are capable of being - 
treated with exactness, which are quite within the reach of boys between 
18 and 19, and which are now studied, as the Commissioners under- 
stand, not ‘only at Scottish and Irish colleges, but also in the highest 
forms of some of our public schools. 

As the examination in both sciences would be confined within narrow 
limits, representing a comparatively short period of study, the maximum 
allotted to each should not be more than 300 marks. 

The remaining head of examination, that of the natural sciences, 
presents considerable difficulty, the study of them being of compara- 
tively recent introduction at most of our~schools and colleges, and no 
general agreement having been arrived at, so far.as appears, as to the 
educational value of the several branches relatively to each other, or to- 
the order in which they should succeed each cther in a progressive 
course of science. 

Under these circumstances, acting upon the best opinion they have 
been able to form in pursuance of the principles already stated, the 
Commissioners propose to allow the elements of any two of the following 
sciences to be taken up, viz.:—-(1.) Chemistry ; (2.) Electricity and 
Magnetism ; (3.) Experimental laws of Heat and Light; (4.) Mecha- 
nical Philosophy with outlines of Astronomy ; leaving Zoology, Botany, 
and Geology to be studied by the successful competitors during the 
period of their probation under the arrangement already sanctioned by 
the Secretary of State in Council. 

To each of the four branches of science above mentioned they would 
allot 300 marks, with the exception of Chemistry, to which they would 
give 500. 

According to the foregoing proposals the subjects of examination 
would stand as follows :—

The Commissioners have considered whether two subjects, viz., the 
first elements of English and of mathematics, should not be made obli- 
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gatory, as is done in the examination of all candidates of whatever age Inpra Civin - 
for clerkships in the Home Civil Service. But they do not think that Service. 
the cases are sufficiently similar to require that they should be similarly 
treated’; and they are of opinion that in this case the object in view 
may be better secured in a manner hereafter to be explained. 

_ The Commissioners have also considered with care and attention the 
suggestion contained in the letter of the head masters that a limit should 
be put upon the number of subjects which a candidate may take up. 

It may be remembered that this suggestion was one of those which Limit to num- 

the Commissioners were requested to consider by your letter of 31st ber of subjects. 
July 1874, and that in their reply they stated at some length arguments 
and facts which appeared to prove that while any arbitrary limitation 
would be open to grave objection, the self-acting limitation imposed by 
refusing credit for knowledge not reaching a certain point of competence Deduction of 
was found to produce in a most satisfactory manner the desired effect, marks. 
The Commissioners have every confidence that under the altered rules 
respecting age, the same practice will produce like effects, and they 
propose, therefore, to rely on the system of deductions to keep within 
reasonable bounds any tendency to excessive diffusiveness of study. 

There are, however, three subjects which they think. might properly 
be excepted from the rule of deduction, viz., English composition, 
English grammar, and mathematics. 

The effect of the practice of deduction is twofold; to discourage 
candidates from embarking in the study of fresh subjects, and to. do 
away with all distinction between those who know a little of a subject 
and those who are entirely ignorant of it. In neither respect does the 
“practice appear to be applicable to the subjects in question, for to none 
of the candidates can either English or arithmetic be a new subject, 
and under both heads the difference between utter ignorance and even 
very moderate proficiency is of importance in estimating the education 
of a candidate, and may, therefore, properly be recognised in marks. It 
need hardly be observed that the practical effect of the proposed exception 
would be to place at a serious disadvantage in the competition any can- 
didate who was not moderately well qualified in these subjects, and thus 
to render competent proficiency in them almost as necessary to success 
as if they were absolutely compulsory. 

To complete the statement of the proposed conditions of competition Fee. 
under the new system, it only remains to add that the Commissioners 
think it very desirable that.a fee should be paid as heretofore by every 
candidate attending the examination, and that they see no reason why 
this fee should not be fixed, as it has hitherto been, at 5/.

ject'of instruction seems to be-somewhat too highly-rated in the scale 
of marks suggested by the Commissioners.

I am directed by the Civil Service Gotan Monais to renowledge 
the receipt of your letter of the 26th ultimo, relative to the new — 
of open competition for the Civil Service of India. 

In compliance with the wish of the Secretary of State for India in 
Council as there expressed, the Commissioners in framing the enclosed. 
Draft of Regulations have removed “* The Grammar, Etymology, and His- 
tory of the ‘English Language ” from the list of subjects in which can- 
didates may be examined. » They have done this with regret, believing 
that’ careful instruction on these subjects is already given at: some 
schools, and that forming as they now do an obligatory: part of ‘the ex- 
amination of all candidates examined ‘in “ English” by the Oxford and 
Cambridge Schools Examination Board, they are likely to be more and 
more studied by young men of the class who become candidates for’ the 
Indian Service. 

The Commissioners Have also, in pursuance of what: they wedétaintld 
to be the desire of the Marquis of Salisbury, reduced the marks for Greek 
from 700 to 600, and raised the marks for French and German from 
400 to 500, although they do not themselves think that the altered figures 
fairly represent the relative amounts of ability and industry required to 
attain in those languages respectively the highest degree of proficiency 
which candidates may be expected to display. 

The Commissioners would be very glad if on further consideration of 
the reasons above stated the Seeretary of State in Council should come 
to the conclusion that English and Greek should be restored to the places 
which they held in the scheme as originally framed, and that the draft 
herewith submitted should be altered accordingly. But whatever may 
be his Lordship’s decision, they hope that it may be convenient to inform 
them of it at an early date, as they think it very desirable that the new 
regulations should be issued as soon as possible. 

It will be perceived that, with the exception of paragraphs 4, 6, and 9, 
the draft is a repetition of the regulations at present in force ; and the 
Commissioners have no addition to suggest, unless his Lordship should be 
of opinion that some proficiency in horsemanship should be made a con- 
-dition of fitness for service in India. Hitherto, since the year 1863,the 
Commissioners have required selected candidates to produce evidence of 
their ability-in this respect, and have’ satisfied themselves that all the 
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candidates’ certificated since. that date were able to perform journeys on 
horseback, | In. the absence, however, of any express regulation, this 
Board has no power to enforce their requirement by withholding a: cer- 
tificate of qualification from any candidate who might fail to satisfy them 
on the point’; and as they do not. know what degree of importance: the 
Secretary of State may attach to the subject, they have thought. it ad- 
visable, while the fogmagons are under meyisiam, to invite his attention

In reply to your letter of the 14th instant respecting the date to be 
fixed on which superannuation is to commence for candidates for the 
Civil Service of India under the new Scheme, I am directed by the 
Civil Service Commissioners to state for the information of the Secre- 
tary.of State for India in Council, that having given their best considera- 


‘ tion to the point, the Commissioners are disposed to think: (1.) That it 


would be advisable to fix upon a certain day of some month named rather 
than a day in “the month in which the examination is to be held,” and 
(2.). That the 1st of January preceding each examination would on the 
whole be the best date to select for the purpose. 

(1.) The former suggestion appears to the Commissioners to be 
recommended by the obvious convenience to the public of avoiding a 
shifting or doubtful date; which under the rule proposed in your 
letter would be the consequence of holding the examination or any part 
of it in any other month than July. For the reasons explained in my 
letter of the 26th May last, the Commissioners entertain serious doubts 
whether the experiment to be made in 1878 will not prove to the 
Secretary of State the impossibility of adhering to that month for 
the subsequent examinations ; while, even in 1878, it may be found 
necessary to commence the examination in June or to extend it into 
August. 

(2.) In proposing the Ist of January as the governing date, the 
Commissioners have been guided mainly by the consideration that it 
is a prominent date in the calendar and therefore easily ned in the 
public mind, 

It has, however, the further advantage, that by postponing the time 
at which candidates would become superannuated it would reduce the 
number of cases in which persons could complain of hardship on the 
ground that they had been preparing for these examinations under the 
impression that the maximum limit of age would remain at 21. 

The adoption of the date proposed would of course render it possible 
that selected candidates might attain the age of 23 before proceeding to- 
India. A few might thus be six months over the age contemplated in 
Lord.

In reply I am to state that, although the Commissioners are not at 
present prepared to enter into details respecting the course of study to 
be prescribed, they gladly avail themselves of the invitation to submit 
for the consideration of his Lordship in Council the main features of 
the plan which they would propose.

Trathine of Aceording to what is laid down in the letter above quoted the candi. 
cele daar dates are to be selected between the ages of 17 and 19; they are to be 
candidates. encouraged to pass the time of their probation at some university, 
where it can hardly be expected, and is probably not desired, that they 
should give all their time to preparing for examination before the 
, Commissioners ; and, having passed the necessary examinations, they are 
“ to report themselves to their Government in India not later than the 
“close of the fourth December after their selection,” z.e., after an interval 
~ "°° of between three and four years. 

Length of » It appears to the Commissioners that if the policy thus indicated is’ to 
probation. be successfully carried out it is very desirable-to lengthen the period of 
probation from two years..to.three, without, however, increasing the 
number of examinations to be passed, or materially extending the range 

of special study. 

This change would tend to counteract the evils apprehended by some 
persons,as likely to arise from selecting candidates at so early an age: 
while lightening the pressure of work upon the students, it would give 
more time for the completion of that university training, mental, moral, 
and physical, which the new system appears designed to secure ; it would 
remove the objection which might be ‘felt to the grant of university 
degrees after so short a residence as two years; and it would consider- 
ably diminish the difficulty, which otherwise might be very serious, 
of arranging the four probationary examinations so as not to interfere 
with the requirements of any of the several universities among which 
the candidates-may be distributed. 

Languages and_ Passing to the course of.study prescribed for probationers, the only 
law. heads under which any. change appears to be needed are those of lan- 
guages and law. my 

Under the former head’ the Commissioners have. already in a pre- 
vious letter intimated their opinion that the study of the vernacular 
tongues may with advantage be placed under narrower restrictions than 


heretofore. g 
Vernacular Experience has led them to the opinion, which appears to be shared 
languages, by many persons of authority in India, that it is not desirable. to 


stimulate candidates, by the offer of marks affecting competition, to 
attempt to acquire ithe less common languages and dialects, such as 
Canarese, Malayalum, and Oorya, which, owing to the scantiness of 
their literature and the lack of teachers, can hardly be studied with 
profit in this country, and respecting which, even if acquired, it must 
always be extremely doubtful whether they will be of any use to the 
learner in the locality in which he will find himself settled in India. 

On this ground they have, in the “General Instructions” issued to 
the candidates selected in 1876 (Extract enclosed), limited the number 
of vernacular languages to be brought up for examination to two, one 
obligatory and one optional, and. both appropriate to the Presidency to 
which the candidate has been assigned ; and they propose to follow the 
same plan for the future. At the same time they will be quite prepared, 
if such should be the wish of the Secretary of State in Council, at each 
final examination to examine candidates in the languages aboye- 
mentioned, or any others, with the view of awarding any prizes which 
may be offered for proficiency in them.

“On the other hand, the Commissioners are disposed, though not Natural 
without diffidence, to suggest that candidates should be encouraged, but sciences. 
not compelled, to acquire, before proceeding to India, some knowledge 
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either of Geology, Zoology, or Botany ; sciences which are, now suc- 
cessfully taught, as the Commissioners believe, at every university, and 
which, apart from their value in connexion with mental culture, might 
be the source of much pleasure and benefit to civilians in their sub- 
sequent life. With this view they would propose that at each final 
examination, but then only, a certain number of marks should be allotted 
to Natural Science, and that each candidate should be allowed to bring 
up any one, but not more than one, of the sciences above named. 

The Commissioners venture to offer a further suggestion, with the 
view of obviating objections which have been urged in some quarters 
against the present method of selecting civil servants for India. 

It has always been the practice to require every candidate, at 
the close of his period of probation, to produce_evidence of his ability to 
ride. But the Commissioners think-that the object of this rule might 
be-better secured if the test were made competitive, ze., if a limited 
number of marks at the final examination were allotted to riding, a 
certain proportion of these to be regarded as the minimum for qualifica- 
tion. Iam only to add that, if it should be deemed expedient to adopt 
this proposal, the Commissioners have no doubt of their being able to 
procure the assistance of cavalry officers or other gentlemen well 
qualified to aid them in judging of the candidates’ proficiency under 
this head. ‘

3. The proposals of the Commissioners may be thus stated :—

Iam desired by the Marquis of Salisbury to acknowledge the receipt of your Length of pre- 
letter of March 21st, and to assure you that this communication, as well as that bation. 
which you addressed to him at an earlier date, has been very attentively considered 
by his Lordship and his Council. 

Lord Salisbury is inclined to think that the syndicate at whose instance you write 
has in some degree misunderstood the nature of the decision arrived at by the 
Secretary of State in Council, with regard to the period of time during which the 
selected candidates for the Indian Civil Service will be allowed to remain in this 
country. This misconception has perhaps not unnaturally arisen from the difficulty 
in which the syndicate is placed of regarding the question decided from the Indian 
point of view. The principal objects of the change made in February 1876, were to 
bring the selected candidates to their active work in India at an earlier age than 
heretofore, and to secure for them, so far as was possible, the moral supervision of 
some academical body during their period of probation. Lord Salisbury would 
gladly have lengthened that period so as to allow the whole of the selected can- 
didates to remain during the full time required for an ordinary academical course, 
but he was compelled to defer to high authorities who were strongly of opinion that 
the interests of the Indian Service would not permit this extension. At the same time 
it was felt that a limited number of the candidates might and probably would, for 
reasons of their own, and perhaps at some sacrifice, be desirous of qualifying them- 
selves for the B.A. degree, and, as an indulgence to this class, the period during 
which residence in this country would be permitted was lengthened some months 
beyond that which would otherwise have been prescribed. 

Tam to repeat that there has never at any time been any intention of adding to 
the expenses entailed on the Indian Treasury by the allowances to the selected 
candidates. Indeed it was not without hesitation that the Secretary of State in 
Council came to the conclusion that it would be justifiable to continue these 
allowances in any form,

On the question which the Commissioners are requested to re-consider 


relating to the language to be studied, I am to state for the information . 


of the Secretary of State for India in Council that the proposal con- 
tained in my letter of the 12th February was made in the belief that 
while it was desirable to require every candidate io learn in this country 
the rudiments at least of one of the classicallanguages of India, in the 
hope that considerations of-his own advantage would lead him to carry 
on the study of it, it was also desirable that he should be encouraged to 
make some acquaintance with one of the real vernaculars, as they have 
been termed, of his presidency, Bengali or Hindi for Bengal, Tamil 
for Madras, and Marathi for Bombay. It will, no doubt, be remembered 
that up toa very recent date the study of these languages was obliga- 


tory, and the Commissioners would greatly regret on the grounds which . 


were set forth in full in their letter of the 26th of June 1871, if they 
were not to be admitted, at least as optional subjects. ‘They would pro- 
pose therefore that even if it be thought expedient to make the study 
of a classical language obligatory throughout the course, the study of 
a second vernacular should be permitted during the last year of it. But 
they have themselves great doubt as to the expediency of making a 
classical language obligatory at the final examination, as they fear that 
the additional test thus imposed might from time to time have the effeet 
of excluding from the service a candidate otherwise well qualified, but 
without a taste for studies of this character. 

The Commissioners have oniy further to state that while regretting 
the decision which has been arrived at respecting the length of the 
period of probation, as likely in their opinion to imperil the success of the 
system, they will of course be prepared to adapt their arrangements to 
it. With this view they desire me to request that they may in due 


time be informed what Universities are “ approved ” by the Secretary of — 


State under paragraph 17 of his Lordship’s Despatch of 24th February 
1876, and what, if any, arrangements are made with those Universities 
of a nature affecting the proceedings of this board. They assume it to 
be understood that as the time of probation will be limited, as before, 
to two years, the candidates will be expected, as before, to devote the 


whole of this -time to their special studies, whether those studies are . 


carried on at a University or elsewhere.

I am desired by the Marquis of Salisbury to acknowledge the receipt 


of your letter of May 12th, which has been attentively considered by 
him in Council. ; 

The considerations placed before him by the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners have induced Lord Salisbury to modify the suggestion contained 
in paragraph 6 of my letter of April 27th. He is willing that after 
the first two examinations a classical language shall be no longer obliga- 
tory, but he desires that it should remain an. optional subject, so that 
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candidates. who have a taste for that class of studies may obtain credit 
for their proficiency in it. As regards a second vernacular language, 
Lord Salisbury sees no objection: to its study being permitted, as the 
Commissioners suggest, during the second year of probation, but he 
would be glad to know whether there would be any difficulty in making 
it obligatory during that year, so far as regards those candidates who 
abandon the study of a classical language. 

Lord Salisbury is, on the whole, of opinion that it would not be 
desirable to inform the selected candidates that they are expected to 
devote the whole of their time to the studies tested by the Commis- 
sioners’ examinations. It is possible that some of them may be gentle- 
men who, from previous preparation or exceptional powers of labour, 
are able to engage to some extent in the special studies of the Univer- 
sity at which they reside, and Lord Salisbury thinks it will be enough if 
the examinations are not allowed to fall below the standard to which 
they have hitherto been adjusted. If any inconvenience actually results 
from the absence of the notice to the candidates suggested by the 
Commissioners, it may be remedied hereafter. 

Lord Salisbury will direct a further communication* to be made to the 
Commissioners on the subject of “approved” Universities.

I am directed by the Civil Service Commissioners to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter of the 14th ultimo, continuing the corre- 
spondence relative to the probationary studies of Indian civilians selected 
under the new system. ; 

In reply I am to state, for the information of the Secretary of State 
for India in Council, that the Commissioners see no difficulty in giving 
effect to the suggestion now made that every selected candidate should 
be required, during the second year of probation, either to continue the 
study of a classical language or to take up the second vernacular language 
of his presidency. 

With reference to the latter part of your letter I am to observe that, 
as it will be the duty of the Commissioners to maintain at the final 
examination a standard of qualification based on the assumption that 
two years have been devoted to preparing for it, and not to make any 
allowance for deficiencies due to occupation in other pursuits, it appears 
to them to be most desirable for every reason that this should be made 
clear beforehand, not only to the candidates themselves, but also to the 
authorities of the universities to which they may repair. 

The Commissioners are aware indeed that there may be gentlemen of 
exceptional ability who can afford to devote a considerable part of their 
time to general studies without serious risk of falling below the minimum 
of qualification in the prescribed subjects, nor would they propose that 
any penalty should be inflicted on candidates who choose to pursue this 
course at their own risk. But they apprehend that if, under encourage- 
ment from the University authorities, and with the implied sanction of 
the Secretary of State, the practice were to become general, not only 
would the average of the candidates’ proficiency in the studies specially 
designed to prepare them for their duties be inevitably lowered, but

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there would be a tendency, hardly-resistible, to lower also the qualifying 
standard. At the same time the service would run an increased risk of 
losing annually some of its most promising members, who, having once 
entered the academical lists, might be unable to resist the temptation to 
follow out a University career. Of the reality of this danger the Com- 
missioners have already had-proof; and it may be remembered that to 
one of the most experienced of the authorities of Oxford, viz., the Master 
of Balliol, it appeared so serious as to lead him to propose in his letter 
of 27th December 1874 that every selected candidate should give a bond 
to a large amount, to be forfeited in case of withdrawal.

2. As to the proposal of the Commissioners, renewed in paragraph 3 
of your letter, 1 am to say that Lord Salisbury, after again giving it 
his careful consideration in Council, continues to think it inexpedient to 
announce to the selected candidates that they will be expected to devote 
the whole of their time to their professional studies during the period 
of their probation. He has recently had interviews with several gentle- 
men in authority at the English Universities, and he finds them to be 
under the influence of an apprehension which is the opposite of that 
entertained by the Civil Service Commissioners. They appear to be 
afraid that under no circumstances will any of the selected candidates 
be enabled to profit by the general studies of the University at which 
they reside. Among these gentlemen was the Master of Balliol, in 
respect of whose cpinion it is to be observed that, though in 1874 he 
made the suggestion referred to at the conclusion of your letter, he at 
the same time expressed his disbelief that the prizes of the University 
would tempt the selected candidates to renounce an Indian career, 

8. Lord Salisbury, I am to add, is led to the conclusion that, so far 
as regards some of' its details, the working of the new system is toa 
certain extent matter of conjecture, and that it is undesirable to act 
as if all its results could be predicted with absolute certainty. As I 
was before instructed to inform you, it is not his wish that the tests 
applied to the-knowledge acquired by the candidates should be less 
strict than heretofore ; if then it is practically found that the standard 
of their proficiency is lowered, he will be ready, at the instance of the 
Commissioners, to consent to the employment of some adequate remedial 


measure. :

1. On June 25th, 1878, and following days, an examination of 
Candidates will be held in London. At this examination not fewer 
than Candidates will be selected, if so many shall be found duly 
qualified. Of these, will be selected for the Presidency of Bengal, 

for the Upper Provinces, and for the Lower Provinces, | 
for that of Madras, and for that of Bombay. {—Notice will 
hereafter be given of the days and place of examination. 


2. Any person desirous of competing at this examination must produce 
to the Civil Service Commissioners, before the lst of May 1878, evidence 
showing :— 

(a) That he is a natural-born subject of Her Majesty. 

(b) That his age, on the 1st of January 1878, will be above 17 
years and under 19 years. [N.B.—In the case of Natives of 
India this must be certified by the Government of India, or of the 
Presidency or Province in which the Candidate may have 
resided. | 

(c) That he has no disease, constitutional affection, or bodily 
infirmity unfitting him, or likely to unfit him, for the Civil Service 
of India.§ 

(d) That he is of good moral character. § 

He must also pay such fee as the Secretary of State for India 

~ may prescribe. || ; 

3. Should the evidence* upon the above points be prima facie satis- 
factory to the Civil Service Commissioners, the Candidate will, upon 
payment of the prescribed fee, be admitted to the examination. The 
Commissioners may, however, in their discretion, at any time prior to 
the grant of the certificate of qualification herein-after referred to, 
institute such further inquiries as they may deem necessary ; and if the 
result of such inquiries, in the case of any Candidate, should be unsatis- 
factory to them in any of the above respects, he will be ineligible for 
admission to the Civil Service of India, and if already selected, will be 
removed from the position of a probationer.

Candidates are at liberty to name, before April 1st, 1878, any or all 
of these branches of knowledge. No subjects are obligatory. 

5. The merit of the persons examined will be estimated by marks ; 
and the number set opposite to each branch in the preceding regulation 
denotes the greatest number of marks that can be obtained in respect 
of it. 

6. The marks assigned to Candidates i in each branch will be subject 
to such deduction as the Civil Service Commissioners may deem neces- 
sary, in order to secure that ‘a Candidate be allowed no credit at all 
“ for taking up a subject in which he is a mere smatterer.” 

7. The examination wiil be conducted by means of printed questions 
and written answers, and by vivd voce examination, as may be deemed 
necessary. 

8. The marks obtained by each Candidate, in respect of each of the 
subjects in which he shall have been examined, will be added up, and 
the names of the Candidates who shall have obtained a greater 
aggregate number of marks than any of the remaining Candidates will 
be set forth in order of merit, and such Candidates shall be deemed to 
be selected Candidates for the Civil’ Service of India, provided they

* Marks assigned in English composition and mathematics will be subject to no 
deduction. 

+ A considerable portion of the marks for English history and literature will be 
allotted to the work specially prepared. In awarding marks for this, regard will 
be had partly to the extent and importance of the periods or books selected, and 
partly to the thoroughness with which they have been studied. 

§ The examination will range from arithmetic, algebra, and elementary geometry, 
up to the elements of the differential and integral calculus, including the lower 
portions of applied mathematics. 

{ The standard of marking in Sanskrit and Arabic will be determined with 
reference to a high degree of proficiency, such as may be expected to be reached by 
a native of good education.

appear to be in other respects duly qualified. Should any of the 
selected Candidates become disqualified, the Secretary of State for India 
will determine whether the vacancy thus created shall be filled up or 
not. In the former case, the Candidate next in order of merit, and in 
other respects duly qualified, shall be deemed to be a selected Candidate. 
A selected Candidate declining to accept the appointment which may be 
offered to him will be disqualified for any subsequent competition. 


9. Selected Candidates, before proceeding to India, will be on pro- 
bation for two years, during which time they will be examined 
periodically, with a view of testing their progress in the following 
subjects :—*

In these examinations, as in the open competition, the merit of the 
Candidates examined will be estimated by marks, and the number set 
opposite to each subject denotes the greatest number. of marks that can 
be obtained in respect of it at any one examination, The examination 
will be conducted by means of printed questions and written answers, 
and by viva voce examination, as may be deemed necessary. The last of 
these examinations will.be held at the close of the second year of pro- 
bation, and will be called the ‘final examination,” at which it will be 
decided whether: a selected Candidate is qualified for the Civil Service 
of India, At this examination Candidates will be permitted to take up 
any one of the following branches of Natural Science, viz., Botany, 
Geology, and Zoology, for which 350 marks will be allowed. 


10. Any Candidate who, at any of the periodical examinations, shall 
appear to have wilfully neglected his studies, or to be physically inca- 
pacitated for pursuing the prescribed course of training, will be liable to 
have his name removed from the list of selected Candidates. 


11. The selected Candidates who, at the final examination, shall be 
found to have a competent knowledge of the subjects specified in 
Regulation 9, and who shall have satisfied the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners of their eligibility in respect of age, health, and character, shall 
be certified by the said Commissioners to be entitled to be appointed to 
the Civil Service of India,: provided they shall comply with the 
regulations in force, at the time, for that Service. 

12. Applications from persons desirous to be admitted as Candidates 
are to be addressed to the “ Secretary to the Civil Service Commis- 
“ sioners, London, §.W.,” from whom the proper form for the purpose 
may be obtained. ;

* Full instructions as to the course of study to be pursued will be issued to the 
successful Candidates as soon as possible after the result of the open competition is 
declared. 
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The Civil Service Commissioners are authorised by the Secretary of Inp1a Crvin- 
State for India in Council to make the following announcements :— SERVICE. 


(1.) Selected Candidates will be permitted to choose,* according 
to the order.in, which they stand in the list resulting from the 
open competition, as long as a choice remains, the Presidency (and 
in Bengal the Division of the Presidency) to which they shall be 
appointed, but this choice will be subject to a different arrange- 
ment, should the Secretary of State, or Government of India, deem 
it necessary. 

(2.) The Probationers, having passed the necessary examina- 
tions, will be required to report themselves to their Government in 
India not later than the close of December 1881. 

(3.) The seniority in the Civil Service of India of the selected 
Candidates shall be determined according to the order in which 
they stand on the list resulting from the final examination. 

(4.) An allowance of 1501. a year will be given during each of 
the two years of their probation to all Candidates who pass their 
probation at some University to be approved beforehand by the 
Secretary of State, provided such Candidates shall have passed 
the required examinations to the satisfaction of the Civil Service 
Commissioners, and shall have complied with such rules as may 
be laid down for the guidance of selected Candidates. 

(5.) All selected Candidates will be required, after having 
passed the second periodical examination, to attend at the India’ 
Office for the purpose of entering into an agreement binding them- 
selves, amongst other things, to refund in certain cases the amount 
of their allowance in the event of their failing to proceed to India. 
A surety will be required. 

(6.) After passing the final examination, each Candidate will 
be required to attend again at the India Office, with the view of 
entering into covenants. The stamps payable on these documents 
amount to 1. 

(7.) Candidates rejected at the final examination of 1880 will 
in no case be allowed to present themselves for re-examination.
